SMITH SERS MILLER 
AS CLOG ON STATE 


Wot Only Blocks Progress, but 
Sends it Backward, He 
Tells Great Throng. 


ASSAILS WELFARE RECORD 


He Evokes Frequent Cheers as He 
Reviews Fourteen Issues of 
the Campaign. 


Alfred E. Smith, Democratic nominee 
for Governor, ended his speaking cam- 
paign last night before as many men 
and women as could jam their way into 
the Lexington Opera House at Fifty- 
first Street and Lexington Avenue. 

Mr. Smith’s address bore evidence of 
being most carefully prepared, possibly 
more so than any he has delivered. He 
summarized the issues brought forth by 
the Democrats, enunciating his own 
stand on each and contrasting it with 
Governor Miller’s record. 

The great crowd, impressed by Mr. 
Bmith’s earnestness, gave him the clos- 
est attention, although no one made 
any effort to repress the enthusiasm 
that kept bursting forth and interrupt- 
ing the speaker time and again. In ad- 
dition to Mr. Smith, all the Democratic 
neminees for State offices were present,

Smith listed fourteen—home rule, includ- 
ing transit and public utility legislation; 
labor, welfare, water power develop- 
ment, State hospitals, agriculture, pub- 
licity for campaign contributions, State 
highways, Lusk bills, reorganization of 
the State Government, Executive budget, 
education and economy. 

‘“* Let us look together at the record 
which I am asking you to study over the 
week-end,’’ he began. “The record 
shows that all during my career in Al- 
bany as Assemblyman, as a Delegate to 
the Constitutional Convention, and as 
Governor, I fought for and upheld the 
rights of the municipalities of the State 
to a full measure of home rule. I stood 
at all times for the rights of the people 
of the State in their dealings with great 
public service corporations. The (ar- 


gon-Martin bill passed the Assembly dur- | 


ing my time and failed in the Senate 
only after my own attitude was dis- 
closed to the Republican Senators.

ROME, Nov. 4.—Guns booming today 
throughout Italy commemorate the Ital- 
fangs’ victory at Vittorio Venetto in the 
World War. It was Mussolini's wish 
thet the victory at least have a fitting 
recognition, and one of his first official 
acts after becoming Premier of Italy 
was to give instructions for — 


aonster demonstrations throughout Ital, 
co show the country’s pride fn the men 
woo fought and died for the greatness 
of their country. 

Today's festivities were different from 
all hitberto held, inasmuch as it was 
the humble people’s holiday. There was 
no great display of military force, no 
speeches by illustrious orators, no shut- 
ting off of the public behind lines of 
steel helmeted soldiers. The whole cele- 
bration was intensely democratic. It 
was the spontaneous triumph of ordi- 
nary citizens to men who sbked their 
blood for the cause of humanity. 


King the Hero of the Day. 


In the celebrations the King was the 
hero of the day. He suddenly appeared 
in a motor car in the Piazza Venezia, in 
front of the tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier, accompanied only by his aide de 
camp, General Cittadini. He descended 
all alone in the midst of his citizens and 
with his own hands carried a wreath of 
flowers up the long flight of steps lead- 
ing to the tomb. He reverently laid the 
wreath at the feet of Italy’s nameless 
warrior, afterward falling on his knees 
and remaining a few seconds in silent 
prayer amid the hushed reverence of 
the onlookers. 

When ‘the King rose to go the crowd 


pressed admiringly around him, so that

Trotzky Gives His View of How 
the Near East Waterway 
Should Be Neutralized. 


SAYS HE’S OPPOSED TO WAR 


@oviet Ready to Renew at Any Mo- 
gnent Proposals for Complete or 
Partial Disarmament.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Observer's 
special commissioner has had an inter- 
view with Trotzky. In the course of it 
the Soviet War Minister said with great 
emphasis: 

** Russian territories are still invaded. 
Bessarabia is occupied by Rumania and 
Worthern akhalin by Japan. Even 


Viadivostok is not entirely evacuated. 
Japanese and allied warships remain off 
Vladivostok without Invitation or per- 
mission of Russia. 


** Yet we have never shared the opinion 
that war is the best method of settling 
territorial questions. We have always 
preferred and Have repeatedly offered 
the method of negotiation, and we still 
offer negotiativn to Rumania and Japan. 
Our offer of disarmament was made be- 
fore the Vladivostok maritime province 
was evacuated, and we are ready at any 
moment to renew the proposal for com- 
plete or partial disarmament. 


*‘ Needless to say, what we have fn 
mind is an agreement for simultaneous 
mutual disarmament, either in con- 
junction with our Néar East neighbors 
or through the medium of a world con- 
ference.’’ 

Speaking about Russian relations with 
France ami Great Britain, Trotzky de- 
nied that they were in any way affected 
by national sympathies or antipathies. 
He said: 

“If anybody is free from national 
sympathies and antipathies it is we in- 
ternationalists. Our relations to capital- 
ist countries are based only on expe- 
diency. Our only aim is to secure peace 
and normal economic relations. 

‘““We are unable to make a choice 





ap ae 
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between England and France because 
the policies of both are nearly equally 
formless and undecisive, a little step 
forward, a little step backward, merely 
marking time. We are ready to enter 
into the closest possible relations with 
England and France together or sepa- 
rately, first with the country which will 
first. break away from the policy of 
the last five years and is willing to base 
future relations with Russia on the in- 
terests of tomorrow and not memories 
of yesterday.”’ 

Trotzy explained the Soviet Near Hast- 
ern policy by saying: 

““The Czar’s and Millukov’s plans 


were to break through the Straits and 
enter the Mediterranean, where a clash 
with Britain was sometime or other in- 
evitable, Our intention is to break 
through the Straits from the other end 
and thus avoid an inevitable clash some- 
time or other in the Black Sea. 

“Freedom of the Straits is more 
but military dictatorship of the Blac 
Sea for the country possessin the 
biggest fleet. Therefore, we insist on 
neutralization of the Straits by inter- 
national agreement on the one hand and 
military measures on the other.” 

Asked what measures of neutraliza- 
tion he proposed, Trotzky said: 

“ Exactly those by which Belgian neu- 
trality is guaranteed, namely, Turkey’s 
right to possess an army and fleet and 
to fortify the stralts with a guard 
against any passing warships under 
whatever flag.”’

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SULTAN REFUSES — 
TO YIELD THRONE 


Declares That the Angora De- 


cree Does Not Represent 
Nation’s. Will. 


ABDUL WON’T BE CALIPH 


Heir Apparent and All Imperial 
Family Say They Will Decline 
Merely Religious Headship. 


CANSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 4 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—Despite the pressure | 
brought against the Sultanate by the 
Nationalist Government at Angora, no 
further resignations of Cabinet members 
were reported this morning. Soon after 
news was received of the National As- | 
sembly’s action in declaring the Sultan- 
ate vacated, Tewfik Bey and Said Bey 
gave in their posts as Ministers of 
Finance and Public Instruction, respec- 
tively. 

The Sultan. according to the Court 
Cramberlain, Rifaat Bey, refuses to 
consider the decision taken at Angora, 


declaring that the National Assembly is 
@ body which was hastily set up in a 
moment of crisis, and that it does not 
represent the nation. Such a drastic 
measure as it has taken, he declares, 
could be carried out legally only bv a 
—_ Assembly freely elected by the peo- 
ple. 

Last night’s conference continued until 
midnight, and while it was in session a 
big crowd pressed into the palace 
rounds, eagerly awaiting momentous 
ecisions which might affect not only 
their own country, but the entire Mos- 
lem world, of which the Sultan is the 
spiritual head. 

The attitude of the Sultan is appar- 
ently approved by the military en- 
tourage of his court, whose sympathy 
for Mustapha Kemal Pasha, the Nation- 
glist leader, has never been disguised. 
The old Hamidian dignitaries. also 
strongly arraign the Angora Govern- 
ment for its attitude. 

** So ends a great epoch in the history 
of Islam,"’ Rifaat Bey said to The 
Associated Press correspondent. ‘‘ We 
do not know how the Moslem world 
in accept the revolution, but one thing 

certain, Arabia, India and Afghanis- 
tan will refuse to recognize the revolu- 
tionary decree, while Russia, Turkestan 
and Azerbaijan, who are directly re- 
sponsible for this catastrophe, which 
may result in the end of the great 
house of Osman, will exult at having | 
seg Turkey on the road to sovietiza- 

on. 

The heir apparent, Abdul Medjid Ef- | 
fendi, cousin of the Sultan, and other | 
Members of the imperial family con- |} 
ferred last night at the Dumbagsche | 
Palace. They gave particular attention | 

the decision of the National Assem- | 
ly that hereafter the choice of the 
Calip hwas to be that member of the | 
imperial family who was the best in- 
tructed, the best educated, the most | 
onest and the wisest. All of the im- | 
erial conferees decided that none of 
em would accept the throne if stripped | 
of temporal power. Officials in high | 
palace circles were particularly angry | 
at the revolution in which the Grand 
National Assembly declared that the 
alace of the Sublime Porte had passed 
mto history because ‘‘ through corrupt 
ignorance for several centuries It pro- 
voked numerous ills for the country.” 

The action at Angora split the Con- 
etantinople Cabinet. The majority 
favors surrender because of the Nation- 
elist charge of treason against the Sul- 

n. These Ministers were excluded 
rom last night’s conference in the pal- 
ace, which was attended by the Minis- 
ters of the Interior, Foreign Affairs and 
Marine and the Grand Vizier. 

After the conference, at which the 
Ministers kissed the hand of the Sultan, 
he drove to a mosque in the imperial | 
coach and performed his usual devo- 
tions. A large congregation was present | 
@s a result of rumors that he would re- 
sign. His Majesty was struck by the 
sight of a large number of foreigners 
within the mosque. Photographers 
@vailed themselves of a possible last 
chance to see the Sultan. In his facial 
expression there was no sign that he had 
relinquished his throne. 

The Grand Vizier informed the Allied | 
High Commissioner here today that the | 
Constantinople Government had decided | 
not to send a delegation to the peace | 
conference at Lausanne. |

After the celebration yesterday of the 
ceremony of the Selamik the Sultan 
called a meeting’ of the Ministers re- 
maining faithful to him, excluding those 
partial to the Angora Government. The 
only formal announcement made was 
that these dignitaries considered the 
situation caused by the Angora decree, 
but reports say that the Sultan may de- 
;cide to stand pat for the time being. 
‘For the present he can probably count 
on the protection of the British. 

As the date of the Lausanne confer- 
ence approaches, apprehension increases 
in Paris that in Mustapha Kemal the 
French have a bad boy on their hands. 
Yesterday's notification that the new 
Turkish Government did not intend to 
lrecognize the borrowings of the Sultan 
from the Allies in the last two years 


jhas not lessened this fear. 


In a note which should be delivered to 
Kemal today the Allies avoid the issue 
raised by his ultimatum that his dele- 
gates would not attend any conference 
at which the Sultan’s delegates were 
present by saying that the choice of the 
Turkish delegates is a question to be 
settled in Turkey. It will be recalled 
that the Allies invited both the An- 
gora and Constantinople Governments. 
Whether they intend that Kemal shall 
settle the issue by wrecking the train 
taken by the Sultan’s delegates or other 
like means is not made clear; but they 
display a well-founded confidence that 
Kemal will see that no other Turkish 
delegates than his reach Lausanne.

Declarations 
from Angora that the sovereignty of 
Turkey must be strictly observed give 
little assurance to the French on the 
subject of their 5,000,000,000 frane shar 
in the Turkish debt, payments on which 
before the war were obtained througn 
the Ottoman Debt Service, which was 
constituted under conditions which Ke- 
mal may refuse to recognize as ener- 
getically as he refuses to recognize the 
capitulations.

FAIR PLAY IN GREEK TRIALS. 


Plastiras Assures Washington For- 
mer Leaders Will Receive Justice. 


ATHENS, Nov. 4 (Associated Press).— 
The Revolutionary Committee has offi- 
cially informed the United States Gov- 
ernment that the Greek political leaders 
who are under arrest will have a fair 
trial. 

Colonel Plastiras, leader of the revo- 
lutionists, called on Jefferson Caffery, 
American Chargé d’Affaires, yesterday, 
and, after thanking him for America's 
generous relief work, said he wished 
to dispel doubts concerning the court- 
martialing of the various former civil 
and military leaders charged with re- 
sponsibility for the defeat of Greek 
forces in Asia Minor. He said that the 
good opinion of the people of the United 
States was desired in everything affect- 
ing the revolution and the efforts of 
the Greeks to bring back to their country 
its previous prosperity. 

Notwithstanding reports to the con- 
trary, he continued, the Revolutionary 
Committee wished America to know that 
they were determined that the politi- 
cians now in prison would have 
impartial trial and every opportunity 
to defend themselves. Critics have been 
alleging that the Government was re- 
' sorting to the persecution of political

&c. The latter is estimated at 7,000,000 
gold rubles, whereas the Americans con- 
template investing only 2,000,000 gold ru- 
bles, of which Hillman states $300,000 
has already been subscribed. 

The mane@gement and control go ac- 
cording to the relative investment, 
which means that the. Russians have an 
advantage over the Americans of seven 
to two. Butt Hillman has the right to 
make his own valuation of the pro erty, 
which may be less than 7,000,000 rubles, 
and he can increase his own investment 
with a proportionate increase in voting, 
even to majority control. 

The contract pledges the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to guarantee both the capital 
and 8 per cent. interest paid in dollars 
every six months.

ADDS A FEW INNUENDOES 


Denial by Mr. Beardsley Himself 
and by Mr. McAneny of Any 
Such Insurance Interest. 


The assertion that James Paul Sinnot¢, 
brother of Mayor Hylan’s son-in-law and 
secretary, is not the only relative of a 
public official who has been successful 
in getting business from persons engaged 
in public contracts, was made yesterday 
by David Hirshfield, Commissioner cf 
Accounts. Mr. Hirshfield said that Hul- 
bert T. E. Beardsley, brother-in-law of

‘“‘Information has come to me,’’ Mr.

Criticlses McAneny. 


“I am not finding fault with Mr, 
Beardsley if it is true that he got some 
business through the aid of his Ilustri- 
ous brother-in-law, Mr. McAneny, but 
I am finding fault with Mr. McAneny 
because by innuendo he insinuates that a 
member of the Sinnott family did wrong 
in placing a few bus policies, 

‘It is quite natural for one member 
of a family to help another member, 
and, if Mr. McAneny helped Mr. 
Beardsley get some legitimate business, 
Mr. McAneny is not to be blamed for 
that but rather to be praised in that it 
shows his family loyalty, which is a 
virtue, not a vice. 

‘The fact that some men interested 
in politics are interested in the insur- 
ance business or have relatives inter- 
ested in it or invest their money in 
buses and attempt to or did make some 
money does not warrant the inference 
that any act of dishonesty has been 
committed. 

‘““A man in politics has as much right 
as one who is not in politics to go into 
business, and even a public business, 
like the operation of buses, should not 
be shut to a man in politics any more 
than it should be shut to a man who is 
not in politics. 

‘‘In the days when the buses were 
put on, when Receiver Hedges shut down 
the trolley lines traversing the most 
congested section of the city, 
and when Mr. Hedges predicted that the 
people of the east side would have to 
walk, what difference did it make who 
owned the buses? Then the question 
was, get the buses, and, if certain poli- 


|ticlans took advantage of this opportu- 


nity to embark in the bus business anu 
were willing to risk their money, they, 
too, ought to be praised and not cen- 
sured because they were performing a 
public benefit ,even though they made a 
little money out of it. 

‘This political investigation of Mr. 
and his Transit Commission 
was started to help the rapidly declin- 
ing cause of Governor Muller. It is a 
to raise a little storm 
about nothing and will not help in the 
least. After election I propose to make 
a little investigation of my own Into 
this bus situation and also into the in- 
surance business. -I will look into every 
insurance policy covering a city con- 
tract and find out who has benefited 
most in this business.”’ 


Denials by Both the Men Named. 
After reading Mr. Hirshfield’s state- 
ment Mr. McAneny said: 


‘“‘I know nothing about Mr. Hulbert 





Beardsley'’s affairs, nor have I ever dis- 
cussed them, or any one of them, with 
him. I haven’t, in fact, the slightest 
notion of what Hirshfield is talking 
about. I have, of course, never exerted 
the slightest influence either for Mr, 
Beardsley or for any one eise in connec- 
tion with subway bonds, with which offi- 
cially I have practically nothing to do. 

“The matter of securities on subway 
contracts—of which, unfortunately, from 
the public standpoint there have been all 
too few on account of the Board of Es- 
timate’s blocking tactics—has been neg- 
ligible so far as I know., The City Con- 
troller, in conjunction with the State 
Insurance Department, makes up a list 
of the surety companies having proper 
standing and the amounts that any one 
is acceptable for on any one city con- 
tract. The Transit Commission’s ap- 
proval of sureties is routine in that there 
is involved nothing more here than a 
checking against the Controller’s list. 

‘“*I am informed by the Secretary of 
the commission, who has just checked 
Mr. Hirshfield, that Mr. Beardsley’s 
company is not shown as surety on any 
contract let by the Transit Commission. 
If he were, I don’t know that I could 
have prevented it. 

‘“‘T am at least sure that to show my 
extra good faith in the matter it has not 
necessary for me to engage in any bil- 
lingsgate or to threaten to tweak any 
one’s nose, or to knock any one’s 
‘block’ off. 

“It will satisfy me if the Commis- 
sioner of Accounts keeps his friendly 
promise to look into this matter. I can 
well appreciate that he doesn’t expect to 
have time to do that within the next 
two or three days, but I shall hold him 
to his promise.”’ 

Mr. Beardsley said last night at his 
Hfome in Fanwood, N. J., that his firm, 
one of the largest in the city, had never 
written any bonds for ‘subway contrac- 
tors. ‘‘I have been in the insurance 
business since 1899,’" he said. ‘‘I mar- 
ried Mr. McAneny’s sister in 1903. Dur- 
ing all these years Mr. McAneny has 
neither directly nor indirectly influenced 
or sent any business to my office.’’

inspection of the engine revealed, how- 
ever, that the damage could not be 
repaired in a short time and the aviators 
gave up and asked for a plane to take 
them to Dayton, their home station. 


The motor was ‘stuck tight’’ when 
the plane landed, Lieutenant Parker 
said. The engine was smoking and the 
mechanics feared it was on fire, but 
such was not the case. 

An hour after their arrival at Schoen 
Fieli they took off for McCook Field. 
“They wanted to get back to their 
station to get to  bed,"’ Lieutenant 
Parker said. A afspatch from Dayton 
soon after noon announced their ar- 
rival at McCook Field. 

Neither Lieutenant Macready nor 
Lieutenant Kelly told much of their tri 
here. They were not seriously bothered 
by the cold, they said, even when the 
plane reached a great height. Neither 
slept while in the air and each took 
turns at piloting.

Mountains, Arizona and New Mexico, 
across the northwestern part of Texas, 
past Wichita, Kas., to St. Louls and 
Terre Haute through Indiana on a line 
about ten miles south of Indianapolis, 
across the Dayton Field, and on to 
Mineola, L. I.

CITES COST OF ‘McANENYISM’ 


MoAneny, In Reply, Accuses Mayor 
of Mendacity and Obstruc- 
tive Tactics. 


Mayor Hylan issued two statements on 
fransit yesterday. One called upon the 
People to vote for ‘'Al’’ Smith, Dem- 
ecratic nominee for Governor, and de- 
feat Governor Miller, to present the lat- 
ter from forcing New York City to buy 
the ‘‘ flat-wheeled surface cars at ex- 
orbitant prices.’ The other attacked the 
dual subway contracts, giving a general 
review of the transit situation from the 
Mayor's viewpoint, and estimated the 
cost to the city of what he called “ one} 
item of McAnenyism ”’ at $10,000,000 a 
year, the amount paid in interest on 
bonds issued for subway construction. 

George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, issued one state- 
ment in reply to the Mayor’s first state- 
ment and an enlarged and revised state- 
ment in reply to the Mayor’s pair of 
atatements. Mr. McAneny charged the} 
Mayor with mendacity, defended the

them and declared that, despite the ob- 
atructive tactics of the Mayor, the com- 
mission had been able to clear away

Contributors to Campaign Fund. 


“The largest contributors to the Re- 


publican campaign fund with which he 
was elected were the Rockefeller family, 
holders of the largest shares of gas, 
electric, telephone and traction securi- 
tles in this city, who acknowledged con- 
tributing a total of $47,000; members of 
the Pratt family (most of whose wealth 
is invested with the Rockefellers), who 
acknowledged contributing about $17,000; 
E. J. Berwind, Interborough Director, 
who, with the Rockefellers, controls e 
coal fields in Pennsylvania where Inter- 
borough and New York City coal is 
mined, who acknowledged contributing 
t’ 000; members of the banking firm 0: 

i> Morgan & Co. and other of the 
largest security holders of the traction 
corporations in this city. 

** All these got behind Governor Miller 
in 1920 and elected him mainly through 
their heavy contributions. They are be- 
hind him again this year. 

‘* No sooner did Governor Miller take} 
office on Jan. 1, 1921, than he began to 
use Executive power to enforce the 
enactment of legislation favorable to the 
traction ring. 

‘‘He and the Republican Legislature 
passed the Knight-Adler bill in April 
over the protest of the elected city of- 
ficlals, who went to Albany to oppose 
the measure. This bill provided for ‘the 
creation of the existing State Transit 
Commission for the st oml saete of ‘ combin- 
ing. rehabilitating, improving and ex- 
tending existing railroads,’ é&c.

Lost to City in Taxes. 
*“Not only this, but Chairman Mc- 


Aneny and Governor Miller admit that 
with the acquisition of all the surface 
and elevated Hines which they intend 
that the city should buy the private 
traction corporations will be relieved of 
about $12,000,000 a year in taxes which 
they now pay to the city. Governor Mil- 
ler has actually had the brazenness to 
tell hig audiences that such * saving’ 
would enable the traction companies to 
operate on a five-cent care. I doubt if 
many of those who heard him actually 
realized what he meant by this state- 
ment. He virtually told his audiences 
that he would ‘rob’ them for the ben- 
efit of the traction trust. 

‘‘T cannot understand how even baré- 
faced McAneny can tell the people that 
he has no intention of raising carfares 
or that he has no intention of buying 
traction ‘junk’ and unloading it on the 
people in the face of what I have cited. 

the day of surface-car operation is 
passing rapidly, and within a few years 
surface lines will be discontinued and 
surface tracks removed. It is in antict- 
pation of such an event that the City 
of New York has undertaken to operate 
buses on the surface of the city streets 
in conjunction with new subways. It is 
to offset this action on the part of the 
city that Mr. McAneny and his asso- 
ciates are trying desperately to put over 
their program of buying traction ‘Junk’ 
before we can recapture the recapture- 
able subway lines now operated by the 
Interborough and B. R and before 
we can purchase and operate buses of 
our own, 

“TI hope it will not be necessary for 
me again to show how barefaced Mr. 
McAneny is in his effort to deceive the 
people with regard to his own transit 
program.”’ 


Mr. McAneny’s Reply. 


In reply to the Mayor’s statements, 
Mr. McAneny sald: 


‘“‘With the Mayor's advice as to how 
votes should be cast in next week’s 
election the Transit Commission has 
nothing to do. With his continued mis- 
representation of the commission's plans 
and work it has had a great deal to do 
and will, no doubt, continue to. I have 
said that I would bother with no more 
answers or corrections so far as he is 
concerned. ‘The last-minute batch of 
falsification that he puts out does, how- 
ever, require some attention. There 
have been some black pages in the 
history of clty Government in the United 
States. But I doubt whether, through- 
out that history, there has ever been an 
instance in which the head of a city 
Government, knowing the truth, has 
been willing with such utter shameless- 
ness to deceive the people whose affairs 
he has in trust. 

‘*He speaks first of the ‘dual’ con- 
tracts and of the sums carried in the 
budget for the payment of interest upon 
the bonds issued by the city for the 
construction of the present subway sys- 
tem. He says that these contracts were 
signed by me in March, 19138. They 
were signed on behalf of the city not by 
me, but by Edward E. McCall, then 
Chairman of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and later Democratic candidate for 
the Mayoralty—a man of honor and 
probity, thoroughly devoted to the in- 
terests of the city, and utterly incapable 
of the sort of practices that have 
marked the conduct of the present 
Mayor. 

‘Of my own part in the creation of 
the dual system, I am frankly proud, 
though the Mayor pga | hecho it. The 
doubling of subway mileage, the relief 
of a congestion that in the absence of 
relief would have throttled the town be- 
fore this, and that justified the addition 
of $1,500,000,000 to real estate values in 
a single year, were things worth fighting 
for. To get the money to build the 
subways the city had to borrow 


nd 
in order to borrow it had to pay the in- 


terest on its bonds. That sum, slight 
indeed compared with the ng ay 4 the 
city has secured, amounts to $8,500,000 
a year. 


Costs Imposed by War. 

“The traffic of the new subways has so 
multiplied that, had it not been for the 
costs imposed by the war, the interest 
bill would have been paid in its entirety 
from revenue, and not a cent of it would 
have. been carried in the budget. Upon 
the prewar scale there would, in fact, 


‘have been $10,052.000 of revenue above 


everything else this year applicable to 
the city’s interest from the Interborough 
lines alone, or $4,000,000 more than the 
interest costs. 

‘This {s not the first time that the 
Mayor has charged me with responsibil- 
ity for bringing on the war. If anybody 


'is fooled by his use of these figures, in 


view of the record of the truth, I shall 
be yer / surprised . It is due to his 
own bungling of the entire situation 
that the interest bills have not long 
since been paid from revenue. To put 
out a thing of this kind within two days 
of an election is an easy trick for a man 
of his persuasion, but it is a cheap one. 

“‘ Turning to another point, he repeated 
this morning his time-worn tale that it 
is the plan of the commission to dump 
all this junk surface transportation on 
the people of the city, and to make them 
pay from $350,000,000 to $600,000,000 for 
it. He knows, for the facts have been 
given him time and again, that the 
commission does not propose to spend a 
single dollar of the city’s money for the 
purchase of the’ surface lines. 

‘He knows that what the commission 
does propose is to save the main part 
of the surface lines for the use of the 
billlon riders who used them last year, 
and who could not do without them; and 
that it is the further purpose of the 
commission to build up the surface| 
facilities, to require the installation of | 
the most up-to-date equipment, cars and 
track alike, and to require the com- 
panies from their own funds to pay the 
bill. He repeats that as rapidly as his 
political buses can be turned out, he will 
put the surface lines out of business. 
What that would mean to the billion 
riders they may judge for themselves. 
The commission certainly does not pro- 
pose that they shall be put out of busi- 
ness. 


Carfare Question. 


**'The Mayor’s rehearsal of ‘ old stuff’ 
about plans to raise fares is a year and 
a half behind the times. The test lies | 
in what has happened since. Out of the 
mess the Mayor had created, the com- 


mission has saved the five cent fare in 
the best way known elther to business 
practice or to‘common sense, that is, by 
finding the money to save it. It is not 
only true that the five cent fare has 
been. saved, that service has been in- 
creased and that some of the mess, at 
least, has been /untangled. It is also 
true that these things have been done in 
the face of the Mayor's persistent oppo- | 
sition. Declining co-operation, blocking 
or attempting to block every effort the 
commission made to move a foot, he has 
desperately sought to keep alive a false 
cry that has served him well in the 
past, but that cannot serve him again. | 

‘He cites the report of the commis- | 
sion of a year ago, in which, after an- 
nouncing that it had declined to give 
the railroad companies increases of fare | 
they asked, it would continue so to de- | 
cline unless ‘ after full investigation of | 
the situation it became clear that other | 
remedies would not be sufficient.’ The 
investigation the commission promised | 
has been held. It has been established 
beyond a doubt that other remedies 
would be more than ene: The 
companies have been compelled, through | 
drastic financial reorganizations, and 
through the use of every operating econ- 
omy, themselves to save the fare. 

‘* While the Mayor has kept at his de- 
structive game, blocking subway con- | 
struction, exploiting his graft-ridden 
busses and appealing to every prejudice | 
he could invoke, the commission has 
done the trick and saved the five-cent 
fare in spite of him. Under the com- 
mission’s plan there would be $25,000,000 | 
in addition to revenues now in hand to } 
continue the protection of the five-cent 
fare. The reserve fund he talks about, 
essential to the guarantee of the city’s 
future position, was proposed before | 
the commission came into office by its | 
predecessors, Mr. Nixon and Mr. De- 
laney, now high in the Mayor’s confi- 
dence. 

**His continued assertion that savings 
secured through tax reduction or other- | 
wise, would work for the benefit of the' 
companies and not for the city is an- 
other sin against the truth. He knows} 
perfectly well that under the commis- | 
| sion's plan the companies could take no | 
) profit whatsoever, and that every dollar | 
saved will operate not for their ad- | 
vantage but for that of the fare-paying | 
public. | 

‘*‘The commission has spared no ef-| 
fort to impress upon the minds of the'! 
people, who in the past have made/ 
stiff profits from the operation of city | 
| railways and the use of city streets, the | 
| paramount fact that their day has gone. | 
|

It has been well taught, however, that} 
the other twin evil of the old situation, | 
the constant intrusion of cheap city 
politics, has still to be dealt with. The! 
Mayor during the last two months has 
given an illuminating exhibit of what 
that sort of thing means. The members ! 
of the Transit Commission are. never- | 
theless, well satisfied that the people of 
the city wil themselves soon demand 
that he change his tactics and get/| 
down to fair dealings.’’ }

dling for any kind of broker any kind | 
of insurance. 

‘* Both Mr. Sinnott and the broker, Mr. 
Grein, have already testified under oath |} 
to these facts before the Transit Com- | 
mission, but the construction placed on 
their testimony by the press and the 
counsel to the Transit Commission is 
misleading to the public and unfair to 
the firm of Sinnott & Canty.” ;

Benes Gives Parliamentary 
Committee Details. of the 
New Agreement. 


PRAGUE, Nov. 4.— Speaking before 
the Parllamentary Committee for For- 
eign Affairs yesterday, Dr. Benes, 
Czechositovak Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, dealt with the recent Prague con- 
ference of the Little Entente States and 
Poland and with the League of Nations 
negotiations In Geneva. 

The recently concluded agreement be- 
tween Czechoslovakia and Jugoslavia 
was communicated to the League of 
Nations, he said, and will be-published 
in the course of a few days, The agree- 
ment, which is to remain in effect for 
five years, renews, supplements and ex- 


tends the former agreement between the 
two countries by the inclusion of a com- 
mercial treaty and by strengthening 
their economic and cultural relations. 

The agreement binds both States to 
take common action in all international 
questions affecting their interests.

@eouragement. 

Let it not be thought, either, that 
cowgirls are ither wild or wooly. Their 
Costumes rivalled any circus lady who 
ever pirouetted on horseback, and there 
Was one among them who between cries 
ef ‘Ride him, Billy,’’ and shrill 
“yips,"” examined the riders with pro- 
fessional care through a gold lorg- 
mette. And she wore a polo coat that

Calves Didn’t Enjoy Roping. 


The calf roping, which grew to be a 
gwport out of the necessity of making 
time in the Spring round-ups when the 
calves were branded, was the first op- 
portunity the riders had to show what 
gpeed they could make at their trade. 


One by one the little bull. calves were 
Jet out of the pen with a lariat-swinging 
vider behind him. When lucky, the loop 
G@ettled over the calf’s head, the rider 
slipped off his horse as It stopped and 
he grabbed the calf's legs and threw it 

m the ground, with many protestant 

leats. Then three legs were quickly 
tied so it could not get up. 

This was the part of the exhibition to 
which the Society for the Prevention of 
Crueity to Animals protested. They 

eatened to prevent it, but when 
oiec officers of the society entered the 
Garden they were served with an in- 

mction issued by Supreme Court Jus- 
joe Robert F. Wagner, which restrained 
them from interfering. The writ also 
restrained the Humane Society and the 
Police Department from interfering. Al- 
though the calves sometimes went down 
with a bump, they did not seem to mind 
@ny more than a football player when 
tackled successfully. 

There were several bad falls in the 
bronk riding, and a few of the horses 
@éemed to be in the outlaw class. There 

one who threw his rider in two 
ps, and went up the arena head 
wn and heels in the air, bellowing 
th rage in a way that most of those 
gent never heard before. orses in 
fg part of the country don’t act that 
way after they throw their rider. 
Dynamite proved true to his name when 
Jack Coates tried to stay on him, and 
Coates lifted himself from the tanbark 
groggy and with his shirt up under his 
arms Bonnie Bay was so bonnie she 
threw Ralph Smith in a jiffy. Ray 
Bell stuck to Pinto Pete, however, and 
with a few other riders redeemed the 
afternoon. 


Air Full ef Belbows and Dust. 


Then came the bulldoggers, and for 
gmore than half an hour the arena was 
full of bellows and dust. The rider was 
supposed to ride alongside the fast 
treveling steer as he came from the 
ehute and then drop from his horse, 


ab the steer by the horns and throw 
im. Sometimes he did and sometimes 
the rider landed on his ear_in the tan- 
bark. The steer frequently had the 
t of it. There’ was a little red- 
eaded man with a green sweater, 
ose name was lost in the confusion, 
© was a demon at bulldogging, even 
ough he didn’t make the best time. 
@ leaped from his orse, throwing 
lf forward and hitting the steer 
hea his body before he grasped the 
rns. His feet came down in a clou 
of dust as the steer stopped, and Green- 
eweater swarmed all over him. He got 
a horn between his legs and with a 
iene slow wrench pulled the animal to 
ts knees and then to the tanbark, 
while some exceedingly staid persons in 
boxes made loud noises of approval. 
Many a man dived for his steer and 
rolled over and over, coming to his feet 
to find the steer glaring at him. Only 
@ swift run to the side and a climb up 
the fence saved these cowpunchers from 
buying a new pair of trousers. For the 
gteers wandered around after being re- 
leased, occasionally making a run, head 
down, at groups of men waiting their 
turn, and the cowpunchers swarmed up 
the fences or flopped on their faces 
under the horns. 
The fastest time was made < Frank 
cCarroll of Boise, who threw his steer 
forty seconds from the time it came 
eut, and then politely helped the steer 
up by one horn. Politeness ended there, 
for McCarroll took to his heels. 
Riding steers was just about as excit- 
fmg as throwing them, for a man was 
itted to use one hand to hold on 
sometimes that wasn’t enough. 


Horses Win the Wild Horse Race,

At that moment the pa- 
trolman fired again, and an inert leg 
protruded through the doorway, as if 
some man had been hit and lay pros- 
trated. 

Despite the seemingly effective fire, 
the cab rushed on downtown. At Four- 
teenth Street a policeman seeing it com- 
ing and spying the leg sticking out, 
leaped in its path with a cry to halt. 
Instead the man at wheel turned his 
vehicle straight at the policeman and 
knockhim down. The policeman rolled 
into the gutter, but picked himself up, 
jumped on the running board of another 
cab and toop. up the purpult along with 
his brother officer in the other cab. 
He, too, fired again and again, but down 
near Gansevoort Market the cab turned 
into a side street and was lost to view.

It will be developed along three 
lines, Mr. Richardson said before sail- 
ing—kitchens for professionali men and 
students, the distribution of food pack- 
ages, and the furnishing of food to con- 
valescent homes and similar institutions, 
which are so crowded as to overtax the 
sources of supplies.

trousseau trunks, it was said, because 
she had no export license covering the 
new clothes.

Puma Killed in East 11th Street 
— Wild Shots Hit Girl and 
Trolley Car. 


WAS OUT UNDER BAIL 


Charged With Being implicated In 
Murder at Asbury Park 
In 1921. 


Francisco Puma, who was arrested a 
year ago in the round-up of Italians 
believed to have been members of a 
murder gang with seventeen deaths 
charged against it, was shot to death 
last night in East Eleventh Street, be- 
tween Avenues B and C. He was out 
under $20,000 bail on the charge of being 
implicated in the murder of Carmello 
Caizzo near Asbury Park in July 1921. 

Puma, who lived at 508 East Twelfth 
Street, had been in fear of his life for 
some time. Whether he had made ad- 
missions to the New Jersey authorities 
after his arrest, when two men arrested 
were said to have confessed to their 
part in the gang’s murders, or whether 
a@ relative of Caizzo finally ‘‘ got’’ him, 
the police did not know last night. But 
they did learn that a month ago Puma 
was shot at Twelfth Street and Ave- 
mue A, and that he told only members 
of his family about his wound. 

He was walking rapidly through the 
street when one or several men slipped 
up behind him and fired three shots 
into his body. One of the shots went 
wild and hit Celia Kellerman, 12 years 
old, of 514 East Twelfth Street, who 
was playing in the street nearby. She 
was not badly injured, it was said at 
Bellevue. Puma dropped to the ground 
and those who were firing at him con- 
tinued until their revolvers were empty. 
Bullets flew through the street, and one 
of them shattered a window in & 
crowded Fourteenth Street car, causing 
passengers to drop to the floor. 

When the firing was over Puma was 
on his back on the sidewalk and a cigar 
he had been smoking was burning be 
side him. He was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, and although detectives hur- 
ried to his bedside, hoping that he might 
gay who shot him, he did not regain 
consciousness. 

Puma was arrested after the confes- 
sion of Bartolomeo Fontano, who ad- 
mitted killing his friend Caizzo at th< 
bidding of a gang. Evidence in De- 
troit and_ other cities indicated that the | 
gang had committed at least seventeen | 
murders. |

County officers are 
to be elected in most of the sixty-two 
counties and Justices of the Supreme 
Court are to be elected in the First 
Judicial District, made up of New York 
and Bronx Counties; the Second Dis- 
trict, composed of Kings, Queens, Rich- 
mond, Nassau and suffolk; the Fifth 
District, Herkimer, Jefferson, Lewis, 
Oneida and Onondaga; the Eighth Dts- 
trict, Allegany, Cattaraugus, Chautau- 
qua, Erie, Genesee, Niagara, Orleans 
and Wyoming, and the Ninth District, 
Duchess, Orange, Putnam, Rocklana 
and Westchester Counties.

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POISON GAS FROG 
BROUGHT HERE ALIVE 


Others That Bark Like Dogs 
and Squeal Like Pigs Ar- 
rive at Museum. 


ACCOMPANY 6-FOOT LIZARD 


Strange Specimens of Reptiles Cap- 
tured In Island of Santo Domingo 
by Dr. and Mrs. Noble. 


Specimens of many curious reptiles, in- 
cluding a huge tree frog which releases 
poison gas from its skin and another 
giant frog which barks and growls like 
ea dog and squeals like a pig, have been 
added, it was announced yesterday, to 
the collection of the American Museum 
of History by Dr. and Mrs. G. Kingsley 
Noble, who have just returned from a 
three months’ scientific expedition across 
the Island of Santo Domingo. 

Forty of the biggest lizards in the 
world, which bear the closest re- 
semblance of any living creatures to the 
giants of the dinosaur period, were cap- 
tured and are now living in cages in a 
hot room in the museum. 

The polson-gas frog attains a weight 
of about ten pounds. Its feet have de- 
vices like the suckers of an octopus, 
which enable it to climb vertically the 
sides of trees. Its habitat is full of large 
snakes which would probably have ex- 
tinguished this extraordinary frog long 
ago, except for the frog’s development 
of the novel device of perspiring a cor- 
rosive milky liquid which blisters like a 
touch of dilut carbolic acid and fills 
the alr with a blinding vapor and an 
intolerable odor. This frog is less effec- 
tive at a long range than a skunk, but 

| would otherwise make a well-balanced 


adversary in a match in their particular 
specialties. 


Has a Curious Biography. 


In addition to an interesting person- 
ality, this frog has a curious biography. 
| Born in mountain torrents, it lives its 
early life attached to rocks like an 
| abalone or a muscle and spends its adult 


| period in trees. Making a curious sound 
ithe female comes down from the trees 
‘in egg season and deposits small ob- 
jects among stones by the edge of the 
streams. ‘These are eggs. They absorb 
water and swiftly grow to the size of a 
marble, one laying of eggs soon being 
as large as the frog which laid it. 
Hatched out as tadpoles, the young- 
sters wriggle to tne rocks of swi 
mountain streams, attach themselves to 
boulders in the heart of the current and 
jhang on till they have attained frog’s 
estate, when they set out for the trees 
and walk up tne sides like flies. These 
frogs would probably interest connols- 
seurs who have acquired a taste for 
frog’s legs. They have drumsticks like 
‘a turkey’s,

The 
first barking frog that was caught did 
not wriggle and try to escape like the 
ordinary frog, but startled his captors 
by opening his mouth wide and squeal- 
ing like a pig.

formed. ‘They pip their soft shells and 
scramble upward through the sand, with 
|'the soft, leathery eggs still enveloping 
| their hind legs and most of the body. 
| An island in the middle of the galt 
| lake was explored by the expedition 
party. To do this they had to transport 
a boat the entire distance from the 
coat, as no boats of any description 
| were found on the lake. The island was 
| a reptile paradise. Thousands of lizards 
and spike-tailed iguanas moved off in 
all directions before the party as it 
| traveled across the island. It appeared 
'to the intruders, according to Dr. 
| Noble,. as if they had entered some 
mesozois world, where the _ reptiles 
were in complete possession. 

A total of 200 living specimens and 
| large numbers of skins and specimens in 
| jars of alcohol were brought back. The 
| expedition was financed by the Angelo 
| Heilprin Fund, and tke materials will 

be Installed in the Museum's Hall of 
Reptiles, now under construction.

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PASS BLAME ON TAXI 
BOND LAW EVASIONS 


Police and State Tax Depart- 
ments Say Enforcement Is 
Duty of the Other. 


BOND ALLOWED TO LAPSE 


Owners Escape Regulation by Pay- 
Ing First Monthly Premium 
and None Thereafter. 


Widespread evasion of the taxicab 
bonding law in New York City is 
blamed by the Tax Department at Al- 
bany on the Police Department, and 
vice versa, according to correspondence 
Just made public by the Broadway <As- 
sociation, which called the attention of 
both Tax and Police Departments to the 
non-enforcement of the law enacted by 
the last Legislature. The failure of a 
“large percentage of the taxicabs now 
operating in New York City’’ to ob- 
serve ghe law is a source of much com- 
plaint by those who are interested in 
bringing about the benefits which the 
legislation promised, according to the 
Broadway Association, and especially is 
such a. situation resented by those 
operators who have complied with the 
law and incurred the expense of bond- 
ing. 

‘‘ Investigation developed the fact that 
a large number of taxicab owners have 
got around the law by taking out the 
required bond under an arrangement 
which obligated them to pay the pre- 
mium on the bond in monthly instal- 
ments,’’ says the November issue of 


the official organ of the association, 
Broadway. ‘ Having secured a license, 
however, by the payment of the first 
instalment, they thereupon permitted the 
bond to lapse, thereby saving a monthly 
bopfing expense of §45., 

‘‘ This matter was taken up with the 
Tax Department at Albany by the 
Broadway Association, and the State 
officlals promptly fixed the blame upon 
the New York Police Department, and 
the Police Department, on the other 
hand, contends that responsibility for 
pro rests with the Tax Départ- 
ment.’’ 

The Broadway Association then quotes 
an excerpt from a letter recelved from 
Tax Commissioner Walter H. gg dy 

““The remedy in our opinion les in 
the rigid enforcement of the law by the 
Police Department. We furnish that de- 
Sortpert with notice of every cancella- 
ion, with sufficient description, so that 

ersons who are driving contrary to the 
aw may be arrested without warrant, 
but so far there appears to be no at- 
tention paid to these notices.’’ 

In his reply to Commissioner Knapp, 
Police Commissioner Enright held that 
it was impossible for a policeman to as- 
certain whether a driver had complied 
with the law because in New York chy 
few of the taxicabs were driven by 
owners, and there was no law which re- 
quired the chauffeur to have in his pos- 
session evidence with which to establish 
that his bond was in force. Commis- 
sioner Enright cited an opinion rendered 
by the office of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, among other things holding: 

‘It will be obvious that this law !m- 
poses no duty on the chauffeur or driver 
of such motor vehicle to have in his 
possession any evidence that the law 
has been complied with by the owner 
of such motor vehicle, and the penal

H. Ely Goldsmith, in behalf of him- 
self and other certifled public ac- 
countants who have’ been licensed in 
New York State to use the title ‘‘C. 
P. A.,”’ brought mandamus proceedings

The petition of Mr. Goldsmith states 
that strict Attorney Banton replied 
that ‘‘ the crimes mentioned, if any, are 
misdemeanors,’ and that action must 
be commenced in a Magistrate’s Court. 
Mr. Banton said that any assistance 
that could be -given by the Assistant 
District Attorney in the maaereny * 
Court, where the proceeding might be 
brought, would be given. Mr. Gold- 
smith contends that the decision of 
Justice Lehman gives him the “right 
to demand enforcement of this particu- 
lar law.”’ 

Mr. Goldsmith also served notioe that 
he would ask the Supreme Court Justice 
who will hear the case to “sit as a 
Committing Magistrate to hear and de- 
termine any complaints against the 
persons named.’’

ORDERS ALL HOMES 
TO GET MAIL BOXES 


Postal Department Threatens 
to Discontinue Delivery if Re- 


ceptacle Is Not Provided. 


TROUBLE WITH TENEMENTS 


Carriers Delayed When No One Is 
Home—Mall May Go to 
General Delivery. 


A warning has just been issued by the 
Post Office Department that it will dis- 
continue, if necessary, the delivery of 
mail to places which fail to provide mail 
drops or receptacles for the convenience 
of letter carriers.. The new regulation of 
the Postmaster General has just been 
broacast in New York City by Postmas- 
ter Edward M. Morgan. It is estimated 
that there are between 30,000 and 40,000 
Places where the postmen find no place 
to leave mail when they fail to find the 
addressee home. The order reads: 

‘On account of the delays caused to 
carriers at dwelling houses where no 
door slot or mail receptacle is provided 
and the fact that a large majority of 
dwellings are thus equipped already, it 
seems timely, within a reasonable pe- 
riod, to require all who are to receive 
mail by street carriers at their dwellings 
to provide such accommodations, the 
expense of the same being small. Post- 
masters are therefore thus instructed. 
The length of notice should not exceed 
four months, although there may be ex- 
ceptional cases where Postmasters 
should use reasonable discretion or ask 
for instructions. 


“It is not the department’s desire, of 
course, that any shall be deprived of de- 
livery by this requirement, but rather it 
is earnestly hoped that all will see the 
reasonableness of it and its advantage 
to themselves as well as to the carriers. 
But if it finally becomes necessary, mail 
delivery will be discontinued where no 
door slots (preferably) or mail recepta- 
cles are provided.”’ 

In tenement houses the letter carrier 


finds the greatest dearth of mail re- 
ceptacles, aocord to John J. Kiely, 
Superintendent of Deliveries of the New 
York Post Office. 

“* We have no trouble,’ he added, “‘ as 
a Ppa a rule with apartment houses, 
wit. rivate residences and with busi- 
ness houses. Where there are many 
houses with no receptacles for mail, it 
is a problem what shall be done with 
letters and parcels when the postmen are 
unable to find the addressee at home.”’ 

Asked what would be done with letters 
when delivery was refuse] because of a 
lack of receptacles, Superintendent 
Kiely said that no definite plan had 
actually been adopted, bu’ that the plan 
under consideration in Manhattan was 
for .the letters destined to go to such 
addresses to be sent to the City 
Station for distribution through the gen- 
eral delivery, so that the persons for 
whom they were intended could go chsre 
and claim them. 

In the event that the addresses did 
not call for such mail at the general 
delive windows, he said, it would 

obably be theld the customary thirty 
ays for first class and ten days and 
slightly longer periods for other classes 
of ca ore being forwarded to the 
Dead Letter Office. 


TO ‘REST AND FORGET,’ 
IS MRS. ROSIER’S WISH 


Widow Acquitted of Slaying Hus- 
band and Stenographer Expected 
to Contest Former’s Will. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—Back home 
with her year-old baby, after nine 
months in the county prison and passing 
through the ordeal of a long murder 
trial, Mrs. Catherine Rosier, who was 
acquitted yesterday of the charges of 
killing her husband and his stenogra- 
pher, was happy today, but worn out. 
‘* Rest and forget,’’ she said, would be 
her plan for the present. She probably 
will leave the city for a short time. 

“It is just like waking out of a bad 
dream to find myself at home again,”’ 
said the 22-year-old widow. “I made 
everybody such a lot of trouble,’’ she 
added, regretfully, as she hugged the 
baby closer. 

Mrs. Rosier’s acquittal came after the 
jury had been out of the courtroom 
about an hour and forty-five minutes. 

‘We could have oe tted her without 
leaving the room,”’ sald one juror. 

After her acquittal of killing Mildred 
Geraldine Reckett, the stenographer, the 
Commonwealth decided it was impossi- 
ble to convict Mrs. Roster on the ge 
of slaying her husband, and, at the re- 

uest of District Attorney Samuel P. 

otan, the Court submitted the indict- 
ment to the jury, with instructions to 
return a verd of not guilty. 

It is expected by friends of Mrs. Rosier 
that she will contest the will left by her 
husband giving his entire estate, esti- 
mated at $60, to his eleven-year-old 
son, Oscar Jr., by a former wife, and 
Arthur Rosier, brother of the dead man. 
The will was written on a leaf torn 
from a memorandum book while Rosier 
was lying on his deathbed in a hospital 
the day of the wy em 

If ‘t ts decided that Mrs. Rosier is 
entitled te a share in tre estate of her 
husband, she will receive a third share. 
it was stated today. The sum of $27,600 
is in Utigation, an insurance company 
refusing to agree that Oscar Rosier’s 
death was due to accident. A lawyer 
for the insurance com y said that the 
jury’s verdict would have no effect on 
thelr decision not to pay. 

James A. Chandler, a member of. the 
jury, received three anonymous post 
cards today.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—In the first 
nation-wide election, since the Repuh- 
licans swept the country in 1920, on 
Tuesday, 84 United States Senators, 431 
members of the House of Représenta- 
tives [four already elected in Maine], 
82 Governors and many other State of- 
ficers are to be chosen. The election 
has been hard fought in the pivotal 
States, with the chief thought among 
the political leaders of preparing the 
stage for the Presidential contest in 1934, 

Reports réceived at the national head- 
quarters of the two major political par 
tles show a marked apathy in many 
parts of the country and a feeling 
against the Republican Party in the in- 
dustrial centres, just emerging from the 
shadows of the rail and coal strikes, 
Sentiment is not so frankly expressed 
by the voters this year and the result 
is that definite forecasts are difficult. 

Republican leaders assert that the 
party will control the next House, but 
by a greatly reduced majority, which is 
estimated at thirty to forty. The Demo 
cratic managers are not confident of 
carrying the House, but think that the 
reaction against Republican policlés 
may be strong enough to give them @ 
majority or leave the Republicans ‘only 
a nominal lead, with the radical bloe 
dominating the legislative situation. 

That the Republican Party has lost 
the confidence of many of those who 
helped to give it an overwhelming ma 
jority in 1920 is admitted by the leaders, 
who say that normal political conditions 
exist and that this election will show 
party lines re-established. In other 
words the Democrats who bolted the 
party in 1920 are returning to their old 
allegiance.

Toleration, Says Henry de 
Forest Baldwin. 


The People’s Institute Forum will open 


its season next week with a record of 
having reached 2,500,000 persons in the 
twenty-five years of its existence. It 
was the first institution of its kind in 
the United States, and has become the 
parent organization of 550 similar 


forums in various parts of the country. 
‘It is a place where different people 


learn to think and where radicals and} 


conservatives learn to tolerate’ each 
other,”’ said Henry de Forest Baldwin, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees. *‘ It 
has exerted a great influence ‘n leaa- 
ing people to social problems from the 
jpoint of view of the entire community 
as distinguished from mere class in- 
terest. It acts as a point of contact 
between all the different classes in the 
community. The radical elements in 


New York have too little opportunity 
to hear discussion of things that in- 
terest them from people who sympa- 
thize with their complaints but who are 
| critical of the remedies proposed. 

‘‘ Bringing these different elements to- 
gether is accomplishing a great deai.

| the conservatives, bringing them to-

| standing of the ideas that are rife 
} among so many of their fellow-citizens. 


Minimum of Vituperation. 

“Our audiences represent a greater 
diversity of views than other audiences 
which meet in the city. Yet our meet- 

ings are carried on with a minimum 
| of abuse and vituperation. We do not 

try to convert anybody to any particu- 





lar political creed, or do we carry on a/ 
systematic attack against any philoso- 
phy. We consider the particular creed 
or opinion of a man of less importance 
than his mental habits. We try to help 
the people to reflect and examine crit- 
cally rather than to fan the flames of 
fanaticism. We encourage fanatics and 
sober-minded men to compare their ideas 
seriously and respectfully. e 

‘The foreign, born and those of for- 
eign extraction ‘make up a large share 
of our audiences. They are highiy 
sophisticated. They do not lack Intelli- 
gence, many of them being widely read. 
But frequently they lack judgment. By 
hearing their pet philosophies subjected 
to intelligent criticism, many of, them 
get their only experience of tolerance. 


‘No speaker is asked to address our 
audiences whom we do not believe to 
be sincere and wéll informed on the 
subject upon which he is aSked to speak 
Any man or woman who has an im- 
portant message to deliver and whon 
we believe would interest and entertain 
our audience is eligible to speak, pro- 
vided he does not advocate revolution. 
We have always maintained that in a 
country like ours, !t is in the hands cf 
the people to remedy social and politi- 
cal evils through the ballot, not. through 
advocating revolution, 

‘We are on the brink of might 
changes. In the conflict which rages 
around the questions raised by the: 
changes, each citizen is partisan. Th 
People’s Institute is using its power t 
teach these partisans to twelgh and criti 
cise and deliberate. In this ‘way it 1 
increasing the progress of the America!

DEFLATION AS IT WAS. 


A few weeks ago THE TIMES took issue 
with President Harpinc’s statement 
ascribing the recovery in trade and rise 
of Liberty bonds to “ national fiscal poli- 
cies” which had reversed “ the mistaken 
“policy of drastic deflation adopted by 
“those who were then [in 1920] in con- 
“trol of Government policies.” Every 
one discussing the recent economic read- 
justment should be made to understand 
that the raising of the Reserve Bank 
rate from 4 to 7 per cent. was a step 
made absolutely necessary by the im- 
mense demands on credit. They had 
raised open market money rates to 8 
per cent. and had brought the Reserve 
Bank’s ratio of reserve to liabilities be- 
low the percentage required by law. Mr. 
JOHN SKELTON WILLIAMS, formerly Con- 
troller of the Currency and ex officio 
member of the Reserve Board, wrote to 
this paper a letter supporting Mr. Harp- 
ING’S position.. In reply it was remarked 
that Mr. WILLIAMS gave no answer what- 
ever to the contention that sound bank- 
ing made the advance in the Reserve Bank 
rate imperative, and his attention was 
directed to the speech by Senator GLASS 
last January, which set forth that, “ in- 
“ stead of deflating credits and currency, 
“the Federal Reserve banks, during the 
“period of falling prices, enormously ex- 


“ panded bank credits and increased the | 


“volume of circulating notes.” 


Mr. WILLIAMS now reiterates his as- | 


sertions, in a letter too long for publica- 
tion.

| “ clubbed the grain producers and robbed 
: “the cattle men,” to “murderous defla-

and the “ trail of the deflation serpent.” 
| Along with this claptrap the Senator 
- displayed such unfamiliarity with his 
subject as to talk of a 3 per cent. Re- 
serve Bank rate as existing when the ad-

in December. These figures are pub- 
lished in the Reserve Board’s official re- 
port for 1920, where any one may verify 
them. 

How, then, did Senator HEFLIN’S 
“overwhelming reply” shatter what he 
describes as Mr. Guass’s “incorrect and 
misleading statements’? Why, by se- 
lecting for his period of deliberate defla- 
tion, not the calendar year 1920, for 
which Senator GuLass had cited the fig- 
ures of loans and circulation, but a pe- 
riod running to August, 1921. The tri- 
umphant showing of the huge reduction 
in Federal Reserve rediscounts between 
October, 1920, and that date—a reduc- 
tion with which every intelligent man 
was already familiar—is made without 
the slightest’ allusion to the equally well- 
known fact that, with the reserve per- 
centage restored to 50 per cent. a few 
weeks after 1921 began, the rediscount 
rate was three times reduced before mid- 
summer. A schoolboy might have known 
that when reaction and liquidation after 
the furious speculation of 1919 was well 
advanced, when the general average of 
prices had by the end of 1920 fallen 40 
per cent. from the high level of ten 
months before, and when volume of busi- 
ness as measured by exchange of bank 
checks had decreased 11 per cent., reduc- 
tion of bank loans and of rediscounts at 
the Federal Reserve followed automat- 
ically. The only wonder is that Senator 
HEFLIN did not extend his chart of “ de- 
liberate deflation ” by the insidious Fed- 
eral Reserve Board to the end of August, 
1922, when the system’s rediscounts had 
been reduced $1,000,000,000 further than 
their total at the selected August date 
in 1921. 

In such matters as this campaign of 
malicious misrepresentation of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, American common 
sense always manages in the end to 
grasp the truth. We had the conspiracy 
of the “ bloated bondholders” to explain 
to the simple the hard times after 1873; 
we had the “ great gold conspiracy” to 
account for the depression ,after 1893. 
The wicked Reserve Board of the present 
propagandists has been merely a change 
of apparatus, not of character. It will 
not be so very long before even the farm 
communities of 1922 will understand and 
recognize the truth about the great reac- 
tion from the war inflation and from 
the crazy overspeculation of the first 
year after the war.

As our wish at present is only to di- 
rect the attention of our readers to the 
article by Professor SELIGMAN, there is 
no occasion for asking whether the Pro- 
fessor or the Secretary has the better of 
the argument. The main thing is to get 
the whole subject thoroughly studied and 
publicly debated. On some points there is 
general agreement. One of them is that 
the debts certainly cannot be funded and 
collected under the stipulations laid down 
by Congress. And while not all would 
concede at present, most will admit, at 
least after election, that for Congress 
virtually to call upon European coun- 
tries to pay their debts to us in goods, 
while ‘at the same time erecting a high 
tariff barrier to the import of such 
goods, was an act at once of gross in- 
consistency and economic folly. 
OLD AMERICAN NAMES, 
Genealogical studies are much pursued 
in some parts of New England. An- 
other form of worshipping the ancestors 
of the clan is the “ reunion ” , of the de- 
scendants of seventeenth century wise 
and pious immigrants. Doubtless the 
great influx of aliens quickens the ances- 
tral piety of the “ old families.” It seems 
that the newcomers have not only been 
getting farms and factories and stores 
and trust companies and so on, but they 
are pillaging the very names of persons 
whom two or three hundred years of 
residence in this country have almost 
made into aboriginals and autochthons. 
At a meeting in Boston of members of 
the Reed, Read and Reid families of 
Greater Boston last week 
Resolutions were passed asking that a 
nationa) act be passed by Congress mak- 
ing it unlawful for any person to assume 
the family surname of any one of Colo- 
nial, Revolutionary or historical fame. It 
was also voted that for the protection of 
such names, and to avoid confusion, mis- 
takes or fraud to the posterity, the organ- 
ization seek to prevent foreigners from 


taking any Colonial or American names 
which have been made prominent. 


Surnames are only a very recent 
growth in the history of man, yet see 
how they are treasured! Does something 
of the old superstition and magic linger 
in this worship of names? Once a com- 
munity had to keep the name of its god 
secret lest its enemies should know how 
to prevail with him; and a man’s name 
was a part of him, like a clipping of his 
nails or hair, that might be used to de- 
stroy him by witchcraft. Pride in an 


hongrable name, the sense of “ exclusive- 
ness,” jealousy for the clan may all in- 
fluence this modern insistence upon 
property, so to speak, in one’s name.

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the proposed act. Surnames, some of 
whose bearers were in the Indian wars, 
the Mexican, Civil and Spanish, most of 
all the great war, will be entitled to pro- 
tection. After all, isn’t it a compliment 
for a man to prefer to be called by 
somebody else’s surname? Must names 
be registered like deeds? Why ghouldn’t 
a man or woman have the right, all obli- 
gations fulfilled and no pecuniary dam- 
age to anybody else resulting, to take a 
new name after due notice in compliance 
with legal formalities? And what is an 
American name? “The American names 
which have been made prominent” and 
are to be forbidden to the “ foreigner” 
who left foreign parts a few years 
after the prominently surnamed of today 
are not American. They are English, 
Irish, Scotch, Welsh, German, French, 
Scandinavian, Dutch, and the Lord knows 
what else. The old American names are 
such as Tecumseh, Cornstalk, Sitting 
Bull.

THE POLISH EL EC ‘TIONS 


Poland is voting today for the leas 
house of the first Parliament to be 
elected under the new Constitution, 
replacing the Constituent Assembly 
which has been sitting since early in 
1919. Next Sunday the Senate will be 
elected, also by popular vote—though 
only men and women above 30 may vote 
for Senators, while 21 is the age limit 
for electors for the lower house. There 
is a partial proportional representation 
—72 of the 444 Deputies and 18 of the 
111 Senators are to be chosen from 
“State lists,” a sort of general ticket— 
by which the advantages, such as they 
are, of local interest are retained, while 
the proportional system insures fairer 
representation of voting strength, and 
also the retention in office of able men 
who may have been defeated in local 
elections. 

There are only nineteen party tickets 
in the field!. Four separate Jewish 
parties are appealing to the voters, and 
there is Jewish strength also among the 
supporters of the combination ticket of 
minority hationalities. These groups, 
like the two centre parties, seem un- 
likely to win many seats; the same may 
be said with still greater confidence of 
the Communists and the political organ- 
ization of demobilized soldiers. The 
real contest is between the Left—a 
peasant-Socialist alliance of half a 
dozen groups—and the National Chris- 
tian Union on the Right, which itself 
represents an amalgamation of three 
smaller parties. If this splitting up of 
political organization seems to reduce 
the Continental group system to an 
absurdity, it must be remembered that 
the great question of the day is the 
struggle between Left and Right; with 
the possibility always present that the 
Centre may hold the balance of power 
which it had and exercised in the last 
Cabinet crisis. 

The cables have carried a few stories 
of electioneering violence, but the thing 
that has surprised Polish observers of 
the campaign is the prominence of our 
old friend, General Apathy. Even by 
modern standards things have been very 
quiet, and there has been nothing at all 
to compare with the grand old Polish 
elections of the seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries, when every great noble 
brought his gang and was equally well 
prepared to be elected King or to start 
a fight if somebody else beat him out. 
Apparently Poland, like some other 
countries, is just now tired of politics, 
and still more of politicians. 

The chief interest for the outside 
world lies in the choice of a President, 
who will be elected by the new Parlia- 
ment. Chief of State PmsupskKI is said 
to have declared that he doesn’t want a 
second term. If that is true, then Yale 
would just as soon lose to Harvard. It 
seems fairly certain that the Left is 
going to vote for PILSUDSKI, especially 
if it has enough votes to elect him. 
Candidates on the Right are even more 
modest, PADEREWSKI is apparently 
through with politics, and other men

The con- 
servative parties have represented a 
foreign policy of good sense and con- 
ciliation; PmsupskKt and the radicals 
have been distinguished by various ex- 
periments, of which the most brilliant 
was the grand invasion of Russia in the 
Spring of 1920 that led to the calling 
in of the French General WEYGAND to 
save Warsaw. Marshal PILSUDSKI no 
doubt has his merits, but he was born 
four hundred years too late. 


NEW YORK FARMERS. 


The gloomy prediction of Professor 
EUGENE DAVENPORT, referred to in THE 
TIMES of Oct. 8, as to the future of the 
soil, based upon a survey of the food- 
producing possibilities of the farms of 
the State of Hlinois, has unhappy sup- 
port from a somewhat similar survey in 
New York. State Service publishes this 
month a disquieting estimate of farm 
needs as based upon information gath- 
ered by the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
and the State College of Agriculture. 

That the farm folks are fewer in num- 
ber is not ominous, if it means that they 
can with greater convenience produce as 
much or more, regrettable as it may be 
socially that so many leave the open 
country for the congested city. While 
it is difficult for all to find decent places 
to live in the cities, there are 22,000 
vacant habitable houses on the farms. 


the farmers need more capital than they 
have to keep up their farms and farm- 
houses and barns, not only for the com- 
fort of those who live on the farm today 
and for the proper shelter of stock, but 
for the support of those who must live 
on this same land and try to get nour- 
ishment out of it for generations to come. 

The estimate is that a half billion dol- 
are required for the improvement of 
farm buildings, for fences, for drainage 
and, above all, for fertilizer to keep life 
and continuing strength in the soil. 
Where is all this to come from, and how 
is it to be brought to the help of the 
farmer? The prices for what the farmer 
produces seem high enough when they 
reach the consumer, but they are too low 
when they leave the farmer. Co-opera- 
tive marketing should be helpful both to 
the farmer and to the consumer, and also 
to the future inhabitant of this State, 
whose farm needs to be kept up by those 
who are now occupying it. But the prob- 
lem is deeper than that. Are not the 
cities asking too much of the farmer and 
There is a city 
responsibility. This Atlas of the fields 
(less than 850,000 persons are living on 
the farms in this State) bears our urban 
skyscrapers. He who makes this urban 
existence possible for half the popula- 
tion ought not to be obliged to live him- 
self under such conditions as will 
permit him to keep up his land except at 
sacrifice of his own well-being and that 
of his children.

THE COLOMBIAN LLANURA. 


MIGUEL TRIANA, a Colombian, has writ- 
ten a fascinating book, “‘ Al Meta,” about 
the Llanura, a vast territory lying be- 
tween the Cordilleras and the Venezue- 
lan frontier, suited not only to cattle- 
raising, but to cultivation of the banana, 
cacao, yucca, tabena and sarrapia. Of 
the last the author says: “ There is noth- 
“ing in the wealth of the Torrid Zone 
*‘ comparable to the sarrapia; neither the 
“ quebracho of Argentina, the guano of 
“Peru and Chile, the cacao of Ecuador, 
“the coffee of Brazil nor the tobacco of 
“Cuba.” The seed of -the sarrapia, 
which is indigenous and grows luxuri- 
antly in spreading groves, is known as 
the tonka bean. It is very aromatic 
and is used in perfumery, as a flavoring 
extract and as a stimulant. In appear- 
ance the tree resembles the mango. 
A hectare will contain from 650 to 700 
trees, producing “in five years about 
1,000 pounds of beans, valued at $4,000.” 
The yield increases so rapidly that “a 
“very large income can be obtained from 
“a small plantation.” But as cultivation 
of the sarrapia requires time and pa- 
tience, settlers are inclined to turn to 
cattle-raising. The immense Llanura is 
divided into three territories—Meta, 
Casanare and Arauca. In the first there 
are 16,000,000 hectares of — land, 
3,000,000 in the second and 2,500,000 in 
the third. 

Sefior TRIANA’S book, published at Bo- 
gota, has been made over into an article 
for the Bulletin of the Pan American 
Union by C. T. Mason. The Llanura 
is watered by the Meta and the Guaviare, 
tributary streams of the Orinoco. As 
the map lies before one it seems that 
the great plain or lowland should be 
well watered, for scores of streams, 
which elsewhere would be called rivers, 
are seen to be feeding the Meta and 
Guaviare. The--western area therefore 
does not lack for water. The soil is so 
full of it that wells need not be sunk to 
a depth of more than five feet. But 
in the eastern part the Meta and Gua- 
viare become sluggish as they widen. In

Her Persistent Labors in Behalf of Better _ 


Parties and Political Conditions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 4 

In THE Times the statement has been made 
recently that under woman suffrage there 
has been ‘“‘no particular improvement In the 
quality of the resulta achieved" and that 
‘‘candidates under eqwal suffrage are much 
what they always were and behave after 
election about as they always did.” Just 
why people should expect the women to 
bring about sudden and startling results in 
the world of politics when everywhere else 
progress is a matter of slow growth fs hard 
to understand. A comprehensive view of the 
political work of organized women, partisan 
and non-partisan, shows that women have 
brought into politics conscience and ideals 
and a different viewpoint and that they are 
hard at work trying to make their influence 
felt. In the parties they have had to fight. 
for proper recognition, which they have not 
yet gained. In conventions they have not rea 
ceived much recognition or representation 
and so their influence there is curtailed. Yet 
in many States there are evidences, now in @ 
successful fight they have waged for a good 
candidate, now in the passage of some badly 
needed law, now in the public stand made om 
some important question, that they are mak- 
ing headway and that in time all the small 
local achievements will make a noticeable 
difference in the body politic. Especially wilt 
their persistent and widespread efforts -t6 
educate the voters result in better parties 
and better conditions. 

As to the matter of candidates, women 
voters are everywhere in this country Work- 
ing to raise the standard. The question- 
naires to candidates issued by Leagues of 
Women Voters in many States force men 
and women running for office to realize that 
they ought to know something about the 
problems upon which they will be called to 
act, a new idea in many communities, and 
the constant presentation of the subject of 
better candidates in citizenship schools, lec- 
tures and public meetings attest the interest 
of women in this subject. Women have alsa 
introduced the custom of annually inviting 
public officials to public meetings where they 
are called upon to give an account of theix 
work, a move that has made officials in 
many places feel a sense of responsibility 
toward their constituents. In New York 
State women voters feel that the partial re- 
peal of the direct primary law, so that voters 
have no voice in nominating candidates for 
State-wide offices, for Judges of the Supreme 
Court and United States Senator, has struck 
a blow at the effort to obtain better candi- 
dates. Women are just in the beginning of 
their careers as voters. The fact that great 
national organizations of women in the coun- 
try are more and more uniting to work for 
legislative and politicay reforns is a matter 
of great consequence. Results may come 
slowly under woman suffrage, but from the 
data I have on the general subject of the 
woman voter’s work and plans, I firmly be- 
lieve that they will come.

AN UNLIKELY WAR. 


To the Editor of The New York Times:~ 

The Rev. G. A. Johnston Ross, formerly of 
Cambridge and now of Union Theological 
Seminary, has written a letter to The Chris? 
tian World calling attention to a statement 
made by André Tardieu in the new Ameri- 
can pericdical, Foreign Affairs. M. Tardieu 
quotes an unnamed member of the British 
Cabinet as saying that ‘if in fifteen years 
we find that we have made Germany a moré 
dangerous rival even than she used to be— 
well, we shall declare war upon her.” Dr? 
Ross then asks if this be true, and if there 
is no way to “drive out of public life a 
Minister of the crown who could use such 
language as this.’’ 

I hope that my friend Dr. Ross, even before 
he dispatched his letter to The Christiar 
World, wrote a short and fiery one «to 
the editor of that new quarterly, Foreign 
Affairs, telling him that M. Tardieu’s story 
was obviously and palpably a He. We are, 
of course, a stupid people, and sometimes the 
gencral stupidity is represented in our Cabi- 
net Ministers. I appeal, however, to all fair 
students of history and of racial character- 
istics that we are not apt to produce even In 
a Cabinet Minister such a blend of imbecility 
and sheer wickedness as would make such @ 
tale credible. 

Of course, 1 know what a perilous and dis- 
integrating effect such a change of scene as 
that from London to Paris may have upon a 
bourgeois mind. Or it may have been that 
this Cabinet Minister—who in my own view 
has no more substantial mode of being than 
had Sairey Gamp’s most serviceable friend, 
Mrs. Harris—with his almost certain lack of 
a foreign tongue, was sup- 
posing that he was saying something entirely 
different. ; 

Dr. Ross asks, ‘‘ Is there any way of find- 
ing ovt whether such a story as M. Tardieu’s 
is true?’ Certainly there is; there always 
was. Let him use his ordinary intelligence— 


always leaning a little, if necessary, to the 
interpretation which seems the more kindly. 

I have written, sir, at greater length than 
I intended, though not at greater length than 
the matter requires. In this nervous time, 
when people are unbalanced, credulous and 
suspicious, a man does a real disservice who 
even circulates 2 rumor of the kind referred 
to in Dr. Ross's letter to The Christian 
World. He should have left it to the good 
sense of the American people. For any one, 
Cabinet Minister or other, to suggest that in 
any conceivable circumstances we “British 
people should in ten years’ time or twenty 
years’ time reopen war with Germany, be-. 
trays such a remoteness from the mentality 
of all of us at this moment that the thing 
should never have been repeated.

DEMOTIONS OF 1,600 
IN THE ARMY ARE NEAR 


Loss of Pay and Prestige to Be 
Suffered by Non-Commissioned 
Officers—Appeal to Congress. 


Approximately 1,600 senior non-com- 


missioned officers in the United States | 


Army are facing demotion because the 
number of non-commissioned officers is 
limited to a percentage based on the 
125,000 enlisted strength of the army. 
Loss of pay and prestige will be suf- 
fered by the non-commissioned officers. 

In army circles it is asserted that with 
an enlisted strength of only 125,000 men, 
the original. percentage fixed in law for 
the various grades of non-commissioned 
officers are inadequate. Hundreds of 
such non-commissioned officers are 
scheduled for duty with the organiza- 
tions of the National Guard, the Orga- 
nized Reserves and the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps units. 

Under the original terms of the Na- 
tional Defense act these men would 
have been available and could have gone 
to their duty with sufficient rank and 
pay to enable them to live comfortably 
in civilian communities, 
men will find themselves forced into a 
lower grade with much lower pay. It 
is estimated that for all its activities the 
War Department should have about 
7,800 non-commissioned officers in the 
three senior grades, but based on a 
strength of 125,000 and the terms of the 
existing law, only 5,500 can be kept in 
these grades. 

It is said that the demotions, with the 
incidental loss of pay and standing, of 


the 1,600 non-commissioned officers will | 


make it impossible for most of them 
to continue in the work now planned for 
them. 

The situation has become so serlous 
not only because of the adverse effect on 
the work planned for the men but be- 
cause of the hardships worked upon the 
men themselves, that the Secretary of 
War has asked Congress to amend the 
National Defense act so as to authorize

PLAN FOR RELIEF OF 
CRIPPLED DANISH BANK 


Text of the Resolution Adopted 
by Legislature of 
Denmark. 


The action of the Danish Government 
in coming finally to the relief of the 
embarrassed Landmandsbank in con- 
junction with the National Bank and 
several other great institutions, was pre- 
scribed in the following resolution of 
the Danish Rigsdag: 

‘“‘The Minister of Commerce shall be 
authorized to participate on behalf of 
the State, and jointly with the National- 
bank in Copenhagen, the Hast Asiatic 
Company and the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company, in the ce ogg 
of den Danske Landmandsbank, Hy 
thek og Vekselbank, by which a capit tal 
of 100,000,000 kronen is provided for 
same. The reorganization shall take 
place by the provision of a preference 
capital of 70,000,000 kronen, of which the 
Government shall take over 40,000,000 
Kronen, and by the provision of a re- 
serve fund of 80,000,000 kronen, which 
shall be paid in only after the writing 
down of the old shares. 

‘* The Minister of Finance shall be au- 
thorized—after consultation with the 
Minister of Commerce and with the 
sanction of a Parliamentary Committee 
of nine members—on behalf of the State, 
to guarantee the Nationalbank any ad- 
vances which the Nationalbank might 
consider it requisite to grant to the 
Landmandsbank owing to possible diffi- | 
culties during the transition period.’ }

Public and Many Statisticians Puz- 
zled How to Interpret Statements 
of Earnings. | 


With the issuance of practically all of | 
the September earnings statements of | 
the Class 1 railroads of the country, 
railroad quarters have been studying 
the past week the estimated totals fur 
this month as related to the 5% per cent. 
fixed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as a fair return on property | 
valuation. Analysis of this point brought 
out the opinion from many executives 
that there was a general belief by the 
public that the ‘‘ recapture ’’ clause of 
the Transportation act of 1920 became 
operative at 5% per cent. instead of 6 
per cent. This misunderstanding, the 
executives declared, was causing confu- 
Bion in many statistical organizations 
who were attempting to compute the 
earnings of railroads for banking and 
brokerage circles. 

The most recent delineation of this 
problem, which was used in the analyses 


in transportation quarters the past 
week, was that of Dr. Julius H. Par- 
melee, Director of the Bureau of Rali- 
wey Economics of Washington. br. 
Parmelee explained that certain pro- 
visions of the Transportation act nave 
come to be known as the “* recapture ”’ 
section, although the word “‘ recapture "’ 
is not used in the act. 

These provisions require any company | 
that earns a net railway operating in- 
come in excess of 6 per cent. on the 
value of its property to pay one-half of 
such excess over to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and the commission, 
acting as trustee for the public, is 
directed to place amounts so paid over 
whic general railroad contingent fund, 
which may be utilized for loans to car- 
riers, for the purchase of equipment to 

eased to carriers, and for certain 
other purposes. 

ection 15a of the act, in which these 
** recapture ”’ provisions are found, 
fixes also a general rule for rate-mak- 
ing, but the ‘‘ recapture ’’ provisions are 
@ part of the rate-making principles laid 
down by the act, and are designed to 
equalize the net earnings of strong and 
weak companies under any given level 
of transportation rates, it was stated by 
Parmelee. 


Says Language of Act Is Clear. 
“In connection with the recap- 
ture’ clause, the Transportation act} 


directs the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission so to fix transportation rates 


as to produce for the carriers, as nearly 
as may be, such a return on their prop- 
erty value as shall be considered by the 
commission to be a fair return,’’ said 
Dr. Parmelee. ‘This fair return was 
fixed by the commission at 6 per cent. 
from the passage of the Transportation 
act in 1920 down to March 1], 1022, and 
was then reduced to 5% per cent. | 

‘*So long as the fair return was fixed 
et 6 per cent. there was no question that 
the ‘recapture’ clause also became op- 
erative at 6 per cent. As soon as the 
fair return was reduced to 5% per cent., 
however, it was contended by persors 
that the operation of the ‘ recapture’ 
clause was automatically shifted by that 


change to the same basis, and that ince 
March 1, 1922, it is operative at 5% per 
cent. instead of 6 per cent.”’ 
; A canvass of railway officials, how- 
ever, shows that they are unanimous in 
the contention that the ‘‘ recapture ”’ 
clause is operative at 6 per cent. regard- 
less of the percentage basis which the 
Interstate Commerce Commission may, 
for the time being, have fixed as a fair 
return on railway value. 

“The language of the Transportation 
ect itself is clear and specific in this 
matter,’’ continued Dr. Parmelee. ‘‘ In 
Section 15a, Paragraph 5, after reciting 
the reason for a division with the Gov- 
ermment of railway income in excess of 
@ fair return, Congress declared ‘ that 
any carrier which receives such an in- 
come so in excess of a fair return shall 
hold such part of the excess, as herein- 
after prescribed, as trustee for and shall 


, a] ’ 
pay it to the United States. 

“The next paragraph, Section 15a. 
Paragraph 6, specifically states that 
any carrier receiving a net income in 
excess of 6 per cent. on value shall 
turn over one-half of such excess to the 
Imterstate Commerce Commission. The 
6 per cent. rate is here specified with- 
out qualifications of any kind. 

**It is: true that Section 15a, Para- 


graph 9, provides that the commission 
shall make ‘proper adjustments for a 
year in which a change in the percent- 
age constituting a fair return becomes 

fective,’ but this provision does not 
take precedence over the provisions of 
Paragraphs 5 and 6, when those para- 
graphs are read in relation to each 
other. The fixing of 6 per cent. as 
the point where the division of excess 
fmcome becomes effective is so clear and 
sO unequivocal that it is hard to arrive 


at any other conclusion. 
"The provision of Paragraph 9 may, 


in fact, refer to the idea that the re- 
pture clause is operative only when 
fhe fair return fixed by the commission

COTTON: ADVANCES 
IN ACTIVE MARKET 


Heavy Buying Develops as a 
Result of Low Estimate 
on New Crop. 


During yesterday’s two-hour session, it |: 


was estimated that more cotton changed 
hands than for any similar period so 
far this year. At times the volume of | 
business became difficult to handle, 
commission house brokers having an 
almost unlimited quantity of buying or- 
ders. As a result, new high records 
were made when December touched 25% 
cents, with March at 25 cents in closing 
trading. While many well-posted inter- 
ests in this country have been impressed 
with reports that the crop might fall 
below prevailing estimates, this has not | 
been the case abroad. There the possi- 
bility of a larger crop is widely held, 
and action of Liverpool on figures cir- 
culated here will be watched with in- 
terest. Prices gained 31 to 47 points. 
The market opened with a rush that 
sent December to 25.40 and January 
above 25 cents. When the general public 
learned of the small private crop esti- 
mate circulated in cotton circles Fri- 
day, oyernight buying orders were re- 
ceived by commission houses on a scale 
previously this season. 
For a time little cotton was for sale, 
buyers bidding prices up 35 points over 





| previous closing. Then profit taking and 


moderate Southern selling brought a re- 
action of 20 points. 
Some idea of the quantity of cotton | 


| wanted may be obtained from the fact) 


that orders for the sale of blocks of | 
10,000 bales December and March were | 
taken at one price. Realizing seemed | 
to have less effect than during previ-| 
ous movements of this character 2 or 
3 cents lower. All near positions were 
in active demand, action of Friday's} 
spot markets having left the abnormal 
relation between actual cotton and fu- 
tures unremedied. Although Atlantic 
markets range from one-half of 1 cent 
to 1 cent under New York, middling cot- 
ton at Norfolk was quoted at the same 
level as December contracts here. 

Throughout the two-hour session ab- 
sorption of cotton continued without in- 
terruption, demand being apparently 
insatiable. The sudden fear that the 
3 guess from Washington of 10,- 
135,000 bales might prove an overesti- 
mate instead of the erroneous underesti- 
mate of a million and a half bales put} 
out a year ago exerted a decided in-| 
fluence on market operations. Whereas | 
buying during the middle of the week | 
had been mainly professional and con- 
centrated in a few hands, yesterday's 
movement broadened out in all direo- 
tions. Tens of thousands of bales were 
taken from the ring by trade and specu- 
ative interests at constantly rising 
es. 

Reports from Southern spot quarters 
indicated that holders were not offering 
at all freely despite the advance, ideas 
of values taking on the color of develop- 
ments in speculative circles. In three 
weeks nearly 2,000,000 bales have ap- 
peared in sight, and should the crop 
prove below 10,000,000 the South has 
already sold so large a percentage of 
this year’s production that the balance 
is likely to be sold more slowly. Before 
the close March touched 25 cents, 
bringing all three near positions to the 
25-cent level or above. There were no 
signs of diminished demand in final 
trading when high levels of the day were 
reached. 

The reason for the market's 
response to a private estimate 
and ginning figures came from the fact 
that the last estimate from the_same 
source was within 62,000 bales of Census 
figures. Should the Census on Nov. 8 


show but 8,140,000 as the total to Oct. 


$1, it would mean only 1,180,000 bales

Exports from the United States 
to Cuba during September were valued 
at $11,187,317, according to preliminary 
computations. Grinding for the 1921-

ord for the island. 

Planters did not profit much from the 
improvement in prices during the Sum- 
mer, having sold their holdings before 
the advance.

A notable decrease in 
the sugar stocks held in Cuba is indi- 
cated by the fact that, on Oct. 21, last, 
they amounted to only 259,627 tons, as 
compared with 1,175,714 tons on the cor- | 
responding date in 1921.

CREDIT CONDITIONS 
IN GARMENT FIELD 


They Have Been Improved by 
the Retailers’ Method of 
Buying This Season. 


Marked improvement continues to take 
place in the credit situation in the ready- 
to-wear field. The method of buying 
during the past season has been helpful 
in the securing of legitimate sales and, 
consequently, Jegitimate profits, with 
the result that the credit structure has 
been lengthened. This is the assertion 
of D. M. Lewis, manager of the credit 
and adjustment bureau of the Cloak, 
Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association, 


“We. are now far enough into the 
Fall seasoh of the current year,"’ said 
Mr. Lewis yesterday, ‘‘to be able to 
form a reasonable opinion as to what 
the present conditions will bring forth 
and in. what manner the activifies in 
the trade will affect the ready-to-wear 
credit situation. Manufacturers of gar- 
ments, for easily explainable reasons, 
are more sensative to what affects their 
credit relations than those, perhaps, in 
any other industry. This is because of 
the fact that, besides the ordinary 
hazards incurred in business, the 
needle industries are always confronted 
with two factors over which they have 
no control—climatic conditons and the 
change of style. 

“Both of these factors were brought 
into play this Fall when, under ordi- 
nary conditions, the seasonal demands 
from consumers should have started 
through the West and Northwest by 
Sept. 1 and through the South by Sept. 
15. But in practically all sections the 
thermometer registered midsummer 
weather for the month of September, 
which naturally affected the liquidation 
of indebtedness due Oct. 10. 

‘“‘As if this were uvt sufficient to 
cause the retailers anxious moments, the 
fashion edict had gone out that the 
short skirt and flapper type were to 
be no more. This change meant, in ef- 
fect, that any of the retail merchants, 
who ‘had stocks of this character must 
take not alone a depreciation, but prac- 
tically a total loss on articles of ap- 
parel formerly in vogue, as a low price 
nothing to the average woman 
consumer unless the garment is in style.

Dress Men Waiting to See How 
Paris Settles the Matter. 


Now that it has become fairly well 
established that skirts will be somewhat 
shorter for Spring, the powers that be 
in the dress industry~ are wondering 
about the waistline of the new season’s 
modes, according to Executive Director 
David N. Mosessohn of the Associated 
Dress Industries of America.

| Motion Picture Designed to Help

Typital Case of Ineffective Cor- 
respendence That May Ex- 
plain Other Failures. 


An almost perfect example of what 
not to do in writing export sales letters 
has been supplied by a New Jersey con- 
cern to Henry H. Morse, Chief of the 
Specialties Division of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. It 
came to light through. an inquiry made 
of the bureau by the manufacturer con- 
cerning a certain private service bureau 
that sells “worked-up” inquiries to 
manufacturers at $1 each. The claim 
was advanced that these inquiries, when 
followed up by letter, did not bring re- 
plies or business. 

Investigation by the Federal Bureau 
found that the private service didnot 
fit the dark picture painted of it by the 
manufacturer, and further correspond- 
ence with the latter brought out samples 
of the letters that had been exchanged 
between him and one of the prospects 
that had cost him $1 to obtain. Except 
for changes in the names of the articles, 
so as to conceal the identity of the 
concern, Mr. Hall quotes the first solicit- 
ing letter exactly as sent to the prospect: 


1. We have been informede by the Blank 
Service Bureau that tm are interested in 
men’s wearing apparel. 

2. Men’s welt and McKay sewed shoes. 

8. Reversible wide silk cravats of the latest 
pattern. 

4. A well-known brand silk 
hosiery. 

5. Leather gloves of domestic manufacture. 

6. Soft and stiff felt hats bearing a well- 
known local brand. 

7. Remember, we are headquarters for the 
most complete line of men’s furnishings. 

P.S.—Inclosed he™with you will find our 
complete buyérs’ guide on all the lines which 
we carry. 


fhis ‘‘ letter,’”’ which was written in 
english, brought forth the following re- 
ply from the Mexican concern to which 
it was addressed:

There 
was no ‘ approach ’; there was no effort 
to attract favorable attention; there 
Was no endeavor to interest the pros- 
ect; there was no room left for a ‘ fol- 
ow-up’; the letter was written in Eng- 
lish to a Mexican firm, and it began 
with the bald statement that this prow 
spective customer had been first heard” 
of through the means of the service burs; 
reau. How much more effective the let-: 
ter would have been if the writer, in-« 
stead of saying that the addressee’s 
name had been purchasd of a service bu-= 
reau for a dollar, had written in 
Spanish, ‘The enviable reputatiom 
which your excellent house enjoys be- 
cause of its many years of honorable. 
dealing moves us to call your attention 
to our superior line of merchandise and 
our facilities for serving you as a house 
of your standing deserves to be served. 
“There was nothing in the letter to 
create confidence on e part of the re- 
cipient in the sender of the letter, no’ 
banker’s reference, no credit reference; 
nothing to indicate that any one wh® 
had ever bought the products before had 
found them satisfactory, nothin to 
show that the house was fn a position 
to cater to business in Mexico, nothing 
to prove that it knew how to pack goods 
for Mexico, not a word rega g terms 
or method of payment, and certainly 
nothing that would tend to induce the 
buyer to abandon an already established 
connection. It is hard to imagine con- 
ditions so unusual that a letter of this 
type would get an order or even a re-

Exports of Rubber Heels. 

Exports of rubber heels and soles from; 
the United States to South Amertea 
have shown a_ substantial increase 
during the first eight months of the 
current year. For this period they 
were valued at $77,488, which compares 
with $72,581 for the whole of 1921. This 
is especially remarkable, according to 
the Rubber Division of the Department 
of Commerce, in view of the decreased 
exports to Brazil, which was the 
largest South American market for 
these products in 1920 and 1921. The 
manufacture of rubber heels is reported 
to be carried on quite extensively in 
Brazil, and while the product is much: 
inferior, as far as quality is concerned, 
to the American icle, its low selling. 
price makes it a competitive factor. to 


be reckoned with in the present state of 
Brazilian exchange. 


Sugar Beet Crop of Europe. 
The weather conditions in September 
were favorable to the sugar beet crop 
in European countries, and former esti- 
mates of the sugar to be produced may, 
to all appearances, be revised upward, 
says Special Agent Dennis in a report to 


In thé 
first weeks of September the crop ex- 
pectations of Czechoslovakia alone had 
risen by 50,000 tons, and from official 
sources the latest information indicates 
that the European sugar crop wil ex-.

“APPLE CAMPAIGN 
“0 BE PUSHED HERE 


New Drive Will Follow Close of 
' “Apple Week”’ in City 
Tomorrow. 


RETAIL PRICES CRITICISED 


Some Dealers, Especially Frult- 
Stand Men, Are Accused of 
Gouging Public. 


Although the “ National Apple Week”’ 
comes to an end tomorrow, the cam- 
paign for increased consumption of 
apples to aid in the disposition of the 
bumper crop will be kept up by market 
officials and dealers throughout the 
country. Market officials say the crop 
this year will total 203,667,000 bushels, 
as compared with 98,007,000 bushels last 
year. And the fruit is generally of 
aplendid quality. 

New York State has a difficult prob- 
lem of its own, for its farms and 
orchards have produced one of the 
biggest apple crops ever harvested— 
85,765,000 bushels as compared with 12,- 
557,000 bushels last year—almost three 
times the crop of 1921. 

For the entire country there are 106,- 
000,000 bushels more apples than last 
year, and the marketing of this corn is 
taxing the inventive genius and re- 
sources of the farmer, the fruit mer- 
chant and the retailer all over the coun- 
try, and intense efforts are being made 
to put the apples into the hands of the 
consumers before cold weather prevents 
further shipments. 

** Every person in New York State,’’ 
gaid Norman D. Chapin, Acting Direc- 
tor of the State Department of Farms 
and Markets, ‘‘ must eat three times as 
many apples as last year if this huge 
crop is not to be left to rot in the 
orchards of the farmers. 


Prices Cut in Half. 


‘“* Wholesale prices in the New York 
market are half what they were last 
year. Consumers can buy the best 
fancy Baldwins, one of the best all- 
@round apples in the market, at $3.50 to 
$4.50 a barrel. Last year at this time 
the price was $7.25 to $7.50 a harrel. 
Fancy Greenings, the favorite cooking 
apple in New York, is quoted a little 
ehigher at $5.25 to $5.50 a barrel, but 
Ben Davis is only $2.50 to $3 a barrel. 

‘** Northern Spys, one of the best ap- 
ples that comes to the New York mar- 
ket for table or cooking use, are $4 to 
86 a barrel; the famous Snow apples, 
one of the most delicious fruits that 
man ever tasted, are only $4 to $5.50 a 
barrel, and Winter Banana apples, com- | 
mon on the peddlers’ stands all over the 
city, are selling at wholesale at $5 to; 
$6.50 a barrel. 

** Extra fancy Jonathans are selling 
by the box at $2.25 to $2.50, and the 
celebrated Delicious apples, which one 
sees selling on many apple stands, are} 
only $3 to $3.25 a box. These prices | 
@re about half what they were last year. | 

‘“‘ Receipts of apples in New York 
markets are about twice the quantity of 
last season, and have been running up| 
to 400 carloads a week. What a tre-' 
mendous volume this is can only be} 
realized es transforming these figures 
fnmto barrels at the rate of about 150} 
barrels to a carload—a total of £0,000} 
barrels a week, 10,000 barrels a day.’’ 


Criticises Retailers.

York Apple Week Committee, who did 
the principal work in the ‘Apple, 
Week’’ campaign, and had charge of}

‘*Fancy Northern Spys, Jonathan, 
Rome Beauties, Grimes Golden are}

Built of brick, prior to 1914, this three- 
sto building originally cost 25,000 
marks, at prewar exchange $5,000.

The 
house now furnishes homes for nine fam- 
flies, but owing to certain housing laws 
which have provided fixed rent charges 
for the present and make it impossible 
to oust the tenants, the rents coming in 
pay only a modest return on the invest- 
ment.

reigned as Emperor of Ger- 
many for two years. In 
Southern Germany, where 
I spent the first year, 
he had already gained 
a reputation for impulsive- 
ness, arrogance and self 
sufficiency which suggested 
that he might be a poten- 
tial lunatic. I heard this 
possibility discussed not in- 
frequently. However, .he 
was distrusted and disliked 
in Southern Germany, and 
an allegation § frequently 
made of those we distrust 
or dislike ig that they are 
crazy. When I moved to 
Northern Germany I rarely 
heard the accusation. On 
the contrary, I often heard 
that he was inspired, a 
genius, a ruler who would 
lead his nation to worid 
supremacy. 

During the years that 
elapsed between that time 
and the fateful day of July, 
1914, when he ignited the 
fuse that caused the ex- 
plosion which came near to 
destroying the civilization 
of the world, his conduct 
and his utterances, if ac- 
curately observed and cor- 
rectly reported, frequently 
indicated that he was men 
tally unbalanced. I shall 
not attempt to enumerate 
or summarize these utter- 
ances, nor shall I attempt 
to cull from written or 
spoken sources a summary 
of such conduct. I assume 
it to be admitted that the 
former Kaiser was fre- 
quently alleged to have a 
form of mentality which 
psychiatrists call paranoiac; 
that he had ‘ Grossen- 
wahnsinn,” or megalo- 
mania, and that he had real 
delusions of grandeur; a 
belief that he was inspired 
and that God’s Divine will 
was revealed in his, the 
Emperor's, action, and that 
God's wisdom was made 
known through his, the 
Emperor's, speech. The 
person’ who does not admit 
this must be either one who 
has not read the news- 
papers for twenty-five years 
or who has been both deaf 
and blind, No one, unless 
consumed with Germano- 
philia, would deny that 
there was something in the 
Kaiser's appearance, man- 
nerism, speech and conduct 
to suggest mental disequili- 
brium. 

The Kaiser was a man of 
arrogant demeanor, which 
exhibited itself in self-ap- 
plause and, by implication, 
tn indifference to the 
esteem of others. In ad- 
dition to boasting and vain- 
glorious utterance, threatening and 
swaggering, he exhibited to an 
extraordinary degreé the subtlety of 


eliciting admiration’ by talking 
about himself. He would have 
us believe now that in his early 


youth he had what is popularly 
called -‘‘ an inferiority complex,”

them that at his bidding they would 
have to shoot down their 
fathers, mothers, sisters 
and brothers. To the Alex- 
ander Guard Regiment he 
spoke as if a bloody insur- 
rection were imminent, and 
expressed his confidence 
that this regiment would 
shoot down the “ rabble.” 

Before forming a judg- 
ment upon a man capable 
of making such utterances 
it should be borne in mind 
that he had been born and 
bred to believe that he ruled 
by Divineright and that the 
prerogatives of the Crown 
freed him from responsi- 
bility to the people or to 
Parliament and feft him re- 
sponsible only to himself. 
He did not derive his right 
from either, but reigned by 
his own right and by 
Divine command. It must 
also be borne in mind that 
he not only reigned, but 
governed. He appointed his 
own Chancellor and his own 
Minister; he was Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the army 
and of the navy and he de- 
termined their strength and 
organization. Moreover, he 
appointed seventeen mem- 
bers of the Bundesrat 
through whom he could 
lever legislation in the 
upper house. 

Whatever insanity may 
be, it displays itseif in dis- 
order of conduct, and 
conduct is prompted and 
achieved either by desire-or 
aversion. His desires as 
Emperor were to administer 
Germany in keeping with 
his prerogatives, to carry 
what he maintained to be 
“ Kultur” throughout the 
world and to overcome and 
remove everything that im- 
peded such accomplishment. 
Among the things that im- 
peded it was the civilized 
world beyond Germany, and 
among the ways in which 
he decided to overcome this 
was waging the World War. 
That having been:a failure, 
he now makes apology and 
explanation of his life and 
conduct. Is such explana- 
tion and apology consistent 
with sanity? And is it more 
consistent with sanity than 
was his life before his fail- 
ure? That is the question. 


It would be difficult to 
conceive of a document 
that would more completely 
substantiate the former 
Kaiser’s sanity than his 
Memoirs. If a psychiatrist 
or jurist from Mars who 
had never heard of the 
Kaiser were to have this 
book put into his hand he 
might legitimately gain the 
conviction that Mr. William 
Hohenzollern was a modest, 
moderate, misunderstood 
man who had labored 

valiantly for the preservation of the 
peace of- the world and for the dis- 


semination of the doctrine of Jesus 
Christ. He might also conclude, be- 


fore he had access to State archives 
and current literature, that he was a

N the opening years of this twen- 
tieth century we have seen the 
publication of a dozen or a score

T is a tamentable and common!

He is 
self-confessedly the translator of 
Awe. He is a Realist, in exact con- 
tradiction to the usual meaning of 
that word; he expresses the Real as 
opposed to the superficial exterior 
of things. Under such circumstances, 
the world about him becomes mere- 
ly a collection of keys, beautifully 
wrought by ‘‘ the art-magic of God,” 
which, in the hands of the mystic, 
unlock the doors to that worid be- 
yond the world, that dwelling house 
of the ineffable Mystery whose rays, 
penetrating the material world, give 
even the darkest sinner his moments 
of holiness and the commonest mor- 
tal his hint of vision. Never for 
an instant would he ‘‘ probe" that 
Mystery; he would contemplate it; 
he would stand in its presence, and 
invoke, by the harmonies and the 
rhythms of his prose, something of 
the Awe that confronted him. 

In his Christian mysticism—1I will 
not say medievalism, for the word 
suggests a taste for fake secret s0- 
cieties and imitation Gothic—Mr. 
Machen has found not only the 

otf inner beauty, he has 
found also that robust, sunlight joy 
that we are accustomed to associate 
with the Greeks. His prevalent mood 
is by no means sombre or contem- 
plative; he is capable of the keenest 
satire, too often, I think, tinged with 
final bitterness, and of a jocund, rol- 
licking wit that is easily Elizabethan, 
and, in fact, might well become Rab- 
elaisian were it not for a self-im- 
posed restraint. With modern ‘* pa- 
ganism™” he has not the slightest 
patience: 


More furious and frantic non- 
sense has been talked about ‘' pa- 
ganism ” than about almost any 
other subject; it will only be nec- 
essary to think of Swinburne with 
his “world haa grown gray” 
phrase to indicate what manner of 
nonsense I have in mind. For the 
fact is that the heart of pagan- 
iam was not exactly contrite or 
broken, but certainly resigned, 
with an austere and stoical ac- 
septance of fate which is not 
without its beauty and its majesty. 
The nearest modern equivalent to 
the classic or pagan spirit is Cal- | 
vinism—the Ocdipus Tyrannus is 
nothing but the doctrine of pre- 
destination set to solemn music— 
and this austere spirit stamped 
itself on all the finest Greek art. | 
It is somewhat softened in Plato, 
for Plato drew from the Kaat by 
way of Pythagoras, but the beauty 
of Greek tragedy, architecture, 
sculpture, is essentially austere 
and severe It is Calvinism in 
marble; and judgment and inex-

is the art of supreme exaltation, 
of the inebriation of the body and 
soul and spirit of man. It is not 
resigned to dwell calmly, stoically, 
austerely on the ievel plains of 
this earthly life, since ita joy is in 
this, that it has stormed the bat- 
tlements of heaven. * * * And 
its hard stones, its strong-based 
pillars, break out, as it were, into 
song, they blossom as the rose; 
all the secrets of the garden and 
the field and the wood have been 
delivered unto them 


It is toward the old conception of 
the City of God that the author lifts 
his eyes, and in the blossoming 
thickets of the Middle Ages he finds 
the intricate path that suits him the 
best, a path that winds through all 
sorts of occult territory, a path be- 
set with glorious monsters and amaz- 
ing beauty, that leads him into mag- 
ical recesses Of the Celtic and Ro- 
man past, and even through modern 
London, ruinous with lost loveliness 
And from this path, the raucous 
commercialism, the cheapness, and 
especially the hypocrisy of the pres- 
ent, seem sordid enough. In the 
preface to an earlier volume, Mr 
Machen has written: 


Christianity fs a great 
mystery religion; it is THE great 
mystery religion Its priests are 
called to an awful and tremendous 
hierurgy; ite pontiffs are to be the 
pathfinders, the bridgemakers be- 
tween the world of sense a * the 
world of spirit. And, in fac . they 
pass their time in preaching, not 
the eternai mysteries, but a two- 
penny morality, in changing the 
Wine of Angels and the Bread of 
Heaven into gingerbeer and mixed 
biacuits; a sorry transubstantia- 
tion, a sad alchemy, as it seems 
to me. 


It is a gallant fight that he has 
made, and *’ For Off Things °’ is fess 
an account of events than a taking 
of the responsibility for that fight 
on his shoulders. The ideas which 
have previously been expreased by 
the characters in his books are here 
re-expressed as his own, and that, I 
suppose, is a higher sort of autobi- 
ography. 

Lest it be thought from such in- 
adequate comment as I have made 
that this book is wholly concerned 
with inner values, it should be noted 
that when Mr. Machen sets himself 
a task as a realist in the commoner 
sense of the word, he is brilliantly 
successful. The characters who ex- 
emplify humanity in its various 
aspects walk across his stage with 
living assurance, people of vivid de- 
meanor, now sinister, now whim- 
sica}. 

And, of course, Mr. Machen is 
among the greatest of English ar- 
in prose.

IVE rather slender volumes by

The story, if it 
is a good story, and it has decided 
elements of observation and of in- 
tuition, ought to be able to bear be- 
ing written without the assistance of 
a chopping machine. If it cannot 
bear it, it is hardly worth the trouble 
of writing. The type of woman and 
of the life that comes to her, a type 
she inevitably attracts, is common 
enough. The struggie against cir- 
cumstances and personalities too 
strong for her, the longing for some- 
thing finer, the inhibitions of her 
own character, all are indicated. 
Some day the writer may do some-

John Hall Wheelock has come to 
be well known among readers of to- 
day’s poetry. He has published sev- 
eral books, each with its own dis- 
tinction, its somewhat mournful 
beauty. He possesses rare power for 
descriptive verse, whose lines hold 
within them more than the outer 
meaning, and he touches sheer 
beauty more frequently than any of 
his contemporaries here in America 
with whose work I am at aill 
familiar.

WHITTIER'S UNKNOWN RO-

T would have been considered 
heretofore about as impossible 
to find proof of a hidden love 
romance in the life of our 
Quaker poet as in the life of 

Joan of Arc, where, perhaps, more 
search has been made by more peo- 
ple for intimations of a love story 
than in the chronicles of any other 
human being. But in this daiptily 
made little volume is set forth the 
evidence from his own hand that 
the heart of John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier overieaped its Quaker repres- 
sions and its New Engtand reti- 
cences and its bonds of temperament 
and beat as warmly at the thought 
of a beloved woman as does that of 
any man. Very few even of his own 
intimate friends seem to have known 
anything about this love affair, the 
only apparently, which lever 
vivified his life, for never before,. i 
all that has been written about ftir, 
has there ever been hint that his 
heart was not always adamant to 
Cupid’s arrows.

The little volume gives no hint of 
Elizabeth Lioyd’s life after that 
Sumner when Whittier wrote her 
so many love letters, nor of why 
their correspondence ceased so sud- 
denly.

is at once a character study and 
a story of ‘“ big business. ** Its 
scenes are laid for the most part 
in Chicago, and several characters 
from Mr. Webster's earlier books ap- 
pear in the background of the narra- 
tive, whose central and dominating 
figure is Joseph Greer, explorer, ad- 
venturer, industrial engineer and in- 
ventor. A big man, both in phy- 
sique and in character, he dwarfs 
all the other people in the book, his 
daughter Beatrice included. They 
are important only in their relations 
to him and his affairs, and these re- 
lations are most deliberately and at 
times minutely detailed. Not that 
the other characters are not them- 
selves well drawn and entirely real; 
with one or two exceptions, they are 
flesh and blood men and women, 
whom we get to know and in many 
instances to like, but that they are 
all skilfully grouped in a very deftly 
constructed book, grouped so as to 
enhance the influence and power of 
the central figure.

AST week a number of boys’ 
books were considered under 
the title of “‘A Boy's Book-! 
shelf,” so it is but fair that at | 
least an equal number of girls’ 
books should be considered this 
week. Somehow the books written 
especially for girls do not divide up 
as easily as do those for boys. For 
the most part, they are just stories; 
therefore one can but begin at the 
head of the list and briefly examine 
the contents of the various volumes, 
ail fiction, and note their subjects. 
In girls’ books as well as in boys’ 
books there has been a decided im- 
provement of late years as regards 
literary values. No longer is the 
book merely thrown together. Au- 
thors have evidently studied the psy- 
chology of their juvenile audiences, 
and they have discovered that as an 
audience the child is quite as diffi- 
cult to please as the grown-up. 
There is still a deal of saccharinity 
injected into giris’ books (at least, 
the books considered in this article 
would seem to show as much), but it 
is nowhere near as bad as it was in 
times of yore, when Dotty Dimple 
and her elder sisters held the centre 
of the stage. Nowadays authors of 
girls’ books find it expedient to create 
@ well-rounded plot and to exert 
themselves over the characterizations 
of their personages. Practically all 
of the books considered herewith 
have virtues that make them of 
value as gifts to giris. The reader

“Anne Thornton, Wetamoo,” by 
Lotta Rowe Anthony (the Penn Pub- 
lishing Company), is a new volume 
in the Woodcraft League Series.

‘Three Pickles In and. Out of 
School,” by May Baldwin (J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company), comes all the way 
from England. As its name implies, 
it is a narrative of the adventures of 
three children in and out of school. 
It is written in an engrossing fash- 
ion, and should be popular over here. 
Another English importation is “ The 
Two Form-Captains,” by Elsie Jean- 
nette Oxenham (J. B. Lippincott 
Company). This also is a story of 
English school life. “Caroline at 
College,” by Lela Horn Richards 
{Little, Brown Company), is a 
sequel to ‘‘ Then Came Caroline.”’ 
It takes its girl heroine to the Uni- 
versity of California, where she takes 
a course in playwriting. As this is 
a co-educational institution, many 
amusing incidents are provided, par- 
ticipated in by sorority sisters and 
fraternity brothers. 

‘ More Mystery Tales for Boys and 
Girls,"" by Elva A. Smith (Lothrop, 
Lee & Shepard Company), aithough 
intended for both sexes, is placed 
here under girls’ books because the 
boys already have so many volumes 
to themselves. Miss Smith has se- 
tected a number of engrossing 
stories, tales that will undoubtedly 
entertain parents as well as children. 
Among the authors included in this 
book are William Sharp, John Boyle 
O'Reilly, John Greenleaf Whittier, 
Bret Harte, Alphonse Daudet, Sir 
Walter Scott, Nathaniel Hawthorne 
and Edgar Allan Poe. Some of the 
mystery tales are in prose and some 
are in verse. ‘‘ Love Me, Love My 
Dog,"’ by Carolyn Verhoeff (the 
Page Company), is the tale of a 
girl and a dog who are inseparable 
companions. It is well told and 
should interest younger girls. “A 
Little Maid of Virginia,” by Alice

London Book Talk 


R. P. P. HOWE’S most as-{ 
siduous biographical study 
of William Hazlitt has 
much more thar a mere 
beok seasonal importance, 

and is being much discussed. It is a 
real contribution to our understand- 
img of one of the most brifiiant yet 
“* temperamental ” of men of letters. 
Not here can I appraise or review it; 
but the wake*of interest and dis- 
cussion which follows it is another 
matter. Mr. Howe is himself fol- 
lowing the wake. He writes to The 
Times Literary Supplement a very 
interesting postecript to his book. 
In his exsay “On the Want of 
Money,”. written in Paris 105 years 
ago, Hazlitt wrote: 


“I never knew but one man who 
would lend his money freely and 
fearlessly in spite of circumstances 
(if you were likely to pay him, he 
grew peevish and would pick a quar- 
real with you). I can only account! 
for this from a certain sanguine 
buoyancy and magnificence of spirit, 
net deterred by distant consequences 
or damped by untoward appearances. 
I have been told by those who shared 
of the same bounty that it was not 
cwing to generosity, but ostenta- 
tion—if so, he kept his ostentation 
a secret from me, for I mever re- 
ceived a hint or a look from which I 
could infer that I was not the lender 
and he the person obliged.” 

And so he went on. Who was this 
patron whose benefactions Haziitt'’s 
proud spirit could accept? Other 
editors, as Mr. Howe points out, have 
been puzzied by his identity. Wil- 
liam Carew Hagsiitt, grandson of 
Hazlitt, whom I knew in my old 
“ Academy ™ days, thought that the 
Good Samaritan was Thomas Wedég- 
wood, who died in 180. H. R. 
Waller, another and closer acquaint- 
ance, whose recent death has been 
deeply deplored in Cambridge Uni- 
versity, thought that Francis Jef-| 
frey was the man. But Mr. Howe, 
who had not made up his mind when 
he wrote his book, now says plump- 
ly that there can be no doubt that 
he was Richard Sharp, known In old 
literary gossip, and, indeed, to this 
day, as ‘* Conversation” Sharp, 
whose hospitality at Fiedley Farm, 
Mickleham, which he occupied from 
17987 to his death in 1835, “ enters 
at so many points inte the literary 
and social life of the period.” t 

This interests me, for I am always 
interested in these semi-known, 
semi-remembered men who ‘‘ played 
up ’’ to men whose fame has out- 
lived them. There is reason to be- 
lieve that ‘‘ Conversaticn "’ Sharp | 
was a quiet Macaenas of his time, 
and perhaps the last of our literary 
** patrons.’’ Mr. Howe says, doubt- 
less with fuil intent if not full know!- 
edge: ‘‘ Neither Mr. Dykes Camp- 
belli, on Coleridge's behalf, nor Pro- 
fessor Harper, on Wordsworth's, has 
a word te say regarding this 
patron.’’ It is true, as he says, 
that no real biography of Sharp 
exists, and whether asy unknown 
material for it exists is a matter of 
guesswork. Yet there is scattered 
material, and perhaps, on the whole, 
enough. Every American visitor to 
Lenden knows Park Lane, that 
costiy and sublime tidemark of the 
old spread of London westward, 
whose bow-windows and exclusive 
baiconies were long ago blown out 
like bubbies by the Goddess of Fash- 
ion, straining for space and occi- 
dental sanctity. 

Well, 23 Park Lane was, ninety 
or so years ago. the home of *‘ Con- 
verzation "’ Sharp. Here in his 
study he had portraits of Johneon, 
Burke and Reynolds, of whom he 
could talk at first-hand as late as 
1833. Richard Sharp fell into a 
group ef London City men whose 
social or other talents brought them 


into choice company in the Westiistion go what Byron meant. 


End. He belonged to the West India 
firm of Boddington, Sharp & Phillips 
in Fish Street Hill. Afterward he 
was head ef the house of Richard 
Sharp & Co. of Mark Lane, hat 
manufacturers. His hatmaking was 
the subject of one of Henry Lat- 
trell’'s jokes. ‘‘ I was mentioning,”’ 
relates Moore, “‘ that some one had 
“aid of Sharp's very dark complexion 
that he leeked as if the dye of his 
old trade had got ingrained in his 
face.’ ‘‘ Yes,’ said Luttrell, “a 
darkness that may be felt.’’ 

The envious said that Sharp ga 
his mornings te the preparation of 


the remarks and anecdotes by which 


he meant to shine in the evening, 


but this, # established, would only | 
have proved that he thought con-/ noveis 
versation worth while. Examples of

his talk are few and fragmentary, | 
yet the engaging qualities of his! 
mind can be appreciated in the Iittle | 
book of ‘ Letters and Kesays "’! 
which he. issued in 1834, and which | 
was highly praised by the Quarterly | 
Review. To read this forgotten book | 
ts to find a fountain of worldly wis- 
dom springing up in old Park Lane, 
& fountain fed not merely from the 
clubs and dinner tables at which 
Sharp triumphed, but from his ex- 
perience as a public man, a Member 
of Parliament and a private adviser | 
of statesmen. Such was Hazlitt's} 
friend. 


A competent literary worker who 
lacks a theme might do worse than 
carry out a literary suggestion which 
has just been made by onr extraor- 
dinary alert and ingenious Dean of 
St. Paul's Cathedral, the Very Rev. 
W. R. Inge, otherwise “ the gloomy 
Dean." But there is nothing gioomy 
about his queiy: “‘ Has it ever oc- 
curred to anybody to collect evidence 
about the nurses of great men? 
There ix abundant material, if we 
took the trouble to search biogra- 
phies, though im many cases, it must 
be feared, successful men have not 
taken the trouble to record, or even 
to remember, the debts which they 
contracted in early Mfe to the hum.- 
ble women who cared for them with 
a devotion which is not too common 
even among the nearest relations.’’ 

This suggestion arises out of the 
interesting and touching tribute 
which St. John Lee Strachey, editor 
of The Spectator, has rendered to 
his old family nurse in his ex- 
traordinarily interesting book of 
reminiscences, ‘‘ The Adventure of 
Laving.”* Not many of us heve had 
nurses like Salome Leaker, a Dart- 
mouth woman, who a century ago 
journeyed to Bristol in a slow wagon 
and begufled her journey by reading 
Wordsworth’'s “Ruth” and “The 
White Doe of Ryistone."" She was a | 
born reader and she seems to have 
left indelble impressions on Mr. 
Strachey's mind. This ts not to be | 
wondered at on the evidence he gives | 
of her untutored powers of criticism | 
Once, in his undergraduate days, Mr } 
Strachey asked her—probab!y in al 
humorously provocative mood—what | 
she thought of ‘“ The Letters of 
Junius "* and this daughter of Devon 
replied: “Once I. took down a 
volume marked ‘ Junius ' and read a 
page or two, and as I read 1 began 
to feei as if I was drunk. In those 
days I had never heard of the Duke 
of Grafton or Lord Sandwich, or any 
of the other people he talks about, 
and J do-not know what it ali 
meant, but the words went to my 
head like brandy.'’ A great tribute 
to the style of Junius the Obscure 
Once, also, Mr. Strachey tried 
lome Leaker on Swinburne, 
again she was wise in her genera- 
tion. She returned me the book, 
however, without emotion and with 
the trenchant remark that it made 
her feel as if she was in an over- 
heated conservatory, too full of 
highiy scented flowers to be pleas- 
ant! Yet her favorite poem was 
Byron's “Don Juas,”"" and this in 
the very period when Victorian wo- 
men of education were prepared to 
swoon at its mention 

Apropos of Byron, a very old mis- 
print in ‘‘ Childe Harold "’ has again 
teen under discussion. In his invo- 
cation to the ocean at the end of 
his fourth canto we very commonly 
read: 

Thy shores are empires, changed 

im-ali enve thee: 

Assyria, Greece, Rome, Carthage, 

what are they? 

Thy waters wasted them 

they were free, 
And many a tyrant since.

His daughter, Beatrice, though 
very like him, is a far more com-/} 
plex character. For while Joe had 
been, to a very great extent, free 
to carve his own way and adven- 
ture as he chose, she had been un- 
der the control of a littie group of 
smali-minded, petty, cowardly peo- 
ple.

Like her father, Beatrice 
was an explorer and an experimen- 
ter, though in a different and even 
more dangerous way; and he, quite 
fhaturally, objected to her experi- 
ments and explorations. 

The plot of the book develops out 
of the characters of the various peo- 
ple concerned in it, the mental and 
emotional reactions they derived 
from their contacts with one an- 
other. Which, of course, means 
that the novel is skillfully and artis- 
tically handled. The style is effi- 
cient, rather than beautiful, efficient 
in placing before us the personnel 
and atmosphere of the Greer Com- 
pany, and, to a lesser extent, of the 
city in which the Greer Company 
had its offices, and of the William- 
sons’ house at Lake Forest, which 
was so great a surprise to Joe Greer. 
It is a very interesting novel, and 
its business side is presented with a | 
clarity which makes it perfectly in- 
telligible even to those who know 
little or nothing of the mysteries of 
company organizing, control and 
stock manipulation.

Mr. Casserly’s new novel presents a 
vivid picture of life in a far-off cor- 
ner of India that ought to interest 
readers who like the breath of the 
outdoors in their storles. The de- 
tail shows that the author knows in- 
timately the locality in which the 
novel is scened, the jungie animals 
that people it, the life of the natives 
and the relation between them and 
the English officers whose stations 
are mere dots in the wide expanse 
of mountains, plains and jungles. In 
a previous novel, ‘'' The Elephant 
God,’’ he made known his knowledge 
of this rich background, and in this 
new one he proves again his ability 
to write of it entertainingly- 

The interest of the novel lies more 
in this graphically portrayed setting 
and in the rapid succession of ex- 
citing incidents than in the story 
itself, which is rather thin, conven- 
tional and unattractive. It is con- 
cérned with a love affair that devel- 
ops between a young subaitern at an 
isolated army post in the west of 
India and a pretty and lonely young 
woman who is the wife of the polit- 
ical resident, a _ stolid individual 
whose only interest in life is the 
study of insects. The love is mostly 
on her side, but he is sympathetic 
and promises in reckless fashion to 
talkee her away from her uncongenial 
surroundings. His commanding offi- 
cer gets him transferred—after the 
paternalist fashion of the army in 
India which, the author telis us, fre- 
quenty thus interferes to save 
young hotheads from their own fool- 
ishness and the wiles of the other 
sex. He is sent to a station of the 
Frontier Military Police in Bengal, 
in the Terai Jungie, on the flanks 
of the Himalayas, and there he 
meets the “ Jungle Girl,” a slip of 
an English girl who shoots panthers 
and tigers and is as much at home 
in the forests and among the ani- 
mals and the natives as her father, 
who is a member of the Forest fer- 


vice. The hero really falls in love 
with her and she with him, but he 
| feels himself in honor bound by his 
| 
| 


promise to the married woman, and 
so their Jove has ups and downs and 
strange developments before it final- 
ly reaches a peaceful haven. 

But as a story of adventure in a 
wild and wonder-filled tand the 
novel is compact of breath-taking, 
hair-raising experiences whose tnci- 
dents follow one another in rapid 
succession. The first third of the 
tale takes place at the army station 
in the plains, and there, among 
other exciting heppenings, the: 
reader is taken on a boar-hunting 
trip, is lost in a sandstorm and sees 
& crocodile ali but swallow a 
sleeping woman. But it is after the 
hero is sent to the frontier station 
in the hill jungle that the adven- 
tures really begin. Poisonous

lama, finds her imprisoned in a 
monastery, where he joins in a wild 
** devil-dance *' in order to com- 
municate with her; there is a won- 
derful elephant whose sagacity and 
devotion are often manifest, and 
there is a herd of wild elephants, 
which the reader twice encounters, 
whose sheer physica! power is as re- 
sistless as fate. People who like 
novels of adventure in strange lands 
will find in “The Jungie Girl "’ a 
very entertaining book.

There 
is a decided verve and eagerness 
about them all, however, for what- 
ever strikes along the brain of the 
author comes sharp and clear into 
words, without hesitation or fum-! 
bling. He draws vivid portraits of 
men and of women, portraits of the 
inner creature that hides behind eye 
and mouth. He paints scenes of city 
or of country seen through moods, 
and matches rain and the mystery of 
humanity in his verse. Several of 
the poems are long, like ‘‘ The Son 
of Dawn,’’ a splendid piece of imagi- 
nation that recreates a vanished 
time and a famous man, or ‘‘ Ninon 
Plucks the Last Rose,’ where Ninon 
herself speaks, and sums up the wis- 
dom life has taught her.

The author apparently | 
set his imagination to work to de- 
vise all the marvels he could think 
of, and then combined them into a 
wonder story of exploration and ad- 
venture. The tale is told by two 
young men who have been upon a 
trip into the Everglades, and on their | 
return to civilization, looking worn | 
and haggard and twenty years older, 
their friends at the hotel urge them 
to tell where they have been and 
what they have seen that could have 
affected them so greatly. At first 
they demur, because they are sure 
no one will believe them, but finally 
they consent and narrate their 
odyssey. With a guide and a canoe 
they had traveled through the 
swamps and stredms and across the 
little islands of the Everglades for 
several days and then had come 
upon a large and beautiful island, 
which tured them to its exploration 
by many mysterious happenings. 
Grazing upon its green valleys and 
inhabiting its forests they found a 
queer mixture of American and 
African animals, and soon they be- 
gan to discover such signs of human 
occupation as indicated that it was 
indeed a port of missing men-——of| 
men and women missing or believed | 
to be dead any time during historical | 
ages. They find the fabled spring 
of eternal youth, although they do 
not know surely what it is until 
afterward, and one marvelous and 
provocative event after another leads 
up to their finding, in isolated 
places, each kept in loneliness and 
made to labor by a terrible task- 
master, Socrates, Lord Kitchener, 
Joan of Arc, Charlie Ross, Marshal 
Ney, Theodosia Burr, that Dr. Park- 
man of Boston for whose murder 
three-quarters of a century ago a 
Harvard professor was hanged, the 
late Czarina of Russia and various 
others whose namies and stories have 
been more or less well known. They 
have an experience also with the 
terrible taskmaster who has enslaved 
all these people for his own benefit, 
as well as with many weird animals. 
But finally they make their escape 
and return to their friends loaded 
down with treasures. 

Mr. Horton is a well-known law- 
yer of Atlanta, and it is said that 
he has the distinction of never hav- 
ing read a novel in all his life. That 
is certainly a unique preparation for 
writing one and insures that the 
romance coming from his pen will 
haye no taint of imitation. And

of the Evergiades,”’ for as a novel 
it is original and unusual. The 
quality of the imagination which 
provides all its marvels is sometimes 
a bit strained, and the author seems 
frequently to be laughing in his 
sleeve as he lets the young adven- 
turers wander on through their 
Munchausen narrative. The hand 
of the amateur is evident through- 
out in the manner of the telling. 
But the story is interesting—doubly 
interesting, in fact, for the sheer 
audacity of its theme and for the 
unusual instance it provides of a 
man successful in his own profes- 
ston venturing upon the writing of 
fiction when he has never cared 
enough about it even to read any 
of the millions of existing noveis.

A MORE HONORABLE MAN. By

HE theme and purpose, the 
i whole story, indeed, of Mr. 


Roche's new novel are reflected 
in its title, as one sees a scene re- 
produced in miniature in a minify- 
ing glass. It comes from a verse “, 
the fourteenth chapter of Luke: 
‘* When thou art bidden of any man 
to a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room; lest a more honorable | 
man than thou be bidden of him.” 
But Mr. Roche ts not arbitrary 
about which of his two men is the 
** more honorable man.’ He carries 
them aiong from youth to old age, 
their lives and characters and 
achievements in constant contrast, 
but he never reveals which one of 
them he thinks deserving of the 
greater honor and he leaves the 
choice wholly in the hands of the 
reader. But one of the men is al- 
ways marching straight to the high- 
est place in sight while the other is 
always turning from it and content- 
ing himself with a lower position 
and more humble service. Aside 
from this comparison the author’s/ 
desire—a desire that has probably | 
stirred eagerly in the mind of many | 
a@ novelist during the last thirty or | 
forty years—seems to have been to} 
penetrate into the innermost mind | 


and heart and soul of a man who }|——— 


rises by his own efforts from smalt | 
beginnings to vast wealth and to} 
portray him as he is in that inner- 
most reality, to show by what 
alchemy of brain and hand he turns 
his hundreds into thousands and his} 
thousands into millions, to under- | 
stand what changes that alchemy 
works upon his own soul and to il- 
luminate his own view of the world 
around him. All this Mr. Roche en- 
deavors to do in the course of his 
study of Jim Willoughby, otherwise 
and more usually known throughout | 
the novel as ‘* The Magnificent." | 
The sobriquet had been applied to 
him even in his youth because of his | 
masterful way, his unconscious as- | 
sumption that the best was never | 
too good for him. 

Mr. Roche’s method of carrying | 
on his study of The Magnificent is 
objective and realistic and is inter- 
esting because it is unlike usual fic- 
tional methods. In the first place, 
he has his philosophic doubts about | 
the possibility of doing what he pur- | 
poses to do with success and justice. 
He discusses the matter with the 
reader and demurs a little against 
making the attempt. ‘* It is not 
that The Magnificent appalls one,”’ 
he says, ‘‘ it is that one’s grip of 
the pen falters, as fingers reflect | 
the uncertainty of the mind. Cer- | 
tainty! To know anything abso- 
lutely! And, not knowing, to pre- 
sume to speak of facts.’’ So he 
goes about his task of making clear 
the inner man, the significance, of

events in his life, as so many win- 
dows into his soul. The author 
seems to discover a promising win- 
dow, and then, ‘‘ Come on,’” he

And the reader looks in, feeling that 
the author is merely a fellow-spec- i; 
tator and that he nas had nothing 
to do with the soul that is being 
pictured therein, so detached is he, 
so objective, so interested in the 
sight himself. 

Thus the reader sees the evolution 
of The Magnificent’s fortunes; sees 
him from next to nothing developing

Contrasted with him, the reader 
has glimpses of the life of The Mag- 
nificent’s friend, Sam Foyle. Sam is 
always turning down opportunities 
of making money, of advancement, 
of personal gain, and he is forever 
giving up with a smile and a shrug 
an advantage to some one else that 
means discredit or loss to him. At 
the very opening of the book he 
marries a girl whom he knows very 
slightly and leaves town on the same 
day to go West to live,’ because she 
is soon to have a child and The 
Magnificent, to save his own repu- 
tation, is blackening hers. But Sam 
Foyle knows he will desist if she 
bears his name. Their paths fre- 
quently cross, but # is always the 
man who is shabby and unsuccess- 
ful who gives and the man of mil- 
lions who takes. 

These two men Mr. Roche rather 
more than hints are significant of 
the two souls that animate the 
United States. ‘“ The Magnificent,” 
he tells us at the beginning of the 
book, “is not merely a man; he 
represents an epoch.” And at the 
very end The Magnificent’s wife sud- 
denly sees her husband “ as the very 
spirit of the America of today,” 
while ‘‘ Sam Foyle seems to her to 
be the very spirit of an America that 
is to come.” 

“A More Honorable Man” is 4 
novel so much out of the ordinary 
routine of fiction, so fresh and indi- 
vidual in its viewpoint and its meth- 
ods, and so interesting in both 
theme and treatment that its reading 
is a very great pleasure. 





A this could not possibly be any- 
thing but a fairy tale, and 
fairy tales are supposed to be writ- 
ten exclusively for children. But 
this one is different. It is a fairy 
tale for grown-ups. It might be 
called a burlesque fairy tale, did not 
that expression carry a suggestion 
of slapstick methods which are en- 
tirely foreign to Mr. Milne. His 
humor is delicate and whimsical, 
reminiscent of Barrie at his best. 

Like all proper fairy tales, this one 
is about a beautiful Princess. Her 
name is Hyacinth, and she is the 
daughter of King Merriwig of Eura- 
lia. The King is a.widower of 
seventeen years’ standing and is just 
beginning to realize that Hyacinth 
needs a mother’s loving care. He 
never would have thought of it had 
it not been for the Countess Bel- 
tane, who is a very ambitious wo- 
man and a very wicked one, too. 
It goes without saying that she is 
beautiful, perhaps not quite so beau- 
tiful as the Princess Hyacinth, 
though that, of course, is a matter 
of opinion. At any rate, she is 
beautiful enough to grace a throne, 
and she knows it. And, what is 
more, she has her eye on e very 
throne that she intends it grace. 
Already in Chapter One it is easily 
seen that she has King Merriwig’s 
number. 

But just at this time duty calls, 
and King Merriwig leads his valiant 
army against the King of Barodia, 
he of the ginger whiskers, not that 
the whiskers had anything to do 
with starting the war, though they 
had a great deal to do with ending 
it. What really started the war was 
the seven-league boots, a seemingly 
trivial cause, but what of that? 
One doesn’t really need a cause to 
start a war. An excuse will do just 
as well. This particular war is a 
long-drawn-out affair. Each of the 
Kings is fully equipped with a magic 
sword, a cloak of invisibility and 
such-like paraphernalia, but neither 
of them has a really first-class 
wizard. Wizards, it seems, are not 
s0 plentiful as some authorities 
would have us believe. But some- 
times a little strategy goes a great 
ways, and so it is in this case. 

In the meantime, the Countess 
Beltane is being just as wicked as 
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popularity and 
building up her own, and incidentaily 
getting a good graft out of it. When 
she hears that Prince Udo of Araby 
is coming to help Princess Hyacinth, 
the Countess borrows a wishing ring 
and wishes that something very | 
humorous shall happen to the Prince} 
before he reaches Euralia. She gets 
her wish in full measure, and that 
settles the Prince for the time being. 

But if you want to know the 
nature of the spell she put on Prince 
Udp and how he got rid of it, and 
what happened after that, who won 
the war and how, who married 
whom and whether they lived hap- 
pily ever after, and, most of all, if 
you want to know what happened to 
the wicked Countess Beltane, you 
really must read the book. You will 
never regret it.

At the !ast moment he Is 
robbed of his hoard, and the trip is 
off for the time being. Then Lily | 
scrapes acquaintance with an army) 
mule and puts her master in the} 
way of earning $100 with a mini-| 
mum of exertion, but a misguided! 
attempt to ifcrease his wealth by | 
the aid of the galloping dominoes | 
leaves the Wildcat flat broke again. 
At last he hires himself out as waiter 
and potato peeler on a steamer 
bound for New Orleans. Potatoes 
are peeled thick on this boat, so that 
the cook can use the peelings for the 
manufacture of illicit beverages to 
be retaifed to the passengers and 
crew. When the steamer reaches 
New Orleans, the Wildcat is still a 
long way from Memphis, and/| 
many things happen to him before 
he reaches the end of his journey. 
His gravest peril is when he speaks 
honeyed words to a laundress who 
is looking for a third husband. For 
a little while it looks as if the Wild- 
cat’s days of freedom are soon to 
be a thing of the past, but he is 
rescued through the ingenuity of a 
new friend called Demmy, which is 
short for Demi-Tasse. It is Demmy, 
too, who, after they have reached| 
Memphis, disposes of Eustace Som- 
erset, the mustard faced youth who 
holds the Wildcat’s former job as 
valet to Captain Jack. How these 
miracles are accomplished it would 
not be fair to tell. 

It is quite likely that there never 
has been and never will be a negro 
just like Vitus Marsden. Searchers 
after the truth about the colored 
race should look elsewhere than in 
humorous fiction. But, whether the 
story is true to life or not, it cannot 
be denied that ‘‘ Lily’ is a very.

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appeared in the political arena, 
Khvyostov gained Rasputin’s confi- 
dence and through him met Anna 
Virubova, who recommended him 
highly to the Czarina. 
urged the Czar to appoint him in the 
Cabinet. Nicholas was opposed to 
Khvostov for a long time, and Pre- 
mier Goremykin, according to the 
Czarina’s letters, was also opposci 
to such an appointment. But Raspu- 
tin and Virubova insisted. They in- 
troduced Khvostov to the Czarina 
and then she entreated the Czar in 
every letter to appoint Khvostov. 
Finally the Czar yielded. But as soo 
as Khvostov was appointed he con- 
ceived the idea of getting rid of 
Rasputin with the ald of Rasputin’s 
bitterest enemy —the mad monk 
lliodor. The head of the 
Police Department, Beletzky, learn-J 
of this, disclosed Khvostov’s machi- 
nations, and after a struggie between 
them, Beletzky triumphed. Fearing 
that Rasputin might be killed, the 
Czarina then commenced to entreat 
the Czar to.remove Khvyostov, apolo- 
gizing for having recommended him, 
blaming Virubova for having takea 
the initiative in the appointmenr, 
but she never mentioned that it was 
Rasputin himself who had asked for 
the appeintment. She now pleaded 
just -as passionately for another 
candidate recommended by Rasputia, 
Protopopov, who was then already 
suffering from progressive paralysis. 
That was the last jolt that led to 
the outbreak of the revoiution. 

Such ts the outline of the picture 
presented in the love letters of the 
last Russian Empress. The Czar’s 
answers are still missing. But even 
from these letters the figure of the 
last of the Romanoffs js clearly seen. 
Outwardly his authority as the 
** anointed of God "’ was maintained. 
Even the Czarina seemed to regard 
him with reverence, as a superman, 
and asked for his permission to do 
certain things, but in ‘reality she 
looked upon him as a weak-willed 
man, unable to stand on his own 
feet. She kept encouraging him, re- 
minding him that he was an auto- 
crat, that he must use his fist, that 
he must make everybody fear him, 
and finally she subjected him com- 
pletely to her inypetuous impulses. 

She began by her suspicions and 
jealousy of the Commander in Chief, 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nikolaevitch, 
whose wife, the Montenegrin Prin- 
cess, at one time had been a special 
favorite of the Czar. The position 
of Commander in Chief in the Worid 
War brought Grand Duke Nicholas 
forward, and the Czarina’s fears, 
fanned by intrigues, turned quickly 
into open hostility to him. In spite 
of the-advice of all the members of 
the Cabinet, the Cvarina succeeded, 
with the aid of Rasputin, in remoy- 
ing Grand Duke Nicholas as Com- 
mander in Ohief and to having him 
replaced by the Czar. The Czar at 
first resisted this. and while he was 
at headquarters he made several ap- 
pointmenmts against her will. She re- 
proached him of weakness, sha com- 
plained that he was permitting peo- 
ple to use him as their plaything. 
But when he finally admitted to her 
that he was weak-willed she inten- 
sified her passionate tenderness in 
her letters, consoling him, saying, 
“ You are only a little weak, and a 
little inclined to take bad advice.’’ 

The demoralization and intrigues 
in the Russian Court spheres as- 
sumed monstrous proportions. The 
dynasty was destroying itself from 
within. Events during the great 
war developed with such elemental 
force and rapidity that the collapse 
of the Romanoff régime became 
inevitable. 

The last letter of the series is 
dated Tsarskoe Selo, Dec. 17, 1913. 
During the previous night Rasputin 
was murdered at the house of Prince 
Yusupov. Grand Duke Dmitry and 
Purishkevitch, the reactionary Dep- 
uty of the Duma, played important 
parts in the affair. The Czarina did 
not yet know tbat Rasputin was 
dead. Here is an extract from her 
last letter to the Czar, who was at 
the front: 


At such a time te be separated, 
I assure you, is at times abso- 
lutely exasperating & distracting. 
How much easier to have shared it 
all together & spoken over every- 
thing, instead of letters which 
have less force, alas, & often must 
have aggravated you, my poor, 
patient Angel. But I have to try 
& be the antedote to others’ 
poison.

The author of this article, a war 
veteran who was wounded in France, 
went to Germany last month for the 
first time in his life He was asked 
by the editor to write about. the 
mwuch-discussed question of Ger- 
many's destitution, to show whether 
the German renk and file were suf- 
fering hunger and distrese as a re- 
sult of the war. Some months ago 
he had written for these 
columns an answer to John 
Dos Passos’: pacifistic nov- 
el ‘“ Three Soldiers.” In 
that answer he spoke for the 
American soldier in aetive 
service who was not a con- 
scientious objector to mili- 
tary discipline. 

HEN an American 
first arrives in a 
German city, 
with the words 
, of Chancellor 
Wirth—'' We must think 
first Of bread, and then 
reparations "—still fresh in 
his mind, his first reaction 
is likely to be one of scorn 
and indignation. As he 
traverses the spotless 
avenues, brushing shoulders 
with men better dressed, 
Dn the average, than the 
men on the streets of New 
York, as he bids for a good 
seat -in .one of Berlin's 
crowded theatres, as he 
pushes his way into restau- 
rants thronged with sleek 
men and dowdy but evi- 
dently well-fed women, he 
is moved to the sarcastic 
reflection that this may be 
the starving Germany of 
which he has heard, but 
it looks more like a Coney 
island barbecue. 

If one is content to see 
only the surface of things 
here in Berlin, or in any 
of the important cities, and 
does not get into the back

charity at the soup kitch- 
ens represent the other. 
Between these there are all 
gradations from comfort 
to the border line of hun- 
ger. The Kurfiirstendamm, 
an imposing and compara- 
tively new residence street 
reaching southwest from 
the Unter den Linden sec- 
tion, has become the resi- 
dence place of many of the 
new rich, and the avenue 
itself has become the sym- 
bol of profiteering to the 
radical element, whose fa- 
vorite gesture is to parade 
along it.

HOSE who have never chased 
cattle have missed one of the 
keenest pleasures on earth. 

In the high islands of Ha- 


wail, with their varying sizes, from | 


4,000 square miles to sixty-odd, 
there is a tremendous acreage of 
wild pasture land on every volcanic 
mountain top. This pasture is 
composed of vast wastes of lava 
in various stages of disintegration; 
of wil 
are the de 
presented ‘*¢ 
King Kamehakameha I. by Van- 
couver, the British explorer, and 
later added to by the old King by im- 
portations of cattle from Mexico. 
Along with these herds he imported 
vaqueros to instruct his subjects in 
the care of cattle wnd from the de 
seendants of these Spanish Ameri- 
cans the term “ paniola™ 
(from Espajiol) to designate the pic- 
turesque cowboy of Hawaii. 

Theirs is a inighty calling, not te 
be exceeded by that of their main- 
land brothers of America, and the 
greatest moments of it are lived on 
the iron crests of volcanic moun- 
tains roping wild cattle. 

This sport, for it ranks almost with 
big-game shooting for danger, d sh 
and daring, is carried on at inter- 
vals between the regular ranch work, 
for wild cattle lead tame ones off 
and, scorning fences, destroy for- 
ests whose conservation is essential 
to the water supply of the islands. 

On a morning bright with moon- 
light the word is passed that tomor- 
row. wild cattle will be chased. 
Motntain horses are run up with 
hoofs as hard as flint that have 
never known a shoe. After supper 
the cowboys sing long despite the 
fact they must rise at midnight for 
the long ride to the mountain top, 
for there is no work they so love 
as wild cattle roping. 

Then in the clear, sharp moonlight 
they sally forth, mount warily, for 
the tamest of cattle horses will buck 
if pulled tight or handled roughly

shrub which burns fiercely and 
easily at the touch of a match, the 
little tengues of flame licking the 
twigs greedily and acnding up a vol- 
ume of dense white smoke. 

Suddenly same sharp-eyed cowboy 
spots moving objects below that arc 
edging back toward the safety of 
the “clinkers” after a long night 
feed on rich pasture. 

** Pipi-ahiu makai” (‘‘ wild cattle 
below us“), the word is passed, 
girths tightened, lassos seen to that 
there is mo kink that might spoil a 
throw. The riders advance, at first 
warily, behind the screen of con-

Full gallop down the tawny, tum- 
bled hills they go crashing, through 
the scrub, sliding down banks, tak- 
ing logs and fern-screened lava holes

panic selze the band, men gallop 
above and below, shouting, 
their ropes. The cattle scatter, some 
for the forests, the rest for the 
mountain rim. 

Owing to the broken nature of the 
country the cowboys can never get 
close to their quarry and conse- 
quently they are famed for the long 
distances they throw, and the lasso 
of every real ‘‘ paniola” who has a 
pride in his calling is tied fast to 


. the pommel; to loose a rope is the 


ene unpardonable sin for which there 
is no justification or excuse. 


“fa. 


Mounted on the finest or most de- 
crepit of horses these valiant fel- 
lows ride ** tied to death,” to trans- 
late an old Spanish term. Bulls 
with red eyes and knotted tails turn 
to charge, some so wild that no 
horse will face them. With shouts 
the men dodge among them, deft, 
daring, cool. These are real wild 
cattle, and the man or horse that 
comes down has little chance. Some- 
times a rideriess horse gallops mad- 
ly off with high-held head to avoid 
trailing bridle reins. Sometimes a 
gallant horse, through carelessness 
or inexperience on its rider’s part, is 
ripped open from foreleg to flank, 
and after a few fearful minutes its 
game spirit passes. . 

There are some minutes of tre- 
mendous living. 

Ropes settle on the horns of a 
thousand-pound bull, deft jerks of 

wrists turn the .animal over, 
other cowboys go by full gallop look- 
ing for trees to which they may 
snub ‘the grunting furies on their 
lassos’ ends that determinedly 
charge their horses’ heels. Flip- 
ping their ropes to right or left to 
keep from being wiped off or out 
of their saddles they manage to keep 
ahead until they dodge around a 
tree and bring the wicked horned 
head sharply and firmly against the 
trunk. 

Leading wild cattle is a common 
practice of the cowboys of Hawailt, 
and an object of wonder and eami- 


ration to those of other jands. A 
cowboy of note from America, for 
many years champion roper @f the 
world, when first he saw it in the 
islands, stopped his horse and de- 
clared that only fools would so court 
death. Another cowboy from the 
mainiand declared, ‘* When you gal- 
lop down the mountains in Hawaii 
there is no ground in front of you, 
it’s so steep.” And yet with no 
thought of their bravery or no re- 
alization of their ignorance, these 
™ paniolas ” tie their ropes fast to 
wild cattle and gallop at breakneck 
pace to some tree, which is fre- 
quently half a mile or more away, 
go they may tie their animals uat!! 
the next day when men come up 
with “ pinnies ** (oxen to which the 
wild cattle are tied) and lead them 
down to the butcher shop. 

When the men have secured the 
cattle and the rest of the hand has 
scattered, they dismount, slack 
girths, the horses heave, for running 
ts difficult at eight or ning thoy- 
sand feet elevation, then down go 
heads to graze. The men sprawl 
in the fern and smoke cigarettes, 
the wild cattle bellow and rage, 
shaking the trees, their long pink 
tongues come out and curl upward, 
the moisture dripping from the tips 

Then, after an interval of rest, the 
work is taken up again—more bands 
located and run down, more animals 
roped and tied. 

Many an incident of unknown, un- 
sung bravery is enacted, many a 
rider risks life and neck rather than 
lessen his calling by untying é@nd 
flinging away his rope. Where the 
bull goes the man must follow—down 
banks, over lava holes so large that 
man and horse and bull can fall into 
one and never be missed. Old John 
Paris of Kona was lost in one for 


three days. Bull and horse were 
killed, the man unhurt but unable 
to climb out of the br.ite, precipi- 
tous sides until his cowboys dis- 
covered him by the odor of the dead 
animals and let a lasso down and 
pulled him out. Another time a bull 
ueaped over a pali (cliff) on to the 
blue stones of a dry watercourse. 
Man and bull and horse were dashed 
to atoms, but when comrades found 
them they knew, before they looked, 
that the rope would be tied fast, as 
a real panilla’s should, 

And most gallant of all, and thor- 
oughly !n keeping with the spirit of 
today, there is one girl, blue-eyed, 
in the eight islands who plays this 
game with men, who ropes and rides 
and snubs wild cattle with the best 
of them. Quick to act, with a wo- 
man’s instinct and a man’s courage 
and skill, she does it all according 
to their unwritten law—ene of them, 
admired, respected and adored, a 
youthful cowboy queen of some sey- 
enteen years. Uncounted times she 
snatches the biggest bull of the herd 
from under the very. noses of the 
men, instinct making her take open- 
ings and chances before thought can 
act. 

That a woman would outmatch 
them they might resent, but the 
knowledge that she rides as they 
ride, “ Ye to death,” turns resent- 
ment inte sincere admiration at her 
Prowess and her oneness with them 
im thelr goedty calling.

Little Theatre movements, but by 
the plain domestic brand of Ap “dla- 
time stock company reincarnated 
Suddenly, within the last three years, 
the stock companies of the West 
have been rising above the rank of 
the present-day road companies. 
They are presenting ‘“‘ Jane Clegg ” 
and “Enter Madame," “ Rolio's 
Wild Oat " and ‘‘ What Every Wo- 
man Knows” ag such plays have 
not been presented on the road since 
railroad fares went up and motion- 
picture palaces came in—presenting 
them with good, honest, unsensa- 
tional craftmanship.

Why 
not? He was dealing with seasoned 
veterans of a hundred campaigns 
and not with *‘ minute men." Sir 
Henry Irving cewld count on finding 
a dignified supporting company on 
tap in Cincinnati or Layjsville—a 
better support than stars can afford 
to carry with them on tour today. 

To bring back this time has been 
the dream of Bainbridge.

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Sacrifice of the Locks

T was a shock to me, amounting 
to an outrage to my sense of 
poetry and beauty and atmos- 
phere, when some one, a gross 

man at the table with us 
in the house of Anton Lang, the 
Christus of the Passion Play, stated 
without any emotion that most of 
the Passion Spiel players were in the 
barber’s shop getting their hair cut 
off He had just come from there, 
and he described it as ‘* some sight."’ 
it was only hair to him. To me it 
was beautiful, shiny, soft, waving 
locks, often, with the younger boys, 
held in place on the side by a ba- 
rette 

It was at dinner-time, immediately 
after the last performance of the 
Passion Play for eight long years, 
that we got this information. It 
was like a dash of cold water. I, for 
once, felt annoyed and cheated. It 
was as thoagh these villagers, seem- 
ingly so blessed, had only waited for 
the emigration of foreigners, who 
had traveled far and wide to see 
their play, to become the usual vil- 
lage dwellers in the Bavarian Alps 
again. No, it went deeper than that. 
Wearing the long hair and shedding 
it at once seemed a trick of the legit- 
imate stage, like the usual make-uy 
of rouge, powder and lipstick.

It was no temptation to us, 
and it was no temptation to the ma- 
jority of the players, but our people 
have suffered fearfully, owing to 
the depreciation of the mark. And 
when most of the villagers had ex- 
pected a Winter without worry and 
want, because they had worked 
harder than they had worked 
many years in order to house and 
feed the people who came to see the 
play, their hopes have not been reai- 
ized.

Only recently the whole world was 
agog with the report that the Pope 
had announced that, owing to the 
fact that it had become commer- 
clalized, the Passion Play would 
henceforth be banned as a public 
spectacie. This report amused 
rather than alarmed Oberammergau, 
because only the week before the 
Papal Nuncio of Bavaria had been 
sent by the Pope to witness the 
drama and bore with him the Pope's 
blessing for the good of Oberammer- 
gau and its players. The Pope as

N Fifth Avenue and its purlieus 
the shades are now up at the 
decorators’ shops, and the deal- 
ers in antiques are well past 
the Summer solstice.

is more seasonal than the trade in 
“‘ objets d’art."" 

The vendors of old art are com- 
forting themselves with the belief 
that the Winter is to witness a large 
activity among the buyers of their 
wares, and most of them have been 
in Europe stocking up. 

It is as good a time as need be to 
wonder what it is that engenders the 
retrospective passion for the worn- 
out in otherwise matter-of-fact peo- 
ple in such a forward-looking age. 
Why the inevitable volte-face as 
soon as the getting of money has 

d to be a new sensation? 

The mania of the antique is a 
Shing by itself. It has its own psy- 
chology, and in its later stages a 
pathology as well. One cannot help 
thinking that Lot’s wife must have 
forgotten and left a pair of Ming 
vases in Sodom, or wherever it was. 
Nothing short of an ‘ antique” 
fould have turned the woman's head. 

It seems as though half of the 
business monarchs who keep pub- 
licity bureaus busy preaching about 
progress and hymning the future 
and its opportunities are privately 
hot-footing it away from the future 
and all its mechanical works as fast 
as their dollars will carry them. 

It is all difficult to understand. 

The Chinese, though it costs the 

new collector somewhat roundly to 
learn it, were copying old porcelains 
in the fifteenth century, and doubt- 
less a long time before that-—and 
,they copied them marks and all. 
more’s the scandal. But, on the 
other hand, the doges of Venice, who

N the previous articles it has 
been shown that Germany can 
pay reparations by the manu- 
facture of capital goods for in- 
stallation to the credit of the 

countries to which reparations are 
due. Such goods must be paid for 
by taxes raised in Germany by the 
German Government. In this article 
it will be shown that the German 
war debt must be repudiated before 
Germany can effectually make rep- 
arations. 

Germany cannot pay her indem- 
nity without contracting a new na- 
tional debt which, if she started 
with a clean sheet, would be com- 
parable to the debts of other Euro- 
pean countries that were active bel- 
ligerents in the World War. This 
few debt, in accordance with the} 
Treaty of Versailles, must have a 
prior Hen upon her revenues, which 
signifies that her old war debt is 
full and void. This is not a theory; 
it is a fact. 

There are some debts that should 
never be paid. The future peace of 
the world demands that the debts 
contracted by the Allies in curbing 
Imperial Germany should be paid 
to the last penny. and that the war 
debt contracted by Germany herself 
be forcibly repudiated and rendered 
null and void. Such measures would 
assure the credit of the ‘* Allies ” of 
the future and serve as a warning to 
financiers in general, and to the! 
people of each and every nation, not 
to lend money to States waging wars 
of aggression upon their neighbors 
Such measures would act to the dis- 
couragement of wars of ambition and 
conquest and would do more to pre- 
serve than all the constitu- 
tions that can ever be devised for 
the governance of super-States. The 
individual! must learn that he stands 
to lose not only his life, but his for- 
tune, by the wanton aggression of 
his Government 

The action of the United States at 
she close of the Civil War in regard 
to the Confederate debt is suggestiv« 
of the treatment that should have 
been meted out to Germany at Ver- 
sailles. It furnishes a model of per- 
fection for the settlement of the 
financial responsibilities of the Ger- 
man people 

If the United States had placed 
the entire cost of the Southern re-/ 
bellion, incurred both by the Fed 
eral and Confederate Governments, | 
upon the seceding States, there} 
would have been an element of | 
abstract justice in the measure, pro- |! 
vided that it had been physically} 
possible for those States to have} 
borne the burden; but it was imros- | 
sible for them to do so. Moreover. 
a bitterness would have remained 
among the Southern people which | 
would have made real peace and 
friendship difficult in after times. Al 
compromise was effected which has} 
never been criticised adversely. In-| 
deed, it was such a just and natural) 
method of settlement that histor‘ans 
pass over its most important fea- 
tures without discussing the philo- 
sophical aspects of the settlement 

In order that the burden of the/ 
South shou'd not be overwhelming, !

Let us apply the principle of the] 
Fourteenth Amendment to the situa-|} 
tion which confronted the Allies at] 
Versailles. The first article of the 
treaty should have declared the debt 
of Imperial Germany, contracted; 
after Aug. 2, 1914, including all 
issues of bonds, paper money, &c., 
after that date, null and void, with 
the exception of forced loans in allied | 
territories. Such a repudiation, em- 
bodied in the Treaty of Peace, would 
have warned the citizens of all na- 
tions against financing their Govern- 
ments in the future in wanton at- 
tacks upon their neighbors. Men 
risk their lives with lighter hearts 
than their fortunes. 

The interest of Germany would 
have been promoted by compelling 
her to repudiate her war debt, for 
it would have saved her from the} 
long agony of a depreciating cur- 
rency. tepudiation was at that 
time, and is today, her inevitable 
lot In general, it may be said that 
a people which has been defeated at:

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Oxford After the War

HAD not been in Oxford since 

the Summer of 1914. Then in 

the fateful first weeks of 

August I went every morning 

around the corner to a sta- 
tioner’s on High Street to buy The 
Times and Telegraph for the solitary 
breakfast in my lodgings. All day 
1 bought London papers and then 
went the last hour before bedtime to 
Carfax and the City Hall to read the 
latest bulletins. The wtidergraduater 
had all gone down, but now they 
were coming back and khaki suitr 
were appearing in the windows of 
the colleges. *The “ contemptible 
little army” was rushing for 
Southampton and the Channel. The 
conversion of academic buildings 
into hospitals was planned, and the 
wivés of certain Oxford dons were 
expecting soon to take up work in 
them, one of them at least turning 
to account the expert training of 
eartier years. She went through it 
all, and is the same cheery and 
gentle little lady as ever, who never 
refers to those black days, but goer 
on with her husband and millions of 
other men and women over there, 
making the England of today and 
tomorrow. 

If Oxford has a Broadway and 
Forty-second Street crossing, it is 
the ancient Carfax, a name cor- 
rupted, they ‘say, from a trans- 
Channel phrase, meaning four ways, 
aud if there is here a Broadway from 
Forty-second Street to Fiftieth, it is 
Cornmarket Street, shortened by the 
Oxford old-timer to “the Corn.” 
Knowing Oxford somewhat of old, Ij 
thought a month could be spent out 
of term in reasonable quiet in one 
of the ancient hotels on that street, 
where a quarter century ago were;

Hebrew and Greek were some of | 
them. Let the wise decide, but this 
is certain—if Oxford wanted to be 
rolely an antique, she is failing 
sadly. And I refer to no accidental 
concomitance, of narrow streets and 
midnight mechanical shrieks, but to 
those deep springs of humanity 
which have made coneervative Ox- 
ford a source of light and leading 
for hundreds of years. 

I have been looking over the vol- 
ume which holds the Oxford Univer- 
sity roll of service during the four 
years from 1914. It bears 14,561 
names, and the records of death, in 
all to the number of thousands, 
make sacred every page. If one 
goes to any of the greater colleges— 
Christchurch, Balliol, New College, 
Magdaien, or any other—there are 
endless lists of those names cut in 
stone, as in every city or consider- 
able village or graveyard of Britain, 
tall new crosses raise their slender 
marble shafts abovestie' roll of the 
Gead. At Fort William, in the Scot- 
tish Highlands, such a monument 
has over one hundred names—and 
homes are scattering in that regfon— 
there were more than a dozen Cam- 
erons and more varieties of Mcs and 
Macs than I thought were in ex- 
istence. 

So it is in Edinburgh, in Cam- 
bridge, everywhere. But come to 
Oxford again, to this patient people 
as well typified here as anywhere, 
who remember their dead in gentle 
silence and pay crushing taxes with 
an uncomplaining fidelity which 
their more impetuous American 
brothers rarely can command. Ox- 
ford men rose to their country’s sav- 
ing on the instant, and if one knows 
what the Oxford graduate has been 
in England and the world for seven 
centuries, he knewa,~or shall we say 
can never know, how much potential 
British etatesmanship, soldiership

Not all this crop of manhood is 
lost, however, if in those painful first 
years of peace the living do not 
throw away the harvest.

And Daumier also chose to set his 
hypocritic friend in a homely and fa- 
miliar environment, with common- 
place people busy with a plain meal, 
inelegant in attitude and geture 
The apotheosis of the ordinary was 
the aim of both. 

It is the animation and lusty glee 
in Daumier, the weight and bulk of 
his ‘creations, the ebullience of his 
drollery, the bluntness of his weapon 
in his assault upon our sense of hu- 
mor, that bring him closest to 
Dickens in his caricature of common 
vices and mannerisms, but there is a 
deeper correspondence. Both Dick- 
ens and Daumier make their charac- 
ters believe in themselves and play 
their réle in a way sincerely. The 
gestures and attitudes that reveal 
the hypocrite, the consequential per- 
son, the toady, the pretender, have 
been practiced so long that they have 
become natural and unconscious. 
Hence they are comic. If the 
wretched creatures saw their own 
game they would he merely odious. 

In one other way Daumier and 
Dickens are kin. The Greek that 
lurks within every English artist is 
also in Daumier as in no other 
Frenchman. It was not accident 
that ied him to the classical depart- 
ment of the Louvre for his earliest 
studies. The classic haunted him to 
the end. When he could not direct- 
ly betray his love for it he told the 
story by opposition. 

Toulouse-Lautrec is the bitter 
tonic in the Kraushaar exhibition. 
So sharp a tang unmodified by the 
mellifiuous “ sirop” is not Parisian 
but personal. 

It was not for Lautrec to laugh 
either good-humoredly or bitterly at 
the bourgeoisie. He simply was not 
interested in it. For him it actually 
did not exist.

It occasionally happens that a 
painter—he is apt to be a young 
painter—¢hrows over the lure of pig- 
ment and the prestige of being a 
pwsster ald wecumes a potter from 
sheer love of color as fire and clay 
reveal it. There is one named Fal- 
koff, of Russian origin with the 
Oriental strain of opulent romance in 
his make-up, who is now showing 
pottery of real beauty in color, deep 
and splendid reds and blues, and here 
and there a turquoise or yellow, that 
in their quality make up to him for 
having renounced his palette for a 
kiln. Probably he gets from the lat- 
ter more mental enjoyment and more 
joy in labor than he found in his 
painting, besides the excitement of 
uncertainty and experiment with a 
concrete material problem. Un.ques- 
tionably his lovely pots, which are 
mostly vases—the one idea of the 
modern potter—are far more beauti- 
ful and pleasure-giving than the 
pictures of artists who love color for 
itself and harbor the illusion that 
color ts all or the most of art. Pach 
vase is thrown upon the wheel by 
the potter’s own hand, andthus every 
chance for individuality of form also 
is given, but this handsome oppor- 
tunity to express an artistic idex as 
fully as form and color together are 
capable of expressing it has not as 
yet been fully grasped. It will be 
when the potter is led by public 
opinion to turn his mind toward giv- 
ing decorative value and the beauty 
of form and color to everyday uten- 
sils. What the imagination working 
abstractly fails to do for the dec- 
orating artist in the majority of 
cases the laws of utility bring about. 
Forms are given significance hy the 
use to which the object made is put. 
In the endeavor to fit each object 
perfectly to fits utilitarian function, 
taking into consideration all. the 
practical factors involved and adcing 
the sublimating ingredient of good 
taste, an artist who works for the 
beauty of ‘common things will tind 
himself in losing not himself but his 
prejudices; the stir of innumerable 
possibilities will quicken his mind to 
wholesome invention, as he revolves 
his wheel he will remember how 
much of the respohsibility for mak- 
ing Greek art known to our century 
fell upon the Greek potters at their 
common task. Or he will not bother 
himself with remembering, but will 
be ardently satisfied with the plain 
job of creating for. contemporary 
needs in harmony. with his own ar- 
tistic ideal.

There is no danger that the severe 
features of the Treaty of Versailles 
will become a precedent in making 
treaties between individual nations. 
The nations rallied against Germany 
in the World War in order to pre- 
vent her from doing on a tiurger 
scale what she did at the close of the 
Franco-German War; and the rep- 
arations are a penalty inflicted by a 
great coalition for her unjust aggreo- 
sions. 

Most writers speak of the possi- 
bility of German repudiation as a 
horror that must be studiously 
avoided. Their great objection to the 
payment of reparations in any form 
comes from their fear that Germany 
may be forced to repudiate her war 
debt. ‘ 

The idea of repudiation {s hateful 
to any one who overlooks the politi- 
cal effect of the payment of Ger- 
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| The first care of the allied and as- 
| sociated powers must be to place 
the German monetary system upon 
a gold basis. This can be brought 
about in one way only. . Germany 
must be given a circulating medium 
which shall be entirely divorced and 
separated from the immense war 
debt and the inflated currency which 
has been issued since Aug. 2, 1914. 
It remains only for the Reparation 
Commission to place Germany upon 
a gold basis by declaring the fact 
that the German war debt, contract- 
ed after Aug. 2, 1914, is null and 
void, and by authorizing a new and 
limited issue of notes based upon 
gold. The treaty-makers were wise 
in their generation when they con- 
ferred wide powers of adjustment 
and correction upon the Reparation 
Commission. Further, the Allies 
must cease to demand gold payments 
from Germany. No country can 
establish and maintain a gold basis 
for its currency if it is compelled to 
send abroad every ounce of gold 
which it can raise by hook or by | 
crook.

But in spite of the generous words 
of the act, which the Government 
and women all over the world pro- 
claimed as ‘‘ the woman's charter of 
liberty,’ the practice of giving the 
high and well paid positions to men 
without regard to ability was not 
changed, the right of women to serve 
as jurors was lieft by a qualifying 
clause to courts and Judges; women 
continue to be dismissed in large 
numbers from the civil service and 
as policewomen to make places for 
men, and teachers, doctors and even 
charwomen are dismissed from their 
positions upon marriage. Lady 
Rhondda’s recent petition for a seat 
in the House of Lords as a peeress 
in her own right involved the right 
of nineteen other peeresses. Jt was 
based on the opening words of the 
Sex Disqualification Removal act: 
‘* A person shall not be disqualified 
by sex or marriage from the exercise 
of any public function.’’ But when

of over 8O, who walked through 
deep snow to give her vote to the 
woman candidate."’ 

The great importance of the work 
of this society is clear when we 
realize the fact that women can- 
didates for Parliament are usually 
chosen because of their previous rec- 
ords as local government officials. 
It has trained a large bodv of women 
who are well equipped and ready. 

The Woman's Freedom League is 
also showing political acumen. Its 
leading spirit is the veteran and 
fearless Mrs. Despard, who organ- 
ized the silent picket by women of 
the House of Commons during the 
trying Winter of 1910-11, This vigil 
was kept for months, day and night, 
while the House was in session, and 
was a potent influence in rousing 
public opinion for suffrage. She 
holds firmly with John Stuart Mill 
that the power and worth of a State 
in the long run is the power and 
worth of the individuals composing 
it, and that civilization has lost 
much through the repression of 
women. In her speeches she often 
quotes his words: “The princi- 
ple which regulates the existing so- 
cial relations between the sexes — 
the legal subordination of one sex to 
the other—is wrong in itself, and 
now one of the chief hindrances of 
human improvement; and it ought 
to be replaced by a principle of per- ; 
fect equality, admitting no power or 
privilege on the one side, nor dis- 
ability on the other side.” 


So the league, in addition to its 
program of equality legislation, such 
as winning for women the right to 
vote, like men, at the age of 21, and 
a mothers’ equal guardianship law, 
stands and works for an equal share 
in government. It wants every 
jury to consist of six women and six 
men, women officers and doctors in 
charge of women's institutions, an 
equal number of women and men 
on all tocal government bodies, 
equal opportunity in all professions, 
trades and trades unions, equal pay 
for equal work. It urges that ali 
»posts in Government. departments, 
fvom the Premiership &nd Cabinet 
offices down through the diplomatic 
and*eonsular and civil services shall 
be equally accessible to men and 
women. 

The league shows practical good 
sense in realizing tat these aims 
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are not worth the 
written on without securing a large 
number of women in Parliament. 


So it is preparing to take an active/ 


part in the approaching general 
election, by inducing qualified wo- 
men, no matter what their party, to 
come forward as candidates. The 
league will then campaign actively 
for them, with the object of getting 
** three hundred women ino Parlia- 
ment,’’ half its membership. The 
only test applied to these candidates 
is that they shall place the inter- 
ests of women first, whatever their 
party, and work inside 
the House of Commons for equality. 

Another manifestation of the Eng- 
lish genius for government and for 
adaptation to new conditions in pol- 
itics—a genius which Mrs. Sidney 
Webb* tells me will prevent Eng- 
land’s ever having a violent revo- 
iution—is found in the Consultative 
Committee of Women's Organiza- 
tions, under the presidency of Lady 
Astor. It is the outgrowth of a 
series of informal conferences held 
last year at her house in St. James 
Square. The genius appears not so 
much in the formation of the com- 
mittee—Lady Astor herself referred 
a little mistakenly the other day to 
the very conservative American 
Women's Joint Congressional Com 
mittee as its counterpart—but in the 
vital work it is doing. Nearly one 
kundred organizations, most of them 
mational and composed wholly or 
partly of women, are represented on 
it. These include professional group

The same 
organization, which conducts food 
stations in 1,000 communities all 
over Germany, now is feeding about 
373,000 children and 6,500 mothers. 
This done with food provided 
jeintly by German-Americans 
the German Government. In the 
months of January to August, in- 
clusive, the Quaker organization 
served 87,000,000 meals, and the 
value of the food contributed from 
America in this time was 300,000,000 
marks. ss 

The renewed activity of the mu- 
nicipal kitchen indicates that Ger- 
many's cry of hunger is not entirely 
propaganda (though some of it un- 
doubtedly is), for it is furnishing 
meals to 8,000 children and 6,000 
aduits daily, its superintendent told 
me, at 49 feeding stations through- 
eut the city. The food served costs 
the city 42 cents a liter and is dis- 
tributed to the poor, who are admit- 
ted on presentation of cards certify- 
ing their need, for 12 marks a 
ration of one liter. It consists 
principally of a thick, palatable 
vegetable soup, to which meat is 
added three times a week. Some of 
the needy are served in a mess-hal! 
adjoining the central kitchen, and op 
«che day I visited it there were shiv- 
ering men and women in line at the 
door an hour before time for it to 
open. 

The sick in the hospitals are feel- 
ing the pinch of high prices, too, and 
the food ration for the patients has 
been greatly reduced. Before the 
war the allowance each week for 
each patient included 2,500 grams of 
meat, 500 grams of butter and half 
a liter of milk. The maximum in 
these essential elements is 600 grams 
of meat, 230 grams of fat (not but- 
ter) and seven-tenths of a liter of 
milk. The heating problem is as- 
suming grave proportions for the 
hospitals because of the shortage of 
coal and its extremely high price. 

The unskilled workingman in Ger- 
many has suffered less since the 
war im relation to the other section: 
of the population than any except 
the profiteering group. It is true 
that his wages have not kept pace 
with the cost of necessities, but there 
has been a leveling of wages under 
the semi-socialistic régime now con- 
trolling Germany, so that there is 
very little difference in wages be- 
tween highly skilled and unskil'ed 
men. Formerly the skilled worker 
earned, on the average, half as much 
again as bis unskilled neighbor. The 
worker is enabled to keep up with 
the rise of prices that accompanies 
each fall of the mark in interna- 
tional exchange by a system of 
weekly wage revisions. 

The average German workingman 
earns about 3,360 marks a week. 
and it is necessary for him to spend 
half of this on food alone. To get 
a diet containing the requisite 
amount of protein he should spend 
2,000 marks a week. This leaves 
little. for clothing, fuel, medicines 
and amusements, and clothing costs 
almost as much here, reckoned in 
doliars, as it does in New, York. 

Rent, which looms so high In 
America, is almost negligible in the 
budget of the average Berliner, be- 
cause the city bas exercised contro) 
over rents to the extent of exploit- 
ing the landlords and has allowed 
rents to increase only five or six 
fold, while the prices of everything 
else have risen a hundredfold. With 
the American dollar in hand, the 
prices of many things are ridicu- 
lously low to Americans, a fact 
which does not increase any liking 
they may have for us, as they pic- 
ture us with pockets bulging with 
good American currency. An Amer- 
ican can lunch very well for a quar- 
ter, and I know one who has a good 
apartment for three dollars a month. 
But to all but the wealthier Ger- 
mans the prices are ruinous in pro- 
portion to the few thousand marks 
they receive a month. When one 
éonsiders meat at 250 marks a 
pound, butter at 400, potatoes at 50 
marks and lard at 250, he wonders 
how the average German exists. 

It is the middle class, most of all 
the intellectuals, who are in the most 
serious situation in Germany, for 
their income has risen the least in 
Proportion to prices. Middie-class 
Germans will tell you with evident 
sincerity that the best type of citli- 
zen Germany knows, the teachers 
and professional people, are in dan- 
ser of eventual extinction uniess 
something happens to rescue them. 
Many of these have cut their phys- 
ical standard of living almost tp the

hunger point and are doing without 
those elements which gave them 
their intellectual value—books, the- 
atres, travel and educational advan- 
tages for their children. Such fine 
types as college professors now are 
traveling third or even fourth class 
they find it necessary to 
travel, and German scientists are 
complaining that their means are so 
reduced that they have had to dis- 
pense largely with the purchase of 
new books and the subscription to 
periodicals which would keep them 
in touch with what others are doing 
in the same field. 

This squeezing out of the middle 
class, which has a parallel, though 
a@ less serious one, in Arherica and 
every large country, involves count- 
less thousands in Berlin. It is a 
phenomenon that cannot be meas- 
ured, and no one can even guess at 
the number of middle-class people 
who are in want, because they are 
of the sort who never will ask as- 
sistance in their distress. A large 
portion of the Government officials 
have slid down greatly in the finan- 
cial scale and this has had the in- 
teresting result of bringing this 
class, which once was the strong- 
hold of the reactionaries, more into 
line with the labor group in outlook 
and sympathy. Formerly the aver- 
age German official earned seven 
times as much as the laborer. Now 
he earns less than twice as much 
and his habitual standard of living 
is far higher. 

This reduction of the middle classes 
is forcing them to every conceivable 
shift to get along, and women of a 
class who would not consider work- 
ing under ordinary circumstances 
now are trying to earn money. A 
little shop has been opened in the 
old wing of the Kaiser's 
where needlework done by some 
1,000 middle-class women is sold. 

A physician who is weil known for 
a very delicate brain operation told 
me that physicians in Germany are 
barely making ends meet, for people 
now go without consulting a doctor 
unless they are in the most serious 
condition, and then they usually can 
pay little. ‘* Formerly I made five 
times as much money as I needed,” 
he said. “ Now I am earning barely 
enough to meet my bills. Under the 
State health insurance law, people 
can get an operation performed for 
60 marks. That is only 3 centr 
in your money. It won't buy a box 
of cigarettes.” He introduced me to 
his assistant, a surgeon who pos- 
sesses the much-guarded title of 
professor, and the latter was wear- 
ing shoes which were grotesquely 
dilapidated. He simply did not have 
5,000 marks to buy a new pair. 

University instructors and schoo 
eachers who used to get salaries 0° 
2,500 marks before the war, an 
could live comfortably on them, now 
are earning from something ove! 
20,000 to 36,000 marks a month an4 
are cramped down to the minimutin 
of existence level. They have fore- 
gone the old custom of traveling 
about the country in vacation time 
attending educational and scientific 
neetings and generally adding to 
heir culture, and some of them, ] 
was told, are even selling their 
books. The worst dressed men in 
Berlin are to be found around the 
gates of her great university, and 
some of these educators eat their 
‘unch in a small coffee shop patron- 
ized largely by hack drivers. 

It is impossible to know how many 
of the prosperous-appearing peopie 
ome sees on the streets of Berlin may 
aot actually belong to the group that 
zets barely enough to eat. Some cf 
“hem have a genius for keeping up 
appearances on clothing left from 
better times. I know of one young 
woman in Berlin, the wife of an ac- 
complished violinist who has studied 
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But—goodness!—he didn’t say it was 
always born twins with an armis- 
tice, and there’s no great reason yet 
for thinking the period of parturi- 
tion is entirely over. 

However this may be, the war 
has djslodged from their hiding 
places a multitude of old things, 
and war money, as if created for the 
purpose, is beginning to haunt the 
art sales, starting in—inevitably, it 
would geem—on its share in the 
eternal sifting process.

SEE YOUR DOCTOR AT FORTY 


ran a headline in an English journal recently. 

The paper reported an imterview with Dr. 

Alfred Cox, the Medical Secretary to the 
British Medical Association. The point of view 
expressed by this noted man is so deeply in har- 
mony with the principles of the Life Extension 
Institute that we venture to quote what he said 
in full: 


“The war taught Englishmen the value of health. 
Men generally have no longer such a rooted objec- 
tion to ‘passing the doctor.’ They do not now funk 
the doctor.

We could go much further than Dr. Cox, how- 
ever, and say: 

“Do not wait until you are 40, but see your doctor 
now.” 


Even among people who suppose themselves well, 


there are often chronic and sometimes irremediable — 


changes at that age which had beginnings in early 
youth. It would be very unwise to suppose that 
the average man can bowl along leading an average, 
careless existence without taking thought of a 
possible ‘breakdown until he enters the fourth 
decade.

The folly, therefore, of waiting until 40 to thor- 
oughly overhaul the human mechanism and _ ascer- 
tain whether any damage has been done, must be 
apparent. The results of school inspection, of 
draft examinations and other forms of physical 
examination which seek to disclose physical de- 
fects, all show the heavy liability that is carried by 
the man who waits until he is 40 to be examined. 
We think Dr. Cox is correct in his statement that 
men generally have no longer such a rooted objec- 
tion to “passing the doctor.” The very fact that 
the examinations of millions of men have shown 
that the average man is more or less defective 
takes away the apprehension that many formerly 
felt regarding such examinations. 


These disturbances of the body organs, these in- 
fections and other impairments which, accidentally 
discovered in former times, appeared to mark a 
man off from his fellows as a subject for doom, are 
now looked upon as a mark of the average man. 


There is no occasion for acute alarm, when these 
are found, but there is abundant warrant for tak- 
ing common-sense measures to correct the trouble 
and attain something better than average health. 


Undoubtedly in the operation of such a system 
serious and menacing conditions are sometimes 
found, but is it not better to find them under con- 
ditions where an individual can be safeguarded and 
protected than to have the discovery made under 
other tragic and distressing circumstances?

O'Malley said, ‘‘ The voice is 
ene of the most important elemer’s ia 
gcreen acting.’’ 

‘It's true,’’ he continued, “ that the voice 
can’t be heard on the screen, but it isn't 
too much to say that it can be seen. fF 
moan that the vibrations of the voice af- 
fect the playing cf a motion-picture per- 
former t# s far greater extent than most 
people dream. 

“In the first pte, screen acting isn't 
pantomime. It follows closely the tech- 
hique of the eaking stage and it is silly 
to. suppose that one could follow that tech- 
nique, eyen with the variations demanded 
by the cameras, and atandon the miost 
potent force an actor possesses—the voice. 

“I have played opposite various stars. 
and I have noticed in almost every cese 
that those stars who know how to use 
thelr vocal chords in enacting their roles 
drew the most from their cast. All play 
acting demands a oertain sincerity and a 
certain assumption on the part of the au- 
Gience and spectators that something fic- 
tional {ts something true. . Well, do you 
think that it {s possible for motion-picture 

erformers and their directors to enter spir- 

tedly into acting which is manifestly un- 
real, or rather unconvincing, since we who 
—. before the camera hear what is being 
said. 
“An orator with a squeaky little voice 
doesn’t keep the attention of the crowd, 
and oratory, of the best sort, is a valuable 
equipment for the actor. I play my roles 
for the screeen as though I had to keep the 
attention of the audience before me, and 
so do all capable screen players. Your 
yoice, used that way, isn’t wasted. No 
@ramatic force is wasted when correctly 
used.”’ 

Now, outside of the reference to panto- 
mime—and O’Malley is welcome to his 
©pinion, so far as that is concerned—the 
idea of the statement which came from the 
Ceast two or three months ago Interested 
Mme. Many screen players have told me 
that some directors make them speak lines 
tm keeping with the parts they are playing, 
and try in every way to get them Into the 
@pirit of thelr parts as they affeot the 
whole play instead of as they affect vari- 
ous episodes, while other directors merely 
send the players through different scenes, 
ordering em to laugh or cry, as the case 
May be, without bothering much about 
why they are laughing or crying. 

It has seemed to me that a player’s job 
is not made any less hard because in 
motion-picture making the order in which 
@cenes are made has nothing whatever to 
do with the plot. As every one knows, the 
exteriors may be all made at once and the 
interiors all made at once. An actor has a 
big scene indoors and a month or so later 
he ig called upon to continue it out o 
doors. 

While this has nothing directly to do 
with your strong feeling against scenes 
that only get across via subtitles, {t seems 
to me it has a direct bearing on the prob- 
lem of effective pantomime on the screen, 
Anyhow, it’s been on my mind to suggest 
it to you for some time, and here it {s. 


First, as to Mr. O'Malley. He says 
“ screen acting isn’t pantomime.” But 
fm the previous paragraph he says that 
“the vibrations of the voice affect the 
playing of a motion picture performer to 


a far greater extent than most people | 


dream.’’ The vibrations affect his 
** playing.’’ What, please, is the “ play- 
ing’’ of an actor on the silent screen 
if it isn't pantomime, that is, the use of 


the face, limbs and body to convey ideas |

And {ff he 
doesn't convey anything, but leaves it 
to subtitles to do so, then, surely, he 
fen‘t acting. The subtitles are doing the 
work and he is only decorating the scene.

And this doesn’t require any spoken 
lines, does it? 

As sald last week, spoken subtitles 
cannot be always avoided in the photo- 
play of the present, and no director 
should be expected to get along entirely 
without them; but they should be re- 
duced to @ minimum and used only in 
connection with scenes ‘expressive in 
themselves as motion pictures, for the 
photoplay that lacks expressive pictures 
and depends mainly upon spoken sub- 
titles, as many do, is psychologically

STEREOSCOPIC FILMS. 


W. GRIFFITH, who may be 

counted on to be Interested in 

any new cinematographic de- 
vslopment, whether he himself is re- 
sponsible for it or not, has become in- 
terested in the possibility of motion pic- 
tures with three dimensions, and when 
asked to give his ideas on the subject, 
commented as follows: 

“Motion pictures will never realize 
their ideal effectiveness until they are 
stereoscopic. In every art where there 
is an industrial feature to it, the in- 
dustrial part develops more rapidly than 
the artistic. That is because we are an 
industrial nation and have more minds 
trained that way. 

‘With a real stereoscopia effect, how- 
ever, motion pictures could be made so 
vivid that they would drive the audience 
from its seats. Our public is trained to 
the utmost ‘resources of the voice, We 
can scream on tha stage, explode 
weapons, shriek and agonize, and the 
audience is prepared. But if a power- 
ful dramatic scene were put into a film 
with absolute stereoscopic vividness, I 
don't believe an audience could stand It. 

‘Bor instance, suppose we. were to 
show a dagger thrust driving into the 
very faces of the audience: What would 
happen? If we were to show some fig- 
ure coming toward the audience,‘a figure 
that we consider forceful with our pres- 
ent photography, it would be appalling. 

“ The true stereoscopic effect will add 
a mighty force to motion pictures, It 


weary 
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will make them beyond any comparison 
the most powerful medium of expression 
of which any one has dreamed. 

“We are, of course, im what will be 
called the early experimental stage of 
such development; Where .the effect 
depends upon individual mechanism for 
each spectator, it is of course.a compli- 


cated arrangement, and difficult to re- 
duce from a novelty to popularity. 

‘And before the stereoscopic film is 
@enerally used, it will be necessary, it 
seems to me, to have a period of prep- 
aration for audiences, which will take 
many months, if not years.’’

ERHAPS no other composer of 
high standing has gone in so 
thoroughly for an “ animal 
piece” in music as Saint- 
Satns did in his ‘“ Carnaval des 
Animaux,” which Mr. Damrosch 
played last week in the opening con- 
cert of the New York Symphony Or- 
chestra. It is a more or less amusing 
and ingenious attempt to represent a 
whole menageris of animals, and 
some others, by means of tones and 
timbres.

Chaliapin om Musical Russia. 

Fyodor Chaliapin said in an interview 
for The Scotsman that communism has 
for the time been- abandoned. in Russia. 
When it was first attempted, the opera 
was thrown open to the people free of 
charge, until conditions no longer per- 
mitted of so generous a method. The 
stage and concert platform 4re, accord- 
ing to M. Chaliapin, still better sup- 
ported by the Bolsheviki than anything 
else in the country. *As for the general 
regeneration of Russia, M. Chaliapin 
believes that it will come, though per- 
haps not in his own time. 

The singer’s deep-set gray eyes, usual- 
ly placid, lit up as he exclaimed, “I 
know the history of Russia. The nation 
will never sink, but one day will be- 
come a great nation.” He seemed to in- 
dicate, however, that the idea of federa- 
tion, would become the permanént basis 
of stability. He was impressive on the 
great exodus from the former capital, 
and said that the population of Petro- 
grad, 2,500,000 before the revolution, 
was now only 600,000. Moscow, which 
numbered formerly 2,500,000 people, 
now numbered 6,000,000.

N Russia, where most things are 


bought and paid for at top-heavy 
prices and where the profit-seeking 


impulse is blooming luxuriantly 

after its period of forcible suppres- 
gion, it is refreshing to find one insti- | 
tution that is running smoothly along | 
genuinely co-operative lines. Such an 
‘institution is the leaderless orchestra 
which gives excellent concerts in the 
Moscow Conservatory. 

Not only does the orchestra play with- 
out a leader; its programs and its) 
personnel are selected by common con-| 
gent. All the members of the organiza- | 
tion receive the same salary. And the 
orchestra is far from being a freak or | 
@ heavily subsidized experiment. Its 
conoerts are admirably rendered, and it 
atands absolutely on its own feet finan- 
‘dally. 

I interviewed Mr. Zeitlin, the concert- 
meister and chief organizer of the or- 
ohestra, immediately after the perform-| 
ance of a brilliant Tschaikovsky pro- 
gram, which included the ‘* Pathetique ” 
Symphony, the symphonic poem “ Fran- 
gesca, da Rimini,” and the sonorous 
piano ooncerto in B flat minor. The} 
interview shared the communal! spirit of | 
the undertaking. Several of the musi- 
alans sat with the concertmeister in the | 
Uttle room behind the stage entrance | 


its members, rather than the will and 
personality of a ‘single conductor. It 
was only last year, however, that it 
was possible to make a start in this 
direction, The sum of 30,000,000 rubles 
was scraped together; and on this basis 
the first concert was launched. Thirty 
million rubles, by the way, would seem 
to suggest a handsome permanent en- 
dowment fund; but at prevalent rates of 
exchange it really represents the nar- 
rowest kind of a shoestring. The audi- 


ence which came to the first perform- 
ance did not expect to hear a musical 


eoncert. It rather looked forward to 
being diverted by a strange and discor- 
dant braying of instruments. Mr. Zeitlin 
and his colleagues had set for. them- 
selves a hard test in Beethoven's Eroica 
Symphony. They passed it triumphant- 
ly; and from that time on they steadily 
won a more important place in the mu- 
sical life of Moscow. Every seat in the 
large Conservatory auditorium had been 
sold for their Tschaikovsky program. 

‘“We feel that there are distinct ad- 
vantages in our democratic form of or- 
ganization,” said Mr. Zeitlin, ‘‘ For in- 
stance, in rehearsals every member of 
our orchestra is free to suggest new 
methods of interpreting certain passages. 
We always try out these suggestions and 
often get valuable conceptions of the 
composer's spirit and intention in this 
way.” 

I asked Mr. Zeitlin how the orchestra 
was always able to atart together in 
perfect,harmony without any apparent 
signal. in 

“There is always a moment of pro- 
found stillness when the audience ex- 


| pects the performance to begin,’’ he re- 


plied. ‘* We have learned to sense this 
moment instinctively. I don’t think we 
would experience any dfficulty in start- 
ing together, even with our eyes closed.”’ 

The orchestra is planning to submit 
its theory of collective musicianship to 
an interesting test later in the Fall. 
Glezounov, one of the best known of 
the modern Russian composers, has 
heard of its work and refuses to 
believe that a concert can be held effec- 
tively without a conductor. So it is 
planned to give a concert of Glazounov’s 
own compositions under his direction, 
and to repeat the program without 
any leader the following night. After

Foeling among British musicians is he- 
coming very bitter, says The London 
Times, against American musicians, 
who, it is declared, are enterin this 
country in increasing numbers, though 
a large number of British players are 
still unemployed. An attempt has been 
made by the Amalgamated Musicians’ 
Union to interest the Home Office and 
the Ministry of Labor in the matter, but 
the answers received have been 
satisfactory that the union has decided 
to take the matter into its own hands. 

It has been decided that the only ef- 
fective way to deal With the matter is 
to approach individtial employers of 
American musicians. 

The situation has come to a head 
through the entry into this country of a 
large number of saxophone players from 
America, some of whom landed in Eng- 
land quite freely as ‘‘ students,’’ and 
after a few days began work in English 
orchestras. In other cases they have 
been permitted to enter by the Ministry 
of Labor on the ground that there is a 
dearth of saxophone players. This the 
musicians’ union strongly denies. 

J. B. McEwen'’s new symphony was

NEW YORK HOTEL CITY. | 
San Francisco Nearest Competitor, 
Chicago Next In Line. 


ESPITE the importanes of New 
D York’s hotels tn the Wfe of the 

city, a census of their capacity 
has been only recently made. It is often 
difficult to draw a line of distinction 
between hotels and residential apart- 
ment hotels and even boarding houses. 
The flgures prepared are conservative 
and doubtless understate New York's 
equipment fn this respect. It Is esti- 
mated that there are 284 hotels in New 
York which may be definitely classed 
as such. This does not include many 
hotela or lodging houses along the 
waterfronts, nor a considerable class 
of apartment houses, which accommo- 
date translent guests, and no boarding 
houses of any kind. 

In this group of hotels 60,000 rooms 
are available. Combined accommoda- 
tions are estimated at 110,000. The next 
city in point of hotel accommodations ts 
San Francisco, with one-half thig capas- 
ity. The third city is Chicago, with but 
40 per cent. of the hotel accommodations 
of New York. 

New York, as might be expected, has 
by far the greatest number of large 
hotels. Of the 284 listed 18 have 450 
rooms and up. There are 64 hotels with 
from 200 to 450 rooms each. The coms 
monest type of hotel is of the ¢lass con- 
taining from 50 to 200 rooms, of which 
there are 120. There are 43 hotels with 
from 25 to 50 rooms each. No account 
has been taken of hotels with less than 
23 rooms, There are many of these 


hotels, and thelr combined capacity {s 
considerable. 

The demand for hotels of different 
types varies throughout the country. 
In San Francisco there are but four 
hotels of the largest type, having 450 
rooms or more. The hotel with from 


50 to 200 rooms apparently is the most 


popular there, the total in that class 
being 99, which compares favorably 
with New York’s 120. Chicago, al- 
though below the Pacific Coast city in 
the number of its hotels, has twice as 
many large hotels and less than one- 
half as many of the smaller type. Los 
Angeles, with a population greater 
than San Francisco, has but 89 hotels of 


all classes. After New York, San 
Francisco and Chicago come Los An- 
geles, Kansas City, Seattle and Den- 
ver. One looks in vain for the cities of 
the East near the head of the column, 


Next in turn come Detroit, St, Louls 


and Washington; after these Boston 
with 69 hotela of all kinds and Phila- 
delphia with but 52, 

The largest hotels are widely scat- 
tered. There ara upward f 100 hotels 
with more than 450 rooms, Following 
New York with 38 such hotels come 
Chicage with 12, Log Angeles with 5, 
San Francisco, 4, and Minneapolis, New 
Orleans, Pittsburgh, Boston, Cleveland 
and Detroit with each, New York 
easily leads in the number of residen-

Working Out Their Own 


Social Economy. 


BUILD UP BODY AND MIND 


Summer Camp One of Thelr Success- 
ful Ventures—Living on Little 
Reduced to Sclence.

HEN President Hopkins of 
Dartmouth College declared 
that our institutions for 
higher learning were over- 
crowded with ‘men whose 
sole interest in academic life was to ob- 
tain that economic advantage and 
social position which are accorded to 
the college graduate—in other words, 
who look upon their college as the pre- 
liminary toward getting a $50 a week 
job after graduation and eventually ad- 
mittance to the University Club of New 
York—he did not except from that cate- 
gory a certain clags of student which is 
swelling the enrollment of almost every 
college and university of recognized 
rank, the disabled 
sent there by the Government for eco- 
nomic rehabilitation. These men are in 
college for purely materialistic reasons. 
They ‘are required to gtudy_ only those 
subjects that will fit them later for a 
profession or occupation by which they 
can support themselves. But if there 
remains any doubt in President Hop- 
kins’s mind, or in the mind of any one 
else, as to the wisdom of continuing 
these men in.college, he need but look 
at the record of the members of the 
Come Back Club of Columbia Univer- 
sity, an organization made up of dis- 
abled veterans training under the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, Division of Re- 
habilitation.

be sajd that these men com- 
pose an exceptional group. In a sense 
they do. As a class they are physically 
under par—more than 10 per cent. below 
their prewar physical efficlency. They 
are not learning for learning's sake.

DR. SELIGMAN ANSWERS HOOVER 


the Allies be called a just debt? We 
have every legal right to demand it, but 
from the higher point of view have we 
a moral right? We emerged from the 
stupendous struggle with clean hands, 
indeed, but with full hands. We are 
the one nation in the world which has 
Is it not almost 
like adding insult to injury to ask those 
who suffered the most and who bore the 
brunt of a common enterprise to suffer 
still more in order to enrich us further?

Inasmuch, however, as the debt is un- 
oubtedly a legal obligation, the question 
arises as to the ability of the debtors te 
pay. Here we must not fool ourselves: 
Technically,.we are confronted by one

} our real debtors are all of them in the 
| second category, for our real debtors

In effect Great Britain 
served simply as a channel through 
which we made loans to the Continental 
Allies; the ten billions went to the Con- 
tirrent, although part of it went there 
through an indirect and devious route 
via Great Britain, The question, there- 
fore, resolves itself into this: Can the 
Continental countries pay the debts? Are 
they in any position to do so? 

Mr. Hoover tells us that the fnterest 
and amortization charges upon the debts 
amount to only from 2 to 12 per cent. 
of their annual income. But if what has 
just been stated is true, and if our in- 
sistence on payment by Great Britain 
puts her into the unfortunate position of 
demanding payment from the other 
Allies, Mr. Hoover’s figures must be at 
least doubled. The Allies will be called 
upon to pay not from 2 to 12 per cent. 
of their annual income, but from 4 te

From the point of view of the equities | 
therefore, can the debt of 


First, of course, they can be paid in 
cash, 1. e., in gold. This method of dis- 
posing of the allied debts can, however, 
be eliminated because the Continental 
nations have no gold to speak of. The 
great mass of the world’s gold supply is 
in the United States. 

The second possible method of paying 
a nation’s debts is by turning over do- 
mestic property to the foreign creditor. 
Where the creditor is the Government, 
which of course cannot retain the 
property that may come into its posses- 
sion, but must dispose of it to~“private 
individuals, it is clear that if the lands, 
railroads, or factories abroad were 
turned over to our Government in pay- 
ment of the debt the Government would’ 
have to dispose of them to individual 
investors. But why should American 
citizens invest in European lands, rail- 
roads, or factories under the present 
conditions, with the prospects of end- 
lessly increased taxation and decreasing 
incomes staring them in the face? 

The political impossibility of the situa- 
tion, moreover, is obvious. No self-re- 
specting nation would allow absentee 
ownership of all its land and industries, 
and, on the other hand, no’nation would 
look with favor on the investment by 
its own citizens in an immense amount 
of property abroad, which would make 
them waver in their allegiance because 
of their economic interests. Politically 
as well as economically, the attempt te 
pay debts by the transfer of one nation’s 
property to another is excluded. 


We come, in the third place, to the 
so-called ‘‘invisible iterns'"’ on which 
Mr. Hoover lays so much stress. That 
these items exist is undoubted. In all 
international financia] relations we have 
to deal with the money in the possession 
of immigrants or emigrants, with sums 
expended by tourists; with profits on 
shipping; with bankers’ commissions; 
with insurance premiums, and with in- 
terest on investments. Every elementary 
textbook of economics makes allowance 
for these. Ever since the time of Cairnes 
we have made the distinction between 
the balance of trade and what is known 
as the equilibrium of commerce. The 
balance of trade which refers only to 
imports and exports of commodities is 
a familiar concept. Exports must bal- 
ance imports, imports must balance ex- 
ports. If there is a surplus of exports 
over imports, we speak of a favorable 
balance of trade. But the equilibrium of 
commerce is a different matter. 


Because of the existence of the so- 
called invisible items, the debits and 
credits between any two countries gen- 


} erally stand at an equilibrtum when 
| there is a definite excess either of ex- 
|} ports or imports. 


Great Britain before 
the war, for instance, received such im- 
mense sums as interest, freight, bank- 
ers’ commissions, tnsurance premiums, 
&c., that its commerce with foreign 
countries as a whole was in equilibrium 
when she imported several hundred mifl- 
lion dollars more than she exported. Her 
debits and credits in international trade 
were equilibrated through an excess of 
imports. Her imports were paid for py 
her exports plus her profits. The ex- 
cess of imports consisted of profits in 
these invisible items,

While the new design carries three 
lights, the centre one only will be used 
for signalling. This traffic regulator, 
by means of a revolving disk, will flash 
on and off the green, red and yellow 
signals. The remaining two lights will 
be used in an emergency. In case of 
robbery and fire, traffic can be halted 
as soon as the red lights are flashed, 
The present lighting system is to be ex- 
tended east and west, not to the extent 
of erecting téwers similar to those on 
Fifth Avenue, but by placing signals 
on the elevated roads and on atreet 
corners, and connecting the signals 
with the master tower at Forty-second 
Street. This would eliminate the present 
difficulties of drivers going east and

Installation of Traffic Belfries, 

As the heavy traffic on Fifth Avenue 
cannot, without serious inconvenience 
and delay, be diverted, it has been neo- 
essary to plan carefully the installation 
of the traffic belfries so as to do away 
with the usual building confusion which 
marks any construction in city streets. 

| When completed the towers will be 
brought on trucks from the foundry to 
the foundations which have already 
been placed on Fifth Avenue, and by 
means of derricks swung into position 
and there securely bolted.

Many Face Hard Times. 


Many of those who are to be shipped 
back to New York are wondering what 
they will do after they get there, and 
those who live at a distance and have 
a few dollars are nursing their funds 
to carry them over the final lap of| 
their journey. With each shipment of 
passengers will go a list, prepared by 
the American Aid Society after an in- 
vestigation of each case, giving direc- 
tions as to what disposition is necessary 
for each person. This list will be given 
to the Charities Organization of New 
York. 

Many of the cases are truly pathetic, 
some of them tragic, Others are funny. 
A few are disgusting. Some people be- 
come demoralized in Paris, and come 
to grief of their own fault. Others are 
the victims of circumstances. Some are 
simply stupid. A surprisingly large 
number of tourists lose all track of 
their finances and find it necessary to 
ask for help. They suddenly find that 
they have not enough money left to pay 
their fare back home; sometimes they 
cannot even meet their hotel bills. 
Often the circumstances that have led 
to their impoverishment are such that 
they hesitate to appeal to their friends 
or families. In the majority of these 
cases the money advanced them is a 
loan and eventually is repaid. 

There are a@ good many Americans in 
France who have lived abroad for years 
on money that they have saved or in- 
herited, and who have reached or are 
near the enJ of their resources. Some 
of them have been disowned by rela- 
tives in the United States, and the only 
help they can get is from a relief or- 
ganization. Several of these will be

the most tangible as well as the most 
interesting plan of all, and is already 
at work on ft. The seating capacity of 
this great Pacific Coast bow! is to be 
not less than 75,000, and the city has an 
eye open for the Olympic games. In 
fact, the International Olympic Com 
mittee has authorized Los Angeles to 
hold international games under the pat- 
ronage of the committee in September, 
1923, as part of the dedication sxer~ 
cises of the new stadium, but Los An- 
geles is out for the Olympic games of 
1982. Those of 1924 are to be held in 
Paris and in 1928 the contest also will 
take place in Europe.

The development of the idea for large 
| Stadiums began at Harvard about 
twenty years ago. The Harvard Stadium 
; Was completed in 1903. It was considered 
| one of the wonders of the athletic world 
in its time, although its seating capacity 
is hardly more than half that of the 
Ohio stadium and the Yale Bowl. It is 
built in the form of a horseshoe, with an 
official seating capacity of 34,475, and 
additional room for about 3,500 extra 
seats. It cost $200,000, contributed by 
alumni. 

Five years passed before another large 
stadium was constructed at any Amer 
ican university. Dr. James R. Day, 
then Chancellor of Syracuse University, 
induced the late John D. Archbold te 
build an amphitheatre for the univer 
sity. It covers more than six acres and 
has a seating capacity of about 40,000. 
After this stadium was completed in 
1908 a few smaller_ones were construct- 
ed at other colleges, but it remained 
for Yale’s graduates to set a mark in 
its big bowl. 

Virtually all the great universities ere 
falling in line, with principal] activity 
in the Middle West, where interest in 
football has reached its highest . pitch, 
and on the Pacific Coast, where football 
enthusiasts aspire to a great series of 
Intersectional football games to de 
termine the championship of the coun- 
try, despite the fact that many of the 
larger universities already have fore 
sworn intersectional contests and will- 
confine their playing to teams in their 
own territory.

| harbor the delusion that we can any 
longer be sufficient unto ourselves Alone. 
More and more we shall have to depend 
on our exports, whether of raw materials 
or of manufactured products. Let us not, 
in the excess of our zeal, kill with one 
stone two birds each of which we should 
seek to keep alive—the one, the hope of

Big Trade in This New Essential

from the Province of Shan- 
tung. While the shipment of such nets 
from Shanghai reached a total valué 
of $2,545,000 in 1921, Shanghai is only 
a trans-shipment port for Shantung. 
Last year Chefoo, tne largest producing 
centre, sent to this country 1,667,914 
gross of nets. 

“When direct trade in human hair 
nets was taken up with China, large 
quantfties of imperfect, undersized and 
generally poor nets were exported, This 
finally resulted in the establishment at 
Chefoo and Tsinan, by the foreign and 


a few larger Chinese exporters, of hair 
net inspection factories, some employing 
as many as 1,000 operatives. Here hair 
net cargoes are inspected and, if neces- 
sary, the nets are repaired before being 
shipped The net making itself is a 
home industry. The hair is distributed 
in the villages in the section back of 
Chefoo and in the région of the Shan- 
tung Railway from Tainan to Tsing-tao, 
and the nets usuaily pass through the 
hands of several Chinese middlemen be- 
fore they are offered by the Chinese 
dealers to the exporters.

STRICTER AUTO LAWS. 


Legislation Directed Against Speed- 
Ing and Motor Trucks. 


ERB are many indications 

L throughout the country that auto- 

mobile legislation this year will be 
Mivected in many States toward vigorous 
laws against speeding and in the imposi- 
tion of higher fees upon motor trucks on 
the plea that this is necessary to pay 
fer the higher costs of road maintenance 
and reptir, SYricter regulations against 
overloading will aiso figure in the pro- 
posed legislation. Many Hasiern States 
elready have positive laws against the 
overload evil, New York having adopted 
@uch en act at the last legislative 
session. 

Severed bills are boing prepared, it ‘is 
emnounced, for the coming session of 
the Illinois Legislature to deal with | 
these and other automotive areas. | 
Senator Frank Hanson is submitting to | 
the automobile clubs there a bill he has} 
drafted in the interests of highway 
eafety and the elimination of accidents, | 
It proposes to hit the speed motorist at | 
the first offense. 

One section of the bill stipulates that 
mo person shall operate a motor vehicle 
upon a public highway at e@ speed | 
greater than twenty-five miles an paw) 
while passing another vehicle moving in 
an opposite direction. No person oper | 
ating a motor vehicle shall pass a/} 
vehicle standing upon such highway at | 
@ speed greater than ten miles an hour. | 

The penalty provided for a violation | 
ranges from a $10 to a $200 fine, except 
where there is personal or property in- } 
jury, when it provides a fine of $1,000, 
imprisonment from one to five years, | 
and prohibition from operating a car 
upon the highways of Illinois for a} 
period of two years from the date of 
the accident. } 

It is believed by Senator Hanson that | 
the last clause will have a greater ef- | 
fect in the reduction of speed when 
yassing another car than the fine or 
mprisonment penalties. 

Another bill directed against motor 
trucks in Illinois will stipulate that all} 
commercial motor vehicles must be able} 
to stand inspection in relation to tires | 
and tonnage; that owners of such vehi- 
cles will be required to pay all damage | 
caused to highways through improper | 
tires or excess tonnage or other causes; | 
and also a fee proportionate to the} 
number of passengers and _ distance} 
handled. It also taxes the tonnage of | 
freight and express, proportionate to the 
amount and mileage. 

All revenue derived from such a fee 
systein will be placed in the fund of} 
the State Highway Department to be 
utilized for the upkeep of the roads. 

There is also an indication that a 
thorough highway patrol system, pati- 
terned after the Wisconsin system, may 
be adopted for Ilinois. There is op- 
yosition to a constabulary force, but a 
bill is being prepared which will omit | 
some of the undesirable features while 
providing for a patrol system which will | 
not only produce results in the way of; 
bringing about the arrest of those who} 
may be wanted for some crime. but will } 
@lso produce the desired supervision and | 
maintenance of the new highways.

ARMS AND THE STATE. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Allan H. Gilbert asks if it is constitu- 
tional for States or cities to require a 
license from citizens who wish to carry 
revolvers. He cites the Second Amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution 
against infringement of the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms. Aside 
from the fact that the right is not in- 
fringed by requiring a license, Mr. Gil- 
falls into a common error in as- 
suming that the Second Amendment is a 
check on States and cities. As pointed 
out by Professor Westel W. Willoughby 


in his ‘ Constitutional Law of the 
United States,” Students’ Edition, the 
first nine amendments limit not the 
States but the Federal Government. At 
page 65 the professor writes: ‘‘ Prior 
to the adoption of the Fourteenth 


Amendment in 1868 the laws of the in- 
dividual States, so long as they related 
to subjects over which the States had 
the right of legislation, were not sub- 
ject to examination in Federal Courts 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
they deprived any one of life, Mberty or 
property without due process of law or 
denied to any one equal legal protection. 
The first nine amendments to the Fed- 
eral Constitution which enumerated the 
fundamental rights of individuals that 
might not be violated were, from the 
beginning, construed to limit not the 
States but only the Federal Government. 
Until, therefore, the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment was adopted there was, so far as 
the Federal Constitution was concerned, 


nothing to prevent the several States 
from enacting laws which denied to 
their own citizens the equal -protection 
of the law or deprived them of life, 
liberty and property without due proc- 
ess of law. The only limitations laid 
upon the States by the Constitution 


were that they should enact no bills of 
attainder, or ex-post-facto laws, or laws 
impairing the obligation of. contracts. 
As a matter of fact, indeed, all of the 
States had by their own Constitutions 
taken from their Legislatures the power 
to enact laws upon certain specified 
topics and forbidden them to violate cer- 
tain declared principles of justice and 
right. But the adoption of®these con- 
stitutional limitations was purely volun- 
tary on their part.’’ 

Tho Fifth Amendment requires {ndict- 
ment by a Grand Jury before trial on 
a serious charge and the Seventh 
Amendment provides for a trial by jury 
in suits at common law where the value 
in controversy exceeds $20, yet some 
States prosecute crimes merely on in- 
formation by the State’s attorney and 
permit adjudication without jury of civil 
cases where amounts exceed $20. This 
because the two cited amendments refer 
to causes {In the Federal Courts alone.

THE LATE DR. ABBOTT. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, who died on Oct. 
22, was one of America’s great spiritual 
leaders. He was writer, editor, pub- 


licist and minister. And always gn in- 
spirationalist. What he said assured 
him a following among the churches. 
What he wrote will assure him a place 
in American literature. For he was a 
constructionist. He was a man who be- 
lieved in building things up; not tear- 
ing them down. He taught Chris- 
tianity of universal service. Tris the- 
ology was one of faith, hope and love. 
He taught the need of courage; not 
creeds; reverence, not dogrea; service, 
not piety. Everywhere is the mark of 
simplicity and sincerity. 

He succeeded to the pulpit of a great 
man, and became greater than the great 
man himself. Not as a preacher—few 
men could excel Henry Ward Beecher— 
but as a writer. He took as his pulpit 
the printing press; as his congregation 
the readers of a magazine.

PROHIBITION NOT AN ISSUE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your very interesting review of 
Professor Franklin’s book, ‘‘ Whet Pro» 
hibition Has Done to America,’’ permit 
me to make one correction. A substan- 


tial change in the prohibition law would 
not amount to ‘‘a nullification of the 
Eighteenth Amendment.’’ The review- 
jer’s statement that it would ov«rlooks 
}the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the prohibition cases. That decision

}part of it as if the decision were incor- 
| porated in the amendment.

At first 
the subsidy offered was based on the 
difference between the real cost at the 
time of erection of the building and the 
cost on which an economic rent could be 
charged—and there were certain restric- 
tions as to the rental. 

“These restrictions met with strong 
objection from speculators, and they 
succeeded in having the law revised in 
1920. The new subsidy is a fixed amount 
for each square meter, with a maximum, 
which was at first 2,000 francs ($800) 
and is now 600 francs ($240). 

‘The private builder may also borrow 
capital on mortgage from the Govern- 
ment for fifteen years at 6 per cent. 
This capital-is paid by the Government 
to the city, which may accept or refuse 
the responsibility of lending it. In spite 
of these inducements, the private build- 
ers are erecting fewer houses than the 
societies or the municipality. 

“Land was not wanting on which to 
carry out the great housing program of 
Amsterdam. This wise city for many 
years has been acquiring land. The 
State did not have to confer this right 
on the cities of Holland, for housing 
and all that is needed to carry it out is 
considered necessary on behalf of public 
order, morality and health. 

‘* But the Housing act of 1901 extended 
and amplified the Compulsory Land Ac- 
quisition act of 1851 so as to facilitate 
the taking of land for slum clearances 
or carrying out of large-scale housing 
schemes. 

“The basis of valuation is that at 
which the land might have been sold 
within a period of six to eighteen 
months before the preparation of plans 

“Amsterdam is beginning to see that 
the only way to control the growth and 
the future appearance of the city is for 
the municipality to own all the necessary 
land, and the city is acquiring a ring of 
municipal land around the old city and 
already owns 1,200 acres. Of this 600 
acres have been leased to public utility 
societies for periods of fifty to seventy- 
five years. he policy of Amsterdam is 
to lease and not sell its land! 

‘In New York the building of homes 
had ceased in 1916. Gradually the badly 
planned, the poorly lHghted, the dilapi- 
dated houses that had stood empty for 
years were filled. Landlords did not at 
once discover that it was their inning— 
that the ‘law of supply and demand’ 
was working in their favor. 

“But when they did they were not 
slow in acting. Rents soared. Rent

Ola Harlemites—and very few of the 
old families remain which made the 
Harlem section of the city a delightful 
community residential locality a quarter 
of a century ago and more—who have 
visited their home vicinity recently may 
have noticed the departure of one of the 
oldest landmarks in that part of the 
city. This if, or was, the ancient wooden 
single-story house on the northeast cor- 
ner of Lenox Avenue and 129th Street, 
with the familiar greenhouses adjoin- 
ing. From the days of the aborigines 
that corner never had any other build- 
ings on it than those recently demol- 
ished. From the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant that corner plot has been 
used as a garden and florist’s head- 
quarters and it has often occasioned 
surprise that no apartment house was 
erected there. 

The plot was owned for more than 
three-quarters of a century by the Astor 
estate, which formerly owned all of the 
block bounded by Fifth and Lenox Ave- 
nues, 120th and 130th Streets. Ten years 
ago or so the 130th Street corner was 








improved with a taxpayer structure for 
stores, but the quaint wooden shack and 
greenhouses on the 129th Street portion 
remained to recall times when Harlem 
was a village. During the war the 
vacant patch was utilized for vegetable 
gardens and it attracted considerable 
interest from strangers. After that the 
greenhouses fell into decay and in the 
past year or two they dé generated into 
ruins. ’ 

A short time ago the plot was leased 
from the Astor estate by the Harlem 
florist firm known as Massas, and last 
Fall it was purchased from the estate 
and title passed in January this year to 
Clara S. Massas. 

A few weeks ago the old wooden house 
was torn down and a taxpayer buildingis 





being erected which will provide a dozen 
or more stores on the Lenox Avenuc 
and 129th Street frontages. A second 
story is also being erected on the tax- 
payer structure on the 130th Street cor- 
ner, the additional to be utilized 
as a billiard room.

Another change as a result of the 
changing conditions in that part of Har- 
lem was the announcement last week 
that the Calvary Methodist Church, on 
the northwest corner of Seventh’ Avenue 
and 129th Street, Ifid signed a contract 
to sell its valuable property to the Salem 
Methodist Episcopal Church, one of Har- 
lem’s large colored organizations now 
worshipping at Lenox Avenue and 133d 
Street. The Calvary Church property, 
which has practically half a block front- 
age on the avenue, has been sold, it is 
understood, for $25,800, with the under- 
standing that the present congregation 
will not leave for two years. 

A few years ago the Calvary Methodist 


Church was the largest and perhaps the | 


most prosperous of all the Methodist 
churches on Manhattan Island. It had 
a membership exceeding 2,000. The 


present structure, in Romanesque style, 


was erected in 1887 largely through the | 


efforts and generosity of John B. Cor- 
nell, It has had some noted pastors, 
the present incumbent being the Rev. 
Dr. William P. Odell, who was its pas- 
tor fifteen years ago. He has been there 
now three years.

says, has dwindled to barely 8Q0, as so 
many of the old families havé moved 
away.

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DERS’ PROBLEMS 
IN OUTLYING AREAS 


Chief Sanitary Inspector De- 


scribes Improvements Needed 
for Healthy Conditions. 


SEWAGE A CHIEF NECESSITY 


Substitute Methods Can Be Used 
Where Publilo Sewers Are 
Not Malntalned. 


During the last year thousands. of 
homeseekers and investors have pur- 
chased lots on the Waldorf Astor, Hay- 
den, Lorillard and other estates in and 
about New York and have planned to 
erect houses at once or in the near 
future. Some have already started to 
work to put up structures on unimproved 
properties and have met with many 
problems that confront -the homeseeker 
who attempts to build on such property. 

The question of water supply, sewago, 
plumbing, soil, heating and the many 
problems of the builder in an unim- 
proved community are being faced daily 
by many families which have acquired 
lots in outlying sections. 

Cogent advice in regard to building Is 
furnished by Richard P. Walsh, Chief 
Sanitary Inspector of the Department of. 
Health. In erecting or selecting a home, 
says Mr. Walsh, it is important that the 
site be free from natural dampness, that 
a supply of pure water is obtainable, 
that the means for the disposal of sew- 
age and waste are not lable to become 
sources of contamination and the build- 
ing must be substantial and sufficiently 
provided with appliances for heating, 
lighting and ventilation. 

‘A soft clay soil should be avoided,”’ 
he says, ‘‘as it contains and holds the 
water that guarantees perpetual damp- 
ness. The land should be viewed a day 
or two after a heavy storm, as suburban 
lots that do not allow of a free per- 
colation of water after a storm are un- 
desirable. The same land, however, 
when properly drained and sewer con- 
nected, is often fit for use. 

“Rock, loam, sand and hard clay 
should be given the preference in the 
order named. A site that lays below the 
adjacent land and receives its natural 


drainage should not be chosen. 

“There is a marked difference be- 
tween towns that have sewers and those 
that have not. In the former, soggy 
land can be drained dry, but in the 
latter this is impossible. 

‘“‘TIf the water is supplied by the town 
or by a water compan,, and is con- 
ducted through street mains, care shoula 
be exercised by the prospective pur- 
chaser to definitely ascertain the source 
of supply and to judge it by the sur- 
roundings, | 

“Towns are often supplied with water 
that is pumped from an artesian well 
or from a lake or stream. Whatever 
the source, there is always a possibility 
of contamination from sewers, from ad- 
jacent buildings, or from privy Vaults 
or from. cesspools. Sometimes these 
may be far away, alongside of small 
streams that are tributaries of the body 
of water from which the town is sup- 
plied, 

“Whatever the source of supply, the 
quality of the water is improved by 
filtration and _  chiorination. Modern 
communities generally use these meth- 
ods, and, in addition, provide means 
to aerate the water. The primary con- 
dition of the water and the character of 
the impurities in it regulate the clarify- 
ing method and the degree to which it 
is necessary to use it. 

‘In sections where wells are used it 
is necessary to protect the water-bearing 
strata from contamination from the out- 
side. Cesspools, privy vaults and sta- 
bles are the sources of contamination. 
Therefore cesspools and privy vaults 
should be tight and the floors of stables 
should be cemented and drained. 

‘* Chemical analysis and bac- 
terlological examination of the water 
at frequent ‘intervals is desirable. The 
chemical analysis will show if any un- 
desirable foreign substance !s present in 
the water and the bacteriological test 
will determine {f pathogenic or disease- 
breeding organisms have entered {t. 

‘*In the city sewage is easily disposed 
of by house connections to the street 
sewer. It reaches its final destination 
in a manner mysterious to the average 
citizen and he never finds it necessary 
to inquire minutely Into the subject. If 
the suburban residence fronts upon a 
street {in which a proper sewer has been 
installed, no further attention need be 
given to it. If it is In a section where 
public sewers are not maintained, one 
of several methods will have to be 
adopted. These methods may be classed 
as follows: 

‘* 1, Cesspools in which liquid waste is 
discharged and separate privy vault for 
solid sewage. 

‘*2. Cesspool into which both NHquld 
and solid waste is discharged. 

‘*8. Septic plan of sewage disposal. 
‘*4. Sewage Alsposal works that re- 
ceive discharge of sewers.’’ 

In speaking of the building Mr. Walsh 
says its outside walls should be furred 
to prevent dampness, pointing out that 
the insulating space between the furring 
strips and the walls insures dryness. 

‘The cellar bottom should be ce- 
mented,”’ he says. ‘The ceiling of the 
cellar should be at least two feet above 
the surrounding area, higher {ff prac- 
ticable. There should be glazed win- 
dows on all sides of the cellar through 
which a cross current of air is obtain- 
able, and natural Nght penetrates. 
These windows should be used at least 
some time during the day, on fine days, 
as the air will have a drying effect 
upon the cellar. Vermin, rats and mice 
avoid light.’’ 

‘“‘It is preferable to have windows on 
at least two sides of every room to pro- 
duce a cross-current in order to keep 
the air in motion. All drain, soil, waste 
and back air pipes attached to the 
plumbing system should be tight to pre- 
vent the escape of drain air into the 
house, and all pipes and plumbing fix- 
tures attached to the same should be 
exposed and all parts readily acces- 
sible. 

‘*In many suburban places the use 
of light fron pipe for plumbing is per- 
mitted. This material {ts not suitable 
for the purpose, as all the connecting 
joints cannot be made permanently air 
tight without cracking or injuring the 
pipe. It is not lasting, and although it 
may be installed in such @ manner as 
to stand a hydraulic test, under light 
pressure at the beginning, it deterio- 
rates within a short time. Heavy iron 
pipe should be used, 

“The plumbing fixtures, such as 
water closets, bath tubs, wash tubs, 
wash basins and ainks, are largely a 
matter of individual choice. If pos- 
sible a shower bath should be included 
in the plumbing arrangements. 

“There should be no dark corners or 
closets in the house. It was one of the 
pecullarities of previous generations to 
cover any obscure parts of the building 
that were nto actively used for living 
purposes, All of the plumbing pipes 
were placed underground or in the walls, 
where they were hard to reach in case 
of destruction or decay. The plumb- 
ing fixtures were tightly enclosed and 
the space underneath, receiving little 
attention, soon became soggy and filthy. 
The cellar was dark and generally 
damp, for people did not live in the 
cellar. They did live over it, however, 
and the air from it circulated above. 
Clothes closets, pantries, ice boxes and 
attics should be built {nm such a way 
that they can be properly aired and so 
that the Hght can penetrate into them, 
at least for part of the time, when op- 
portunity 1s offered to the housewife to 
open the intervening doors. 

“The roof, rain leaders, areas and 
yards should be sewer connected when 
this is practicable, and, if possible, -the 
rain leaders should be constructed of 
tight heavy tron pipe and located inside 
of the house and not on the outside. It 
costs more, but if the cost of replacing 
flimsy metal outside rain leadérs, after 
every frost which bursts them, is ap- 
proximated beforehand, there is an 
actual saving in cost of time. 

‘‘ Heating arrangements are impor- 
tant. The old-fashioned hot air fur- 


nace, with the possi of coal gas = 
oe the air pies 
and broken portions, is lete. It is 
also hard to control the heat that comes 
from it, and isolated or exposed parts 
of the house where it is used are often 
very cold. Steam heat, of course, whon 
properly installed, with sufficient favill- 
ties for radiation, represents the most 
rellable system obtainable at present. 
The cost of the fuel that a steam-heat- 
ing system consumes is high, and the 
so-called hot water system seems to 
ve satisfactory results in small build- 
ngs. Heating suburban houses, aside 
from the original cost of instaling a 
heating system, presents a financial 
aspect. To maintain steam, whether in 
moderately or intensely cold weather, 
necessitates the consumption of a suf- 
ficient amount of fuel to produce steam. 
Hot water in a small building with a 
larger square area of radiation surface 
than in the steam system can be run 
with less fuel, as the high degree of 
temperature necessary to produce steam 
ig not required to produce hot water ana 
the larger radiation surface helps con- 
siderably, and compensates for the ab- 
sence of the higher heating units in the 
steam system.’’

Street, Newark, on the southeast corner 
of Spruce Street, has been sold.

Apartment house trading by operators 
continues as the most active feature of 
the real estate market.

THE BRICK MARKET. 


Industry Recovers From Coal Strike 
and is Building Up Reserves. 


The common brick industry has recov- 
ered from the coal strike as far as sup- 
ply ts concerned. The high price of coal, 
however, is the main factor in advancing 
costs of manufacture. Out of eighty- 
one firms reporting to the Common Brick 
Manufacturers’ Association in October 
only two were closed for lack of coal 
and one by car shortage. 

The general production of common 
brick, according to the association, ‘‘ be- 
gins to reflect the usual seasonal condi- 
tions. The total production for the 
month was 95,192,000 and the amount of 
brick removed from the yards was 78,- 
000,000. The stock on hand is 190,756,000 
as compared with 173,361,000 of burned 
brick on hand a month ago. The amount 
of unburned brick on hand {is 42,162,000 
as compared with 44,089,000. There is 
also a slight reduction of orders on the 
books, the current figure being 234,828,- 
QUO as against 265,878,000 on the first 
day of September. 

‘For the first time during the year 
Chicago plants are building up reserve 
and this city, the largest pro- 
ducing centre of brick in America, {fs 
usually a fair barometer of conditions 
throughout the country. 

‘ During the last two months the de- 
mand for brick has greatly improved in 
some sections of the country which have 
had a dearth of orders during the 
greater part of the present year. This 
is noticeable in the Southeastern States, 
and quite generally throughout the 
South. There is only one section of the 
country today which is not doing a fai 
volume of building, and that is that 
agricultural part of the Middle West, 
with iowa, Nebraska and Kansas as Its 
centre. Business continues in about the 
normal season’s volume in the cities 
along the New York Central Railroad. 
from New York to Chicago, in New 
England, Pennsylvania, and quite gen- 
erally throughout the industrial regions 
of the Central West. The Pacific Coast 
still going strong, with the demand 
equal to the supply, from San Diego to 
Seattle. 

‘*Some reductions in the freight rate 
on brick are promised at an early date. 
The manufacturers generally look upon 
this as a favorable indication of im- 
proved business. It is generally felt that 
brick has been openly discriminated 
igainst in freight rates since the war. 
The muct. discussed General Order No. 
28, which put a 2-cent charge per hun- 
dred pounds upon brick rates as a 
means of discouraging manufacture and 
shipment, and in order that labor, fuel 
and transportation might be turned to 
war purposes, never was removed. On 
top of that radical Advance, there have 
been. other freight advances, seriously 
affecting the moving of this heavy com- 
modity and adding to the cost of build- 
ing.”

A new plan is being tried in this State 
by the crop estimating branch of the 
United States Department of Agrioul- 
ture, it was announced yesterday. The 
assistance of the Post Office Department 
bas been enlisted, and each of the 2,000 
rural mail carriers in the State is ad- 
dressing letters to eight farmers along 
some portion of his route. The eight 
farmers are being asked to report the 
acreage of crops grown on their farms 
this year and last year. The reports, 
when tabulated, are expected to show 
quite accurately the changes which have 
taken place since last year. 

‘*Por several years the official esti- 
mates have been based, in part, on the 
results of a somewhat similar inquiry, 
but in the past the inquiries have, of 
necessity, been addressed chiefly to 
farmers who offered to co-operate,”’ said | 
a statement from John B. Shepard, agri- 
cultural statisticlan. ‘‘ As a result, too | 
large a proportion of the reports re- 
ceived have come from good farmers on 
good farms, and the figures, when com- 
bined, have not been truly typical of the | 
State. It is hoped that by enlisting the} 
help of the rural carriers more represen- 
tative replies can be secured. The suc- 
cess of the new plan depends upon the 
way the farmers respond to the question- 
naires. If each man will do his share, 
this method of collecting the statistics 
will make it possible for the Government | 
to estimate the crops accurately at a 
very small expense to the taxpayers of 
the State.
